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Industries Announce Half Billion Dollar Investment in Alabama 


Nearly a halt billion dollars in 
new capital to be invested in 
Alabama by industry, utilities and 
industrial warehouse was an- 
nounced during 1957 according to 
figures release by the Alabama 
State Chamber of Commerce in 
Montgomery. 


Roland L. Adams of York, pre-- 


sident of the State CHamber, said 
this total was the largest to be 
announced during a single year in 
Alabama’s history. 

Adams said this half billion dol- 
lar figure, actually $475,177,000, 
represents investment capital an- 
nounced by private industries and 
does not include any Federal or 
State expenditures. 


Public Utilities Invest 


“There has been substantial in- 
dustrial growth, in Alabama in 
1957,” Adams continued, ‘“‘but the 
real barometer of the State’s pro- 
gress is found in capital announ- 
ced for investment in Alabama by 
public utilities.” Alabama’s uti- 
lities have announced plans to 
invest. $368,433,00 in the State, 
Adams revealed, a positive sign 
of progress. 

Largest utility investment an- 
nounced was for $160,000,000 by 
the Alabama Power Co., with 
the Southern Co., planning a 
$150,000,000 investment. Southern 
Bell .Telephone and Telegraph Co., 
plans to invest some 31 million 
dollars, Adams added. 

Some 67 new and 46 expan- 
sions were listed by the State 
Chamber president for industry 
in Alabema during the year. Totai 
capital investment for these new 
and expanded industries is $105,- 
109,000, and more than 7800 new 
jobs. will be available to Ala- 
bamans becatise of these new and 
expanding industries. 


Utilities Expand 


Although capital investment’ for 
new and expafided industry ir 
Alabama is below some other 
years, John M. Ward, Execu- 
tive Vice-President of the State 
Chamber, said this is because 
of a national trend as productive 
capacity in many lines has caught 
up with consumer demand. During 
1957, Ward continued, Alabama 
had the greatest utility expan- 
sion announced in its history and 
with more than a million and a 
half dollars announced for new 
industrial warehouse construction, 
both these factors point to a 
sound economy in the State and 
continued economic expansion in 
the future. Ward called particular 
attention to expansion plans of 
18 independent telephone compan- 
ies in the State in addition to 
‘Southern Bell’s ,plans. 


Per Capita Income Up 


State Chamber executives said 
reliable national estimates indi- 
‘cate for the second year Alabama 
would lead all 48 states in the 
percentage of increase in per 
‘capita income. It is estimated 
this percent&ze .of increase for 
1957, over 1956 in Alabama will 
be 6.6 percent as compared with 
3.6 percent nationally.

Alabama’s Mines 
Increase Output 


Washington, Jan 2— Alabama’s 
mines produced 13.273,000 tons of 
coal in 1957, their biggest out- 
put since 1951, the National Coal 
Association estimated today in ad- 
vance of official Bureau of Mines 
figures. 


The 1957 production showed an 
increase over the 13,000,000 tons 
dug in 1956 from state’s 196 
underground mines and 39 sur- 
face stripping operations, which 
employ 8,800 miners. 

Hewever, the National Coal As- 
sociation pointed out that pro- 
duction , and employment would 
have been higher but for the flow 
of foreign residual oil which con- 
tinues to flood cdal’s normal East 
Coast markets. /This fuel, the re- 
sidue left sehen asietline and other 
products are extracted from crude 
in foreign relineries, cannot be 
used for home heating. But it dis- 


placed 39 millfon tons of coals, 


under industrial™“boilers in 1957, 
eliminating an estimated 16,800 
coal-mining jobs in the United 
States. 

In addition, the equivalent of 
another 17 million tons of coal 
was refined in this country from 
foreign crude oil, damaging the 
coal industry further. “The im- 
port of residual oi! continued” uh- 
abated in 1957 at the previous 
year’s rate.” There has been no 


reduction in its flow since 1954 
when the President’s Cabinet 
Committee on Energy Resources 
found that the volume of residual 
oil imports was a serious threat 
to domestic industry. 

Alabama’s all-time total coal 
output passed the 900,000,000-ton 
mark in 1956 and now stands at 
923,855,000 tons. Coal production 
started in a haphazard way in 
the 1830’s, but more than 120 
years of digging have hardly 
dented Alabama’s rich reserves 
which total more than 65 billion 
tons, enough to last hundreds of 
years .

Who's Got The Car Keys? 


Lost car keys must be one of the 
commonest — and least necessary 
— frustrations in modern life. Here 
are some tips for avoiding it. 5 

Agree on one place the keys 
should be when they are not in 
use —a hook in the kitchen, a draw- 
er by the telephone — and be sure 


they are there. 

Have a spare sct of keys, and 
know where they are, too. A mag- 
netized metal box will hold the 
keys under a fender or behind a 
bumper. Keys taped inside a hub 
cap are harder to get at, but they’re 
safe enough. A spare set in your 
wallet is fine ‘for you — but they 
may not help a Would-be driver 
who does not have your wallet. 

Copy the serial numbers off the 
keys and keep them in a safe place. 
Then if all keys are lost, you can 
have more made. 

Never lay,your keys inside the 
luggage compartment, even for a 
minute. Ifit’s a self-locking trunk, 
it can be a very tough key-trap. 

_ Take the keys with you every 
time ‘you leave your car. This dis- 
courages thieves and saves you the 
embarrassment of locking the keys 
inside, 

But what if the keys are locked 
inside? If a window is open a little, 
pressure may open it enough to let 
you reach the door handle, Some- 
times a long hook made of a 
straightened coat hanger can be 
slipped by the no-draft. winddw to 
reach the door handle. 


Suppose you paid medical ex- 
pense of over 3% of your ad- 
justed gross income and will have 
a deduction and you still owe 
medical bills which you plan to 
pay in 1958. If you pay those 
bills before the end of the year 
they will be a deduction this year. 
You won’t have to use them to 
make up 3% of your adjusted 
gross income for 1958 before you 
can start deducting again. If you 
do not have funds readily avail- 
abl it.might be wise to borrow 
the"foney. 

Let’s see how that would work. 
Suppose you borrow. $500 from a 
bank and repay in twelve monthly 
installments. Your cost for such a 
loan would be about $35. Now 
suppose you take this $500 and 
pay deductible bills with it. If 
you are paying taxes at the 
lowest rate, you will save $100. 
Your net profit on the transaction, 
will be about $65. 

Remember too, that any interest 
paid on borrowed money will be- 
come a deduction next year.

State's Livestock 
Industry To Profit 
By New Insecticide 


A _ big boost for Alabama’s 
growing poultry, beef cattle and 
Swine industries was forecast this 
week with clearance by the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration of 
the first phosphate-type insecti- 
cide for dusting or spraying di- 
rectly on the bodies of these farm 
money-makers. 

Cleared for this se was 
the versatile insecticidé~ mala- 
thion, already known for its ef- 
fectiveness against a host of crop 


pests. Dairy cattle are excluded 


from the permissible uses. 

On poultry, malathion will con- 
trol chicken red mite, Northern 
fowl mite, poultry lice, ticks and 
flies; on beef cattle; horn flies 
and ticks and lice; and on swine, 
“lice and flies. These insects cause 








annual losses of more than $300, 
000,000. 


How important this use of mala-~ 


thion will prove in Alabama is 
seen in the fact that livestock and 
its products brought this state re- 
ceipts of $97,858,000 in. the first 
seven months of 1957 alone. 

Permission to use malathion for 
these purposes comes at a time 
when many insects are showing 
marked resistance to chlorinated 
hydrocarbon insecticides, such as 
DDT. And unlike chlorinated hy- 
drocarbon insecticides which can- 
not be applied closer than a 
month before slaughter, there’s 
no time limit between last appli- 
cation of malathion and slaugh- 
ter. 

In dosage necessary for pest 
control, malathion has no adverse 
effect upon the health of the 
animals, and none of the insecti- 
cide remains in the animals’ tis- 
sues. 

Test data show that for poultry, 
the spraying of the interior of the 
poultry house will give control of 
the insects mentioned all at the 
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same time, eliminating the neces- 
sity for more than one insecticide.

Do you want to.make a sale 
~ now, but hesitate to do so be- 
cause of the additional tax you 
would have to pay this year? 
Then consider selling now and 
reporting the profit on the install- 
ment basis. You can make the 
sale now, elect to™eport your 
profit on the installment basis and 
pay the tax on your profits as 
you collect the installments, If 
you make no collections in 1957, 
then you will have no tax to pay. 
In other words, don’t pass up an 
opportunity to sell now at a pro- 
fit. Make the sale and be sure 
that you collect 30% or less this 
year. Then make your collections 
in later. years and report and 
pay the tax on the profit as you 
collect it. 

You can elect to report your 
profit on an installment sale in 
installments as you are paid if-- 

(1) It was a sale of real es- 
tate and the total amount col- 
lected in 1957 was not more than 
30% of the selling price; 

(2) It was a sale of personal 
property where— _. 

(A) The total amount you col-

(3) The selling price was more 
than $1,000. 

The total collected in 1957 can- 
not exceed 30% of the total sell- 
ing price. This includes the down 
payment+ and all later payments 
collected in 1957. 

If all the requirements under 1 
or 2 above are met, then you 
can report your profit each year 
as you collect it. 

This is how it works. 


Assume that you sold your. home 
in 1957. This home cost you 
$10,000 in 1940. The selling price 
is $15,000. Your profit is $5,000. 
Under the long term capital gains 
rates you are taxed on only 50% 
of this profit, that is $2,500. 

Assume that you collect down 
payment of 10%, $1,500. 

Your profit on this house is: 
Selling price, 100%, $15,000; Less 
your cost, 66.7%, $10,000; Profit, 
33.3%, $5,000. 


Then you would report as your 


long term capital gain for ‘1957 
$1,500. received; 33.3% profit—$500. 
This would be ‘taxed at the long 
term capital gains rate. so that 
50%, or $250 would be taxed. If 
you made no collections in 1957 
nothing would be taxed. 

If you use this system be sure 
to pick up and report your pro- 
fit on your collections each year 
as you collect them.

fail to see cars, pedestrians, stop 
signs or other objects in time to 
avoid an accident. Among these 
are driving too fast, fatigue, an 
obstruction at an_ intersection, 
blinding lights from another car 
—or inadequate vision. | 

One out of every six motor- 
ists needing special visual at- 
tention is unaware of his short- 
comings, reports the Motorist’s 

Vision Committee of the Amer- 

ican Optometric Association. 

Safe vision, from the standpoint 
of driving, is made up of four es- 
sential visual skills, the Associa- 
tion points out, They are distance 
acuity, proper field of vision, 
night vision and depth perception. 

Distance acuity is the ability to 
see objects clearly, without blur, 
from 20 feet to many yards ahead. 
The AOA considers 20/40 vision 
(with or without glasses) a min- 
imum requirement. Tests have 
shown that the average traffic 
sign with five-inch letters can be 
read at about 280 feet by the 
driver ‘with 20/20 vision, at 113 
feet by those with 20/40 vision 
and at only 90 feet by motorists 
with 20/50 vision. 

Tniability to read signs or spot 


hazards accounts for thousands 
of accidents, AOA officials be- 
lieve. 

Proper field of vision’ means be- 


sj ing able to see over a large area 


without moving either. your eyes 
or your head. This visual skill is 
important because many highway 
hazards must be seen from the 
side if they are to be avoided. 
An accident can be caused by 
“tunnel vision,” in which the 
driver can see only straight 
ahead, 

Night vision includes the abili- 
ty to see adequately under low 
illumination, to see against 
glare and to recover rapidly 
from the glare of oncoming 
headlights. Driving in a semi- 
blinded state contributes to a 
high proportion of night driv- 
ing accidents. 

Depth perception involves the 
ability to judge accurately the 
distance between your car and 
other objects. Collisions can oc- 
cur through misjudging relative 
distances of approaching cars. 

The AOA has listed several 
recommendations for those who 

lack these visual skills; periodic 
eye examinations with special 
reference to driving; if glasses 
are prescribed, always wear them 
when driving; if troubled by head- 
light glare, cut down on night 
driving—and drive more” slowly 
after dark, 

Other recommendations: com- 
pensate for inadequate field of 
vision by turning your head to 
watch for danger; be extra 
careful in passing other cars if 
depth perception is poor, and 


avoid driving at high speeds. oa

Trees Removed 


When students arrived at MHS 
Monday following the holidays, 
there were quite a few shocked 
faces. It probably took a minute 
for their minds to adjust to the 
sight—their “‘beloved’”’ trees which 
had stood before MHS for so 
many years were gone and the 
building looked strangely bare. 
Everyone wanted to know ‘“‘why?”’ 

“The fact is, that if they hadn’t 
been cut down, the trees would 
probably have fallen over and 
hurt somebody in a year or two,” 
said Mr. Sims. The trees, accord- 
ing to Mr. Sims, were suffering 
from the Dutch-Elm Disease, 
which originated in Hoiland and 
found its way to America 25 
years ago. When the disease hits, 
a little beetle gets on the tree 
and damages the function of the 
tree’s water supply. After a while 
the leaves begin to fall, limbs 
become rotten and break off, and 
the roots die. Once a tree gets 
this disease, there is nothing 
anyone can do for it. 

Already in this country the 
Dutch Elm disease has killed 40 
million trees, and left 20 mil- 
lions in danger. So, it was neces- 
sary that the trees be removed 
New Loblolly Pine trees have al- 
ready been set out at the expense 
of the Student Council. and two 
members of the ‘organization, 
Leslie Harrison and Edwin Fan- 
cher helped with the planting. 
Johnny Greene also helped with 
the project. 

With luck, in five or ten years 
there should be a row of fairly 
large pine trees in front of the 
school.

Poll Tax Must Be Paid by February 1 


At the request of The Times- 
Herald, Solicitor Conrad Fowler 
has prepared a condensed state- 
ment of the legak procedures nec- 
essary for new voters to follow in 
making sure that thev do the 
proper things at the proper time 
in order ‘to get ‘on the list of 
qualified voters. 

This is important now and there 
are many people who should take 


heed and get ready for voting in.’ 


the important elections this year. 

Remember, it will be too late 
if you wait until election day and 
find that you are not on the list. 
Get your status as a voter. cor- 
rectly established now. 


How To Get It Done 


Registered voters are required 
by law to pay poll tax in order 
to be qualified to vote. Poll tax 
is due October 1 for the. privilege 
of voting in any election to be 
held during the forthcoming year. 
This tax must be paid on or be- 
fore February 1. In addition to 

“the tax for the-year of the elec- 
tion, the voter must have paid the 
tax dye from him for the preced- 
ing year. In other words, to be 
qualified, a registered voter must 

have paid tax due from him for 


the current year and the immedi- 
ately preceding year. 


Citizens may pay this poll tax 
by mail by sending it to L.~C. 
Abbott, Tax Collector of Shelby 
County, Columbiana, or they may 
go in person to that office. 

Persons who wish to register to 
vote may contact Mrs. Grover L. 
Cleveland of Wilton, Mr. Carlton 
Franks of Columbiana, or Mr. M. 
IE. Millender of Harpersville, all 
of whom are members of the 
Shelby County Board of Regis- 
trars. 


Persons who reach the age of 
21 years after October 1 are not 
required to pay poll tax for the 
privilege of voting in the elections 
held during-the next year because 
only that tax was due on October 
1 is required to be paid. 


To be eligible to vote, one must 
have registered’ and alse paid the 
poll tax that was due from him 
for the current year of the elec- 
tion and the immediately preced- 
ing. year. 

One who fails to pay poll tax 
due by February 1 is ineligible to 
vote at any election, municipal, 
county, or state, that will be held 
during the same year.

With the prospect of a long 
and difficult session ahead, the 
85th Congress reconvened on Tues- 
day of last week under continued 
Democratic leadership. 

In the House, the Democrats 
number 232 while the Republican 
Party is represented by 199 mem- 
bers. There are four vacancies 
that are expected to be filled in 
special elections by three Demo- 
crats and one Republican. 

The margin of control in the 
Senate, where no vacancies exist, 
is considerably smaller with 50 
Democrats and 46 Republicans 
making up the membership. .

Predictions are already being 
made that the Second Session 
of the 85th Congress will be un- 
able to complete its business be- 
foré Labor Day. With many im-

Do you have some bills you are 
never going to collect? If so. let's 
take some action now to show 
that they are uncollectible and 
claim them on this year’s tax 
return. 

Loans to relatives or ~ friends 
can be deducted as bad debts. 
However, they are always given 
very close scrutiny and you 
should be prepared to prove the 
money was in fact a loan; that 
you have made every reason- 
able effort to collect, and that it 


was in no’ way, shape or form,. 


a gift. 

You cannot get a bad debt de- 
duction simply because you do 
mot choose to force collection. 
Turn those bad accounts over ‘to 
your attorney or collection agency 
for action. Do it now if you want 
to deduct the bad debts this year. 

Your bad debts are deductible 

(1) A valid debt actually was 
made in 1957 or existed January 
1, 1957 and something happened 
in 1957 that made you believe the 
debt never will be collected. ~- 

(2) The amount of the bad bebt 
must haye been included in your 


income or been a part of your ‘ 


capital. You cannot have a bad 
debt deduction for uncollectible 
wages, fees, rents, etc. If you 
are a merchant and have a bad 
debt arising from sales or ser- 
vices, you cannot deduct the bad 
debt unless you have _ included 
the sale in income.” 


If you are in business your 
business bad debts are deducted 
together with your other business 
costs, on separate Schedule C of 
the tax return. 

If your bad debt is a personal 
debt the deduction is made on 
separate Schedule D of the tax re- 
turn as a short term capital loss. 
Such losses cannot be deducted 
from other income in an amount 
over $1,000 per year. However, 
they can be deducted from capi- 
tal gains in any amount. 

If you have a bad debt loss of 
more than $1,000, take $1,000 this 
year and carry the balarice over 
to 1958. You can deduct $1,000 
per year for the next five years, 
if your loss amounts to that much. 
You can take it all in any year 
that you can deduct it from your 
capital gains.

Study Child 
Development 


The Home Economics II class 
of the Montevallo High School is 
engaged in the study of Child 
Growth and Development. 

In this unit the students try to 
get a good understanding of the 
physical, emotional, social, and 
mental development of the young 
children between 18 months and 
6 years of age. 

Suitable food and clothes for the 
young children have been consid- 
ered.

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A New Coal Mine for Shelby County? 


We have another piece of “hear-say’’ news about the possible 
opening of a new coal mine in Shelby County to furnish fuel for the 
operation of the new steam plant to be built near Wilsonville on the 


Coosa River. 


This story is really “twisted.” It is under a Columbiana date-line 
in Tuesday's Birmingham News The first paragraph~ says: “A coal 
mine expected to produce 588,000 tons of coal per year to provide 
fuel for a new steam plant is to be opened here.” (‘‘Heré,” according 
to the date-line, means Columbiana. ) 


The second paragraph of the story in the News places the source 
of the coal mine information thus: ‘J. C. Walker, industrial develop- 
ment representative of the Alabama Power Co., made the announce- 
ment to the Columbiana Junior Chamber of Commerce.” 


The third paragraph, somewhat contradictory of the first, alleges: 
“The new mine will be located between Maylene and Superior, in 
what once was a large-scale coal producing area. Borings in the area, 
Walker said, located six seams of high quality coal under 30,000 
acres of land held by the power company.’” Those who know the 
geography of Shelby County will recognize quite a difference between 
the locations of Columbiana and Maylene, as well as the 1 


ground possibilities of the two areas.

Poll Tax Must Be Paid by February 1 


At the request of The Times- 
Herald, Solicitor Conrad Fowler 
has prepared a condensed state- 
ment of the legal procedures nec- 
essary for new voters to follow in 
making sure -that they do the 
proper things at the proper time 
in order to get on the list of 
qualified voters. 

This is important now and there 
are many people who should take 
heed and get ready for voting in 
the important elections this year. 

Remember, it will be too late 


. if you wait until election day and 


find that you are not on the list. 
Get your status as a voter cor- 
rectly established now. 


How To Get It Done 


Registered voters are required 
by law to pay poll tax in order 
to be qualified to vote. Poll tax 
is due October 1 for the privilege 
of voting in any election to be 
held during the forthcoming year. 
This tax must be paid on or be- 
fore February 1. In addition to 
the tax for the year of the elec- 
tion, the voter must have paid the 
tax due from him for the preced- 
ing year. In other words, to be 
qualified, a registered voter must 
have paid tax due from him for 


your buildings, SEE 


the current year and the immedi- 
ately preceding year. 

Persons who reach the age of 
21 years after October 1 are not 
required to pay poll tax for the 
privilege of voting in the elections 
held during the next year because 
only that tax was due on October 
1 is required to be paid. 


Citizens may pay this poll tax 
by mail by sending it to L. C. 
Abbott, .Tax Collector of Shelby 
County, Columbiana, or they may ~ 
go in person to that office. 

Persons who wish to register to 
vote may contact Mrs. Grover L. 
Cleveland of Wilton, Mr. Carlton 
Franks of Columbiana, or Mr. M. 
E. Millender of Harpersville, all 
of whom are members of the 
Shelby County Board of Regis- 
trars. 

To be eligible to vote, one must 
have registered and also paid the 
poll tax that was due from him 
for the current year of the elec- 
tion and the immediately preced- 
ing year. 

One “who fails to pay poll tax 
due by February 1 is ineligible to 
vote at any election, .municipal, 
county, or state, that will be held 
during the same year.

Congress was asked by the 
President in his annual budget 
message last week to appropriate 
funds totaling $73.9 billion for fed- 
eral expenditures for fiscal year 
1959. If approved, this sum will 
constitute the highest peace-time 
budget in the history of our na- 
tion. 

Nearly $40 billion of the total 

amount requested is earmarked 
for defense spending, an increase 
of almost one billion dollars over 
the amount appropriated for the 
current fiscal year. The increase 
is designated primarily for the de- 
velopment and production of mis- 
siles and new ‘space-age’? wea- 
pons. 
Linked closely with the defense 
budget is an additional request 
of $3.9 billion for foreign aid. 
That amount is approximately one 
billion more than Congress ap- 
propriated for the same program 
last year. 

The remainder of the Presi- 
dent’s proposed budget—approxi- 
mately $30 billions— includes all 
other anticipated federal expen- 
ditures for the next fiscal year. 

President Eisenhower predicted 
in his budget message that anti- 
cipated- revenues for fiscal 1959 
will exceed proposed expenditures. 
However, there are many who 
feel the President is overly opti- 
mistic and that the 1959 budget, 
unless reduced by Congress, will 
not be balanced. 


Missile Funds Authorized 


As was expected, the first leg- 
islation to be approved this ses- 
sion by the House of Representa- 
tives is connected with the mis- 
sile program. By a vote of 374-0, 
House members last Wednesday 
approed a $549.7 million authori- 
zation for an emergency military 
construction program which in- 
cludes a new ballistic-missile 
warning system. This warning 
system, which has _herctofore 
been kept secret, is designed -to 
detect and give sufficient notice 
of an enemy attack by ballistic 
missiles to enable the U.S. Stra-

Southern Bell Issues Year-End Report 
Of Local and State Progress 


Southern Bell Telephone Com- 
pany added 88 telephones to the 
number in use in Montevallo, 50 
in Calera, and 54,953 to the total 
in Alabama during 1957, according 
to a joint year- end progress re- 
port released to day by the utili- 
ty’s local and state officials. . 


Mr. J. L. Switzer, the com- 
pany’s manager; said that ap- 
proximately 7.4 per cent more 
telephones were in service in 
Montevallo and 8.6 per cent more 
in Calera at the end of the year 
than on December 31, 1956. The 
increase raised the total in use in 
Montevallo at the beginning of 
1958 to 1,280; in Calera, 618. 

During the same period the 
number of telephones in the com- 
pany’s statewide system increas- 
ed nearly 9.97 per cent to bring 
the grand total in service in Ala- 
bama to 606,480. This is the larg- 
est number ever gained in orfe 
year in the state. 

Frank Newton, Southern Bell’s 
vice president and general man- 
ager for Alabama, said the gains 
here and throughout the state 
were accomplished through a con- 
struction expenditure estimated at 
$32,000,000. 

Outstanding among the expan- 
sion and improvement programs 
throughout the state included the 
construction of additions to two 
Mobile central offices at a total 
cost of $1,292,300; the erection of 
a new central office building in 
Decatur that cost $663,000, and 
the conversion of the Decatur ex- 
change to dial operation at an ad- 
ditional cost of $2,439,000. 

An $850,000 project to expand 
television and telephone facilities 
between Montgomery and Bir- 
mingham during the year moved 
toward a completion date in early 
1958.4 seven tower radio relay 
route to’ be used for similar pur- 
poses in north Alabama costing 
some $2,500,000 is in the final 
stages of completion: 

Construction of new telephone 
lines in Alabama rural areas and 
additions to existing rural lines 
along with other outside rural 
plant expansion cost an estimated 
$2,400,000. 

By year’s end the total number 
of Southern Bell exchanges in 
Alabama that had adopted the 
name-numeral telephone numbers 
necessary for their participation 
in the inter-toll dial- network had 
increased to sixty. Among larger 
exchanges getting the new num- 


bers in 1957 were Decatur, Mont- 
gomery, and Birmingham. 

To render telephone service, 
maintain and expand its plant du- 
ring the year, Southern Bell paid 
its Alabama employees. an esti- 
mated $28,574,000, an increase of 
7.7 per cent over 1956. The num- 
ber of employees had increased 
201 during 1957 to bring the total 
at year’s end to 6,970. 

Mr. Switzer said that last year 
the telephone company connected 
151 telephones in Montevallo and 
87 in Calera. In Alabama South- 
ern Bell connected 119,535 tele- 
phones for applicants in 1957 and 
provided higher grades of service 
for 27,082 subscribers. 


The telephone company officials 
pointed out that Southern Bell will 
continue to expand its facilities 
during 1958 in conformity with lo- 
cal and statewide needs. 


Mr. Switzer, local manager of 
the company, said construction 
and expansion of the telephone 
company here will depend on the 
telephone needs of the trade area.

Selden Bill Would 
Limit Use of 
Federa Troops 


Rep. Armistead Selden has join- 
ed with several other Southern 


congressman in introducing leg- 
islation that will impose specific 
limitations on the use of federal 
troops within a sovereign state. 

One of Selden’s bills prohibits 
the President from calling the Na- 
tional Guard into the federal ser- 
vice, except in time of war, 
threat of invasion, or when re- 
quested by the governor or leg- 
islature of a state. 


A second bill prohibits the use 
of federal troops to enforce fed- 
eral court orders and state laws. 
Both have been referred to the 
House Armed Services Committee 
for consideration. 

“In ordering federal troops 
into Little Rock”, Selden said, 
“President Eisenhower, in my 
opinion, exceeded both his con- 
stitutional and statutory authority. 
Yet, federal troops were sent into 
Little Rock and are still on duty 
there at this moment. Should 
Congress pass the two measures 
that I have joined with other 
members of Congress in introduc- 
ing”, Rep. Selden went on to 
point out, “the limitations on the 
use of federal troops within a 
state will be clearly spelled out 
for the Executive Branch of our 
government and further Little 
Rock incidents will be averted” 

Selden and other Southern con- 
gressmen are urging the Armed 
Services Committee to schedule 
hearings on these bills at an ear- 
ly date.

County May Lose 
Guard Unit 


Montgomery —Shelby County 
may lose an estimated annual 
payroll of $41,000.00 if plans now 
under study in the Department 
of the Army are accepted by 
Congress. 

Major General James F. Berry, 
Alabama Adjutant General, issued 
the warning to Shelby County 


citizens after a recent conference 
with senior commanders of. the 
Alabama Army National Guard. 
General Berry explained, “‘if the 
plan is approved, Alabama may 
lose more than 43 of possibly as 
many as 80 Army National Guard 
units.’’ The President’s budget re- 
flects a deep cut in Army Guard 
strength of which Alabama’s share 
may be more than 1,500. 

“Alabama has a_ tremendous 
investment in its Army National 
Guard.” he stated, “and any 
plan that would write off all or 
- any part of that investment would 
not be economically feasible or 
acceptable to the taxpayers.” 

As an example of the economic 
importance of Army National 
Guard units on the local level, 
General Berry pointed to the 
value of Army National Guard 
armories, maintenance shops and 
other facilities in Shelby County 
which totals an estimated $91,- 
200.00. 

Additional thousands of dollars 
worth of equipment and supplies 
are stored in these facilities. A 
preliminary study of Armory drill 
and summer camp payrolls of 
Shelby County units. reveals that 
the county’s Army Guardsmen re- 
ceive approximately $41,000.00 in 
pay and allowances annually. 

Hometown purchases by local 
units and State expenditures for 
the upkeep of buildings adds even 
more dollars to this county’s econ- 
omic structure. There are 2 full- 
time employees of the Alabama 
National Guard working in Shelby 
County installations.

Brazilians Arrive 
At Ala. College 


The fourth English Language 
and Orientation Course for Brazi- 
lians began with the arrival of 
66 students at Alabama College 
Monday. 

Dr. Ruy Azeredo, Rio de 
Janeiro, and Ralph Sears, Ala- 
bama College public relations di- 
rector, are coordinators of the 
institute. 

Formal classes and guided 
tours to points of interest in the 
South are planned for the group. 

They will study conversation, 
vocabulary building, and speech 
and phonetics; and North Ameri- 
can culture. 

Three trips are planned for 
the group. Their first visit will 
be to Birmingham where they 
will be greeted by Mayor James 
W. Morgan. 

While in Birmingham they will 
visit a principal industry, and 
will tour the city and county 
buildings and the Birmingham 
Art Museum. 

The next scheduled trip is a 
four day affair. The visitors will 
tour Maxwell Air Force Base, 
Montgomery. 

They will. visit and tour the 
state capitol building, the depart- 
ment of archives and _ history 
building, and the city of Montgo- 
mery. 

A harbor inspection trip aboard 
a state yatch is planned for them 
in Mobile. 

They will then visit New Or- 
leans where a one-day stay will 
include “a tour of the famous 
French Quarter and a trip to 
the International Trade Mart. 

While in New Orleans, the Braz- 
ilians will be taken on a boat 
trip on the Mississippi River. 

The return trip to Alabama 
College will be by way of the 
Gulf Coast. 

America’s atomic energy pro- 
gram will be studied by the 
group in their trip to the Oak 
Ridge project Feb. 27-March 2. 

They will visit the T.V.A. area 
of Tennessee, and the Museum of 
Atomic Energy at Oak Ridge. 

The course will be concluded 
with ceremonies on March 4 at 
8 p.m. in Reynolds Hall Auditor- 
ium. Individuals successfully com- 
pleting the course will be award- 
ed certificates.

Houlditch, hogging the back- 
boards as well, added 12; and 
Leroy Winslett, with a third-quar- 
ter eight-point spree, had a total 
of 11. 

To open the show Houlditch 
scored two quick ones, giving the 
Bulldogs the lead which. they 
never relinquished. At the end of 
the first quarter Montevallo was 
out front 16-6, 

A considerably slower second 
quarter saw the Bulldogs add only 
eight points. and the Wildcats six 
before halftime, when the score 
was 24-12. 


After a halftime rest, Winslett 
got hot on the long ones and fired 
four quick field goals, to score 
eight of the Bulldogs’ 15 third- 
quarter points. By the end of that 
period Montevallo had piled up a 
comfortable lead, 39-19. 

Figuring in the 19 points in the 


fourth quarter were Brown, Davis, 


Fancher, Harrison, Houlditch, Mc- 
Neel, and Winslett, as the Bull- 
dogs appeared to turn on added 
steam in the final moments of 
the game. 

Montevallo’s Bees took their 
end of the double header by 
downing the Columbiana ‘‘B” 
team 52-40.

New Research Agency 


Another important provision of 
the emergency defense measure 
earmarks $10 million for the new 
Advanced. Research Projects 
Agency. The purpose of this agen- 
cy is to expedite advanced sci- 
ence programs that may have 
been delayed as a result of inter- 
service wrangling. However, the 
agency will not take over any 
projects that fall clearly within 
the domain of a particular mili- 
tary department. Initially the new 
agency will assume full responsi- 
bility for research and develop- 
ment of certain outer-space proj- 
ects. 


Debt Limit Raised 


The House also voted last 
Thursday to temporarily raise the 
statutory debt limit from $275 
billion to $280 billion. The Treas- 
uray Department had requested 
the increased ‘limit as a means 
of making certain that the gov- 
ernment meets its obligations for 
the next fiscal year. 


Since 1954 the debt limit has 
been temporarily raised three 
times. However, the ceiling re- 
verted back to the permanent 
limit of $275 billion on July 1 
of last year.

New Telephone 
Number System 
For Montevallo 


A new telephone numbering 
plan essential for Montevallo’s

The launching of an earth satel- 
lite last Friday by the United 


States was the top news story 


in Washington as well as through- 
out the entire world. 

Russia’s ability to. launch two 
satellites ‘months ahead of the 
United States was a tremendous 
propaganda victory for the So- 
viet Union and dealt American 
prestige a damaging blow. A sim- 
ilar accomplishment by the 
United States. should now dispel 
‘any doubts that other nations 
may have as to our ability in 
this field. 


Rocket Preview 


In December of 1956 I spent a 
day at Huntsville’s Redstone Ar- 
senal with several of my col- 
leagues from Alabama. At that 
time we were briefed by Gene- 
rals Medaris and Toftoy and had 
an opportunity to talk with Dr. 
Wernher von Braun, German 
scientist who has played a lead- 
ing role. in rocket development. 
We also witnessed the test fir- 
ing of a rocket similar to the one 
that was used last week at Cape 
Canaveral, Florida. 

As a result of that visit, I was 
extremly pleased but certainly not 
surprised that the Jupiter-C rock- 
et, developed largely at the Army 
Ballistic Missile Agency in Hunts- 
ville, was the vehicle used in the 
successful launching of this na- 
tion’s first earth satellite. 


Scientific Aid 


President Eisenhower has pre- 
sented to Congress his emergency 
plan to increase the number of 
trained scientists in the United 
States. 

The President’s program, which 
“is contained in a bill introduced 
by Republican Representative 
Carroll D. Kearns, will provide 
10,000 four-year college scholar- 
ships each year for high school 
graduates who show aptitude for 
science or mathematics. It would 
also provide 5500 fellowships for 
training college teachers in these 
fields.

Southern Issues ‘Punched Card Bonds’ 


Soon after the Treasury De- 
partment introduced its. recent 
“new look” in U.S. Saving Bonds 
with certificates printed on\7-%" 
by 3-44” punched cards, South- 
ern Railway System issued the 
first “punched card* bond” from 


magnetic tape records that went\ 


to any railroad-employee purchas- 
ers enrolled in payroll deduction 
plans. 


The railway was able to start 
the new program of bond issuance 
promptly because it already had 
needed information immediately 
available in its paycheck issuing 
records. 


Names, addresses, name of co- 
owners or beneficiaries, issuing 
and effective dates, and other 
pertinent data were already stor- 
ed on the magnetic tapes used 
for printing paychecks. These, to- 
gether with stockholder dividend 
checks and various records and 
reports, are produced on an In- 
ternational Business Machines 
computer known officially as the 
IBM 705, Model II, Electronic 
Data Processing Machine, which 
the Southern put into operation 


for the first time anywhere a 
little over a year ago.

printer unit which fills in both the 
bond blanks and the attached 
Treasury Department receipt 
stubs (on left) at the rate of 500 
lines a minute.

Vance Bush Stresses Safety Measures 
In His Work With Rocket Fuels 


In his work with materials 
designed for use in outer space, 
Vance Bush, Montevallo, uses 
down to earth safety measures. 

Vance, a junior in the Alabama 
College laboratory school, is ex- 
perimenting with rocket fuels 
in an engine he built as a pro- 
ject in the Alabama Junior Acad- 
emy of Science. 

Four rules of safety are ap- 
plied and recommended by Van- 
ce. 


‘First, consult an experienced 
person before you begin the pro- 
ject,”” he said. 

His second rule is to always 
have a fire extinguisher and blan- 
ket nearby when he works with 
the engine. 

“The third principle of success- 
ful work of this type is to never 
take unnecessary chances. Above 


all, use common sen&e,’’ he said, _ 


The rocket engine was built for 
about $12. Thus far he has been 
experimenting with liquid fuels 
and compressed air. , 

“In a couple of weeks J] plan 


to start working with ‘solid fuels, 
such as sulfur and zinc dust, 
potassium chlorite and sulfur, and 
potassium nitrate and sulfur,”’ he 
said. 


Vance said, “I won’t try to 
jaunch a rocket until I have work- 
ed with the solid fuels. If they 
work well, I might try to fire a 
rocket.” 

His father, Edward K. Bush, 
advised him in building the roc- 
ket engine. The main parts of 
the engine were made from pieces 
of old pipe. 

“It was a big thrill to build 
this engine. I enjoy working with 
it and with the various fuel mix- 
tures. I plan to go on with my 
experiments,”’ he said. 

The experiments have aroused 
considerable interest among Van- 
ce’s high school classmates. They 
term. .the project . ‘Operation 
Vanceguard.” 

Vance will enroll in Alabama 
College as a chemistry major 
when he graduates from high 
school.

The Times-Herald has received 
the following statement foor ‘pub- 
lication from Mr. Carlton Franks, 
Chairman of the Board of Regis- 
trars of Shelby County.

Under this procedure, each mem- 
ber of the Board of Registrars 
has accepted applications: at any 
time from those who wished to 
qualify to vote, and then when the 


PLANNING WAR ON FIRE ANT 


An effort is being made to or- 
ganize a program in the Monte- 
vallo area. to make war on the 
fire ants. The plan is to proceed 
under the provisions of the gov- 
ernment aid program whereby 
the federal and state assistance 
takes care of two-thirds of the 
cost and individual property own- 
ers pay one-third.

Congressman, Sixth District 


Congressional action has been 
completed on legislation that will 
name the present Tuscaloosa Lock 
and Dam for the late William 
Bacon Oliver. I introduced this 
measure (H.R. 6660) last year, 
and it received House approval 
before Congress adjourned in Au- 
gust. The Senate passed the bill 
on Thursday of last week, and it 
is now awaiting the President’s 
signature. 

Mr. Oliver, wha represented the 
Sixth Alabama District in Con- 
gress for more than twenty 
years, played a major role in se- 
curing the first appropriation for 
the construction of the lock and 
dam at Tuscaloosa. 


Although the structure was un- 
officially named for the late con- 
gressman in 1940 by citizens of 
Tuscaloosa County, it is still legal- 
ly designated as the Tuscaloosa 
Lock and Dam. Before the name 
can be changed on all official re- 
cords to the William Bacon 
Oliver Lock and Dam, final ap- 
proval of H.R. 6660 is necessary.

A bill has been passed which 
creates under the jurisdiction of 
the Secretary of Defense an Ad- 
vanced Research Projects Agency.

The main job of the A.R.P.A., 
as explained by Defense Secre- 
tary McElory, is to provide plan- 
ning and direction to all United 
State space projects.

Trouble For 


Fire Department - 


Fire Chief Bill Pendleton warn- 
ed this week that spectators are 
hampering the efforts of the Mon- 
tevallo Fire Department and en- 
dangering lives and property. 

“An example of this occurred 
at the Hanna Kemp fire Monday,” 
Pendleton said. 

“Damage to the house and fur- 
niture was about $1,000, and about 
$750 of this was caused by spec- 
tators,” he said. 


“The general public can be a 

big help in the overall fire pro- 
tection program,” Chief Pendle- 
ton said. Some ways the public 
can assist cited by the fire chief 
are: 
‘1. Do not run caution lights 
which are turned on by the fire 
alarm.. Volunteer firemen must 
get to the fire station as fast as 
possible. To run the lights not 
only endangers them, but could 
easily cause a bad traffic acci- 
dent. 

2. Do not follow the fire truck 
to a fire. There is a city ordi- 
mance against this. It endangers 
the lives of firemen and the per- 
sons following the truck, and also 
causes congestion around the fire 
area. 

3. In case of fire, call the de- 
partment and give them the exact 
location of the fire. LEAVE ALL 
WINDOWS AND DOORS CLOSED. 
The more air that gets to a fire, 
the quicker it will burn. 

4. Do not throw furniture and 
dishes out of the house. Damage 
to items sustained in action of 
this type is not covered by fire 
insurance, whereas smoke, water, 
and fire damage is covered. 
Alabama College public relations 
do everything possible to prevent 
fires. Then, when a fire does 
break out, leave the fire fighting 
to us,” Chief Pendleton said.

_ outstanding pastures, many taken 
in this county. Slides of statistics 
showing the relative yield per 
acre, their relative nutritive val- 
ues and the ability of cattle to 
gain in weight and in milk pro- 
ductions on the various. pasture 
plants, documented his talk.

Report from Washington |

Last year the United States 
Department of Agriculture urged 
Congress to continue the soil bank 
program through 1958, and Con- 
gress supported the Department’s 
request. Farmers were then en- 
couraged by the Department to 
participate in the program and, 
at the same time, it was their 
understanding there would be ade- 
quate funds to meet their ap- 
plications. 

There is a reason to believe that 


the Department of Agriculture had ° 


warning, as the planting season 
approached, that the amoint of 
soil bank funds allotted to cotton 
would be insufficient unless the 
Department established limitations 
similar to those .used during 1957. 
Yet, the Department made no 
move to apply appropriate limita- 
tions by administrative action. As 
result, thousdands of cotton farm- 
ers now find they are barred 
from participating in the soil bank 
program. Many of these farmers 
had already planned theif farm- 
ing operations with the expecta- 
tion of eliminating cotton during 
the 1958 crop year. Now they 
find themselves without labor, 
without financing, and unable to 
plant their allotted acreages. 

Believing our farmers have the 
right to expect their government 
to carry through on its commit- 
ments, I introduced legislation last 
week which directs the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to commit 
additional funds for the soi] bank 
program. Members of Congress 
from other cotton producing states 
have done likewise. 


Letter to Benson 


Also last week, I joined with 
the entire Alabama Congressional 
Delegation in urging Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson, by letter, to 
take whatever action he deems 
necessary to enable farmers who 
acted in good faith to participate 
in the 1958 soil bank acreage re- 
serve program. In our letter to 
Secretary Benson we said, ‘“Be- 
lieving that there is a moral ob- 
ligation on the part of the govern- 
ment, we have introduced legis- 
lation that would provide the fed- 
eral government: with sufficient 
funds to carry out its covenant 
with the farmers. If, as you 
have previously announced, you 
cannot administratively fulfill this 
covenant, we urge that you sup- 
port the legislation we have in- 
troduced for that purpose.” 

We are still awaiting an answer 
from Mr. Benson but, from pre- 
vious experiences, there iis little 
reason to believe that the Secre- 
tary’s reply will be favorable. In 
any event, the Alabama Members 
of Congress will continue their ef- 
forts to correct an unfair situa- 
tion which was created largely 
by the Department of Agriculture 
and not by the farmers.

Liberty National 
Reports Increased 
Insurance, Assets 


At the annual meeting of the 
stockholders of Liberty National

Heart Diseases 


Diseases of the Heart are, by 
far, the major cause of death. 
In the work of the County Chest 
Clinic so many hearts which ap- 
peared abnormal, on the x-ray 
film, were found that it was de- 
cided by the Board of Health to 
install a Heart Clinic in con- 
nection with the Chest Clinic. 

The appearance of the heart 
is described on the x-ray report 
to the family physician and, if 
he deems it advisable, he refers 
the patient back for a Heart ex- 
amination. If, for instance, Hyper- 
tensive, Arterio-Sclerotic, Rheu- 
matic and some other types of 
Heart Disease are found before 
irreparable damage is done, the 
doctor can do much to enable 
the patient to live out his ordinary 
life span. If, on the other hand, 
the patient is not seen by the 
doctor until definite damage is 
done to the heart, the doctor is 
definitely at a disadvantage to 
greatly help the patient. 

The most common early sys- 
toms of heart disease are a feel- 
ing of undue weakness without 
adequate cause, and shortness of 
breath on slight or moderate exer- 
tion.

Included in the Interior De- 
partment Appropriation Bill pass- 
ed by the House of Representa- 
tives last week is the sum of 
$51,000 for further improvements 
at the Marion, Alabama, Fish 
Hatchery. This is the third con- 
secutive year that funds have 
been provided to expand and im- 
prove this important Sixth Dis- 
trict installation. 


For the entire Interior Depart- 
ment and related agencies, the 
House appropriated a total of $413 
million which is approximately 
$1.3 million less than the Ad- 
tuinistration’s request and $43 mil- 
lion less than the amount approp- 
riated for the same department 
last year. 


Veterans Laws Compiled 


Also approved by the House 
last week was legislation that 
consolidates into one Act all the 
existing laws administered by the 
Veterans Administration. 


This new compilation does not 
in any way affect the basic bene- 
fits available to veterans or their 
dependents presently on the rolls, 
nor does it change in any man- 
ner the established rates of mone- 
tary benefits. However, it does 
consolidate and integrate exist- 
ing laws relating to veterans, en- 
abling all persons concerned to 
use it with the confident under- 
standing that it embraces in one 
statutory ‘‘package’ the many 
and diverse laws administered by 
the Veterans Administration which 
heretofore have been scattered 
among a series of separate en- 
actments. 

If approved by the Senate and 
signed by the President, the new 
Act is expected to cover ap- 
proximately 200 pages in com- 
parison with a total of 421 pages 
currently consumed in the publish- 
ing of the various veterans laws. 


Public Land Withdrawals 


A bill has been sent to the 
White House which requires the 
Defense Department to seek con- 
gressional approval before obtain- 
ing military reservation tracts 
that consume more than 5000 
acres of public lands.

in the House was prompted by 
the Navy’s application a few years 
ago for several million acres of 
public domain in Nevada and 
California for aerial gunnery 
training. However, in _ recent 
months, citizens in other. sections 
of the United States have also 
protested the acquiring of many 
thousands of acres of public 
lands for military use. 


Officials of the Department of 
the Interior, which administers 
our public lands, have testified 
that they have no way of jud- 
ging the military’s need for pub- 
lic areas. Therefore, as passed 
by Congress, the new legislation 
will require a specific Act of 
Congress for future withdrawals 
by the military of more than 
5000 acres in a single tract of 
publicly-owned land. Certain areas 
occupied by the armed forces 
under temporary use permits 
would be exempted from the re- 
quirements of the legislation.

An additional sum of $250 mil- 
lion for the 1958 soil bank pro- 
gram was included in an emer- 
gency appropriation bill passed by 
the House of Representatives last 


week. According to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Alabama’s 
share of this appropriation will 
total about $15 million. 

Originally Alabama was allotted 
$17.2 million in soil bank funds, 
but cotton farmers of our state 
offered acreage, prior to a re- 
gistration deadline, which would 
have necessitated the expenditure 
of $31 million. An additional $1 
million should at least assure suf- 
ficient funds for all who register- 
ed. 


Benson Must Approve 


Senate approval of the supple- 
mental appropriation bill is ex- 
pected in the near future, and 
President Eisenhower will pro- 
bably sign the measure since it 
contains funds other than those 
for the soil bank program.

Postal Rate Increase 


In a nine-hour session on Fri- 
day, the Senate approved a bill 
to raise postage rates by more 
than $700 million annually. In- 
corporated into the rate bill were 
provisions for raising the salaries 
of postal employees at a cost 
of approximately $320 million per 
year. 

Under the provisions of the 
Senate bill, the cost of out-of-town 
letters goes up to 5c while the 
charge on local first class mail 
will be 4c. After three years, 
however, all first class mail would 
be reduced to four cents an ounce. 

For air mail letters, the Senate 
increased the charge from six to 
eight cents an ounce, with no 
provision for a future rate re- 
duction. ; 

Last August the House of Rep- 
resentatives voted to increase all 
first class mail to four cents an 
ounce and to raise the air mail 
cost to seven cents an ounce. 
Since the provisions of the House 
bill are not in line _with those 
adopted by the Senate, a confer- 
ence committee will be designated 
to draft a compromise of the 
two versions.

New Telephone 
Numbers Become 
Effective Sunday 


Sunday will mark another mile- 
stone in the fifty-three year his- 
tory of the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone Company's operation in 
Montevallo. Beginning at 1:01 a.m. 
all local telephone numbers will 
change to Conform to a new uni- 
form nationwide telephone num- 
bering plan. 

Each Montevallo telephone num.- 
ber will consist of the office 
name MOntrose followed by five 
numerals. 


The mass number change is 
the first step in Southern Bell’s 
long range program to eveatually 
provide customer direct distance 
dialing throughout its territory. 
Approximately 1,300 telephones in 
the Montevallo exchange area are - 
to be assigned new numbers. J. 
L. Switzer, local manager of the 
company, said the adoption of the 
new numbering plan will make 
possible improvements in| the 
speed and accuracy of long dis- 
tance service. it 

All new telephone numbers are 
listed in the new directory which 
has been delivered to all Monte- 
vallo: subscribers. 

Mr. Switzer said that to dial 
a new type number, it is neces- 
sary to dial the first two letters 
only of the office name and the 


five numerals that follow. 


He explained that these letters 
are actually numbers:when dialed. 
MOntrose is 66. The office name, 
however, being easier to remem- 
ber, is an aid to the telephone 
user and from the technical view- 
point is necessary to the new 
numbering plan. 

Mr. Switzer said, ‘Although 
the average time required for 
completing long distance calls has 
been reduced in the past few 
years due to the addition of more 
long distance facilities and the 
adoption of the new methods, 
further improvements are possible 
by utilizing the new numbering 
plan.” 

The new numbering system 
is being adopted throughout the 


United States and Canada by both 


Bell System and independent com- 
panies. In Alabama the new num- 
bering system has been placed in 
service in 61 Southern Bell ex- 
changes.

A major budget reform bill was 
passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives last Thursday after two 
days_of heated debate. The vote 
was 311 to 87. 


This legistion, which follows the 
recommendations of the Hoover 
Commission is designed to give 
Congress tighter control over 
federal spending. Proponents of 
the measure argue that it will 
save the government billions of 
dollars. Those who oppose it In- 
sist that, in the long run, the 
proposal will prove costly as it 
will create confusion in account- 
ing and budgeting procedures. 


As passed by the House, the 
bill gives Congress authority to 
place government appropriations 
or an annual basis. Although the 
full amount to be spent on pro- 
jects extending over a period of 
several years would still be ap- 
propriated’ at one time, all un- 
spent balances would be review- 
ed each year by Congréss. 


Soil Band Funds 


In last week’s column I dis- 
cussed the $250 million additional 
appropriation -approved ‘by the 
House of Representatives for the 
1958 acreage reserve program. I 
pointed out, however, that it was 
still uncertain as to whether or 
not Secretary Benson would make 
these funds available for the soil 
bank program. 

A letter I received only a few 
days ago from Assistant Secretary 
of Agriculture Marvin L. McLain 
indicates that additional. funds will 
be used for acreage reserve pay- 
ments without unnecessary delay. 
Mr. McLain’s letter states in 


part: 
“Should the additional authori-. 


zation be made available by Con- 
gress, please’ be assured that 
farmers who registered their de- 
sire to participate in the 1958 
acreage reserve program. before 


the deadline for signing and filing. 


applications will be immediately 
accommodated to the extent pos- 
sible. On the basis of preliminary 
reports on sign-up of cotton acre- 
age, we believe it will be possible 
to accept all offers of cotton acre- 
age.”

Brazing Demonstration County To Receive 


Road Paving Bids 


County engineer J. L. Ray Jr., 
says that on April 11 bids will 
be received for the construction 
of three reinforced concrete 
bridges, 17.4 miles of bituminous 
resurfacing; 14.3 miles of bitu- 
minous pavement on the Ala- 
baster-Simmsville-U.S. 280 high- 
way and Spur from Pelham‘ to 
the Simmsville Road; 14.2 miles 
of other county bituminous pav- 
ing. The approximate cost of 
these projects will be $208,000. 
Federal Aid Secondary and State 
Funds are being matched by 
Shelby County to effect these 
much needed projects. 


Mr. Ray adds that the recent 
sustained freeze has considerably 
damaged many of our Shelby 
County paved highways. This has 
been particularly true on those 
highways having foundations with 
fine grain sand and silt compon- 
ents. It is necessary to use local 
materials for foundation courses 
in order to hold the cost of this 
type construction within allowable 
limits. A sustained freeze and 
moisture condition of the kind we 
experienced does not occur but 
about once in some 25-50 years, 
hence it would be uneconomical 
to design higher type foundation 
courses to guard against8uch a 
condition. Also, — eeze and 
moisture condition such as we 
have just experienced is extreme- 
ly damaging to the rural roads 
that are unsurfaced, causing many 
soft spots to develop upon thaw- 
ing. The highway department. is. 
endeavoring to make remedial re- 
pairs as quickly as facilities will 
allow.

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Southern Bell’s Annual Report Shows. 


Expanded Service, Higher Expenses 


The Southern Bell Telephone 
Company added 472,000 telephones 
to its system in 1957, according to 
its Annual Report which was re- 
ceived here today. At the end of 
the year, Southern Bell had 5,830,- 
ooo telephones in operation—three 
times as many as 12 years ago. 

An average of over 37,000,000 
local calls and nearly 900,000 
long distance calls were made 
daily in the nine state area, lar- 
gest number in any year. 


Activity was brisk throughout 
the year—almost 1,699,000 tele- 
phones were installed, some l,- 
227,000 were disconnected and 
more than 534,000 were moved 
from one local address to another. 

The report, made for the Com- 
pany by President Ben S. Gil- 
mer, was released ih Montevallo 
by Manager J. L. Switzer. 

In Alabama, the report showed, 
the number of telephones _in- 
creased 54,953 in 1957, a gain of 
9,694 more than in 1956. At year’s 
end there were 606,000 telephones 
in services in the 91 Southern 
Bell exchanges in Alabama. 

There were 6,943 Southern Bell 
employees in Alabama with an 
annual payroll of $28,600,000, the 
Report reveals. 

During 1957 Southern Bell’s con- 
struction program for addition- 
al service and improvements 
throughout the company territory 
amounted to over $1,000,000 for 
each working day—or $297,000,- 
000. 


The Report states that there 
was a steady increase in the num- 
ber of business and residence ex- 
tension telephones installed this 
year in harmonizing c®lors. Ex- 
tension telephones accounted for 
17 per cent of the total telephones 
in service. More extension tele- 
phones were placed in homes than 
in any previous year. 

The company paid almost 
$135,250,000 in 1957 federal, state 
and local taxes, almost $16,400,000 
more than in 1956. These taxes 
averaged $2.93 per telephone per 
month including federal excise 
taxes which averaged 83 cents 
per telephone per month. This 
federal excise tax does not apply 
to other utility services. 

Southern Bell’s 70,000 employees 
received wages totalling $286,000,- 
000, almost $20,000,000 more than 
in 1956. 

“The prices we are currently 
allowed to charge for services 
do not reflect the full effect that 
inflation has had upon us. Our 
earnings during the year were 
lower than those of business gen- 
erally in the states we serve and 
are too low if we are to main- 
tain good service, improve it, be 
in a sound financial condition and 
justify the capital expenditures ne- 
cessary to carry out the expan- 
sion of facilities required during 
the next few years,’”’ the Repor. 
said.

Report from Washington 





Plans for curbing #loods on the 
Tombigbee River and its tribu- 
taries moved one step nearer rea- 
lization last week with House pas- 
sage of a public works authoriza- 
tion bill. Funds in the amount 
of $19,199,000 were included in the 
bill for the Tombigbee flood con- 
trol project. 

The authorization measure 
adopted by the House differs from 
a similar bill passed earlier by 
the Senate, and a conference 
committee has been assigned the 
task of working out a compro- 
mise. 

The first attempt to gain con- 
gressional approval of a flood 
control project for the Tombigbee 
River Valley area was made in 
1939, but it was not until 1956 
that Congress passed authorizing 
legislation. However, the 1956 bill 
was vetoed by President Eisen- 
hower. Some predict the Presi- 
dent again will veto the authori- 
zation bill when it reaches his 
desk, but as yet he has not de- 
finitely stated that he will do so. 


Channel Clearing 


Plans for improving the Tom- 
bigbee River and its tributaries 
call for clearing the channels of 
snags, debris, and drift jams, and 
excavating channel cutoffs and en- 
largements, as well as clearing 
scrub growth from along the 
banks. These improvements are 
expected to curb the floods which 
frequent the valley area and of- 
ten cause costly damage to farm 
lands, businesses, and homes. 

Two of the tributaries of the 
Tombigbee River are partially 
located in the Sixth Congressional 
District. The Sipsey River flows 
through Tuscaloosa and Greene 
Counties, and the Noxubee River 
flows through Sumter County to 
join the Tombigbee just above 
Gainesville. 





Unpaid Taxes Are 
Now Delinquent 


Mr. L. C. Abbott, Tax Collector 
of Shelby County, makes the fol- 
lowing statement which may be 
of interest to the public, espec- 
ially those who have not paid 
their property taxes: 

“Taxes became due on October 
1, 1957, and delinquent on January 
1, 1958. 

“It is now time to close the 
1957 tax year, and to that end, 1 
will proceed to send out notices 
on April 1 to those delinquent, to 
appear before the Probate Court 
to show cause, if any they have, 
why the property assessed should 
not be sold for taxes, fees and 
costs. 

“More than the usual number 
of tax payers have failed to pay 
the 1957 tax. This, I imagine, is 
due to the hard times we are go- 
ing through, with so many people 
being without jobs.” 

Mr. Abbott concludes his state- 
ment by saying: “I urge those 
who have not paid to make every 
effort to settle with the tax col- 
lector at once. Please help me to 
keep down the number of tax 
sales and avoid for yourself the 
extra cost entailed.’’ 

Mr. Abbott is one of the best 
public officials we have. In fact, 
we would say that he bears the 
distinction of being one tax col- 
lector whom everybody loves and 
admires. He really tries hard to 
make your tax problems as little 
and undisturbing as possible.

The House of Representatives 
last week approved two important 
appropriation bills for fiscal year 
1959. The first of these provides 
$6.5 billion for seventeen indepen- 
dent agencies of our government, 
including the Veterans Adminis- 
tration. The other contains an ap- 
propriation of almost $3 billion for 
the Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare. 


Livingston Post Office 


Included in the Independent Of- 
fices Appropriation Bill were 
funds for the construction of 66 
federal buildings originally autho- 
rized under the government’s 


and will cost an estimated $267,- 
000. 
Communities considered for fed- 
eral buildings under the original 
lease-purchase program were 
those where the federal govern- 
ment owned lots. The Livingston 
site, purchased priod to World 
War II, is the only eligible Sixth 
District location. 

If both the Senate: and the 
President approve the proposal of 
the House of Representatives to 
finance these 66 federal buildings 
by direct appropriation rather 
than by lease-purchase contracts, 
funds for the Livingston project 
will be available during the next 
fiscal year.

Military Pay Raise 

In 1956 President Eisenhower 
appointed: the Defense Advisory 
Committee on Professional and 
Technical Compensation. The 
chairman of the committee was 
Ralph Cordiner, President of the 
General Electric Corporation. Af- 
ter studying the military man- 
power problem for more than a 
year, the Cordiner Committee is- 
sued a detailed report. The re- 
port contained recommendations 
for a revised compensation plan 
designed to retain trained person- 
nel in. the armed services. 

Last week the House of Repre- 
sentatives passed a military pay 
bill which follows in principle a 
number of the Cordiner recom- 
mendations. Approved on a 366 
to 22 roll call vote, the measure 
provides proficiency pay raises 
averaging 12.5 per cent for of- 
ficers and 84 per cent for en- 
listed men. 

The House-approved bill is in- 
tended to provide adequate re- 
muneration for the skills, the ex- 
perience, the maturity, and the 
responsibilty assumed by service 
personnel who must be familiar 
with the modern weapons system. 
It is hoped that the adoption of 
the measure will increase the en- 
listment rate and, at the same 
time, retain in the military ser- 
vices a much higher number of 
skilled personnel than heretofore 
has been the case. 

The bill has been referred to the 
Senate where hearings are now 
underway on similar legislation.

Any man may 
worship according to his own be- 
liefs, and no man is forced to 
accept the beliefs of another. 

The third is the freedom from 
want. This is the freedom to have 
the opportunity to work and to 
keep one’s-self from want.

W. W. ELLIOTT 


If you elect me your Probate 
ee these things I promise to 
lo: 


1. The most important function 
of the Board of Revenue and 
Control is to improve the roads 
as fast as possible—I promise to 
make recommendations to this 
board that will get the people out 
of the mud and dust as quickly 
as possible, giving first priority to 
school bus and rural delivery 
routes. 


2. Selection of the Board of Re- 
venue and Control is a matter 
that does not address itself to 
the probate judge but is strictly 
a legislative matter. If elected to 
this office, I shall use my in- 
fluence to carry the wishes of the 
majority of our people to our 
representative and assist. in see- 
ing that the legislation is passea 
to carry out these wishes. 


3. I shall recommend to the 
Board of Revenue and Control 
that a retirement system be set 
up for employees of the road de-~ 
partment who have given 25 years 
or more of service in that de- 
partment. 


4. I shall recommend to the 
Board of Revenue and Control 
that all purchases of material and 
equipment be made on a compe- 
titive or negotiated bid basts

9. I shall exert every effort at 
my command to combat juvenile 
deliquency with fairness and im- 
partiality in our county as pre- 
siding officer of the juvenile court. 

10. I shall serve all the people 
in all matters coming before the 
probate office of our county with 
kindness, fairness, and impartia- 
lity. 
11. I promise that if elected as 
your probate judge, that immed- 
iately after assuming the duties 
of that office, I will take steps to 
organize a Shelby County Cham- 
ber of Commerce with repre- 
sentation from every community 
in our county for the building of 
a better county.

Education’s Role In 
National Welfare 


America’s educational system 
plays an important role in nation- 
al welfare, Dr. Howard M. Phil- 
lips, president of Alabama Col- 
lege, told the parent-teachers 
group of the AEA last week. 

Dr. Phillips addressed the group 
at their Wednesday night meeting 
in the Terrace Ball Room of the 
Tutwiler Hotel, Birmingham. 


“The degree to which the in- 
tellectual, emotional, and spiritual 
capacities of the people are de- 
veloped for constructive purposes 
is the most significant index of 
national strength. 


“Hence the effect of the educa- 
tional system is crucial to the na- 
tional welfare and even, in times 
like these, to national survival,” 
he said. 


“Today, American education is 
confronted simultaneously with its 
greatest crisis, its most severe 
challenge, and its most remark- 
able opportunity,*-hé said. 

Dr. Phillips said that education 
in America “ has moved forward 
too often on the basis of crisis.” 

“As a result, our frantic efforts 
more than sound planning, have 
enabled us either to survive or in 
certain cases to make forward 





strides” he said. 

He told the parents and teach- 
ers that the danger in federal aid 
to education is that “excessive re- 
liance upon it will have a ten- 
dency to weaken our initiative for 
self support.” 

“It can be demonstrated conclu- 
sively that federal support does 
ar have to involve federal con- 
trol. 


“Federal support probably is 
the only source that can supply 
funds rapidly enough and in suffi- 
cient quantities to meet the ur- 
gent demands,” he said. 

Dr. Phillips told the group that 
it is impossible to train persons 
“during their limited school 
years” to fill all the positions 
that are now available. 

“If business and industry, as 


they insist, really want better ed- 
ucated people, shouldn’t they as- 
sume more responsibility for on 
the job training and for the re- 
storation of more apprenticeship 
programs,” he said.

Then vote “Yes” for 
Amendment No. 1 to be submit- 
ted in the election on May 6, 
1958. 


The legislature has’ presented 
to the people an opportunity to 
streamline our appellate system, 
and increase the efficiency of our 
courts. 


Amendmment No. 1 would make 
our present Court of Appeals a 
Court of Criminal Appeals with 
final jurisdiction to dispose of all 
criminal appeals. 

At present the Court of Ap- 
peals has jurisdiction in criminal 
appeals where the sentence is 
twenty years or less. Eighty-five 
per cent of all criminal appeals 
involve sentences of twenty years 
or less, and must go first to the 
Court of Appeals. 


However, after the Court of Ap- 
peals has carefully considered the 
case, and again considered the 
appeal on application for rehear- 
ing, the appeal may be carried to 
the Supreme Court for another re- 
view. This double appeal system 
is productive of much delay. A 
litigant can gain many months 
and even years of delay by shut- 
tling his case from one court to 
another. 

This means of delay is open 
even to those who have pleaded 
guilty in a lower court. It is often 
used by those who can afford the 
costs involved. It is this very type 
whose cases should be disposed of 
with reasonable speed. 

The Court of Appeals now has 
jurisdiction in civil cases where 
the judgment appealed involves 
one thousand dollars or less. The 
same means of delay now existing 
in our appellate system in crimi- 
nal appeals also exists in civil ap- 
peals. 

Certainly there is no reason 
why the smaller litigant is sub- 
ject to this double appeals sys- 
tem, when the larger litigant can 
go directly to the Supreme Court 
in only one proceeding. 

Upon passage of Adment- 
ment No. 1 all appeals in civil 
cases would go directly to the 
Supreme Court, and all appeals in 
criminal cases would go directly 
to the proposed Court of Crimina: 
Appeals. 

It is probable that some object- 
ions will be made to this amend- 
involves a 


interested in a speedier disposi- 
tion of appeals should vote “yes” 
for Amendment No. 1.

District News

DuPont explosives experts Mar- 
shall and Dawson and your Shelby 
County S.C.S. men found out last 
week that appearances can de- 
ceive. 

On the L-B-L ranch near Wil- 
sonville conditions seemed ideal 
for blasting a drainage ditch with 
dynamite. Water stood from ankle 


. to knee-deep in a narrow swamp 


1500 feet long. This swamp divid- 
ed two fields that are irrigated 
each summer, hindering use of 
cultivation and irrigation equip- 
ment, and about four acres of 
good soil was too wet each spring 
to plant at all. 

"It was only after firing was 
begun that it was found that 
“buckshot” sized gravel formed a 
cushion between sticks and stop- 
ped propagation of the blast from 
stick to stick. 

After many false starts, and 
numerous six to ten feet explo- 
sions, however, the gravely area 
was passed and one blast ripped 
open a ditch 500 feet long by 3 
feet deep and six wide. The ditch 
immediately began to flow nearly 
full of water. 

Cooperator Edward Lansford 
will have an 1800 foot ditch when 
blasting is completed, and plans 
to plow it out wide so that he 
can use the ground and work the 
two fields as one. 

Cooperators planning dynamite 
ditching hereafter will be assisted 
in avoiding gravelly conditions. 
Dynamite is very effective in mud 
or very wet soil, but sand, gravel, 
and excessive fibrous roots can 
cause expensive and time con- 
suming failures in propagation.

Fat Stock Shows 


Are A Sure Sign 
Spring Is Here 


sure sign of spring is fat, sleek, well 

groomed beef calves being loaded on the 
family truck for the annual trip to the coun- 
ty or district fat stock show. 


County shows are being held all over the 
state now, according to W. H. Gregory, API 
Extension beef cattle specialist, and the big 
district events will be held during April and 
May. “The importance of these shows can- 
not be stressed too much,” declared Gregory. 
‘Tn addition to focusing attention on the fine 
cattle produced in Alabama, they give incen- 
tive and training to our fine young people 
who will be the cattle producers of the fu- 
ture.” 


Just how do these young people benefit 
from such programs? Well, let us take a 
look into the background of a county or dis- 
trict fat stock show. 


The 4-H or FFA boys and girls select their 
calves months before the show. They try to 
pick animals that will develop into top con- 
tenders for the grand championship awards 
at the spring shows; and they gain valuable 
experience when they find out why their 
ey did not measure up to the best in the 
show. 


During the long fall and winter months, 
the youngsters look after their calves and 
feed them carefully. Then, several weeks be- 
fore show time they begin training the animal 
for the show ring. Many hours are spent 
leading the calf around the farm yard. And 
this can be tough at times. Some calves even 
have to be taught to lead by pulling them 
along with a tractor. And some can never 
be trained to lead, leaving the youngster with- 
out an entry at show time. 


A few days before the show, the boys and 
girls begin washing and grooming their 
calves. . And before they enter the ring, the 
big 1000-pound hunk of beef has his hair 
combed and curled to make him look better 
to the expert judge. 


It looks simple when the youngster eases 
around the show ring with his animal, keep- 
ing his eye on the judge and setting his calf 
just right every time the judge tells them to 
halt. But everyone associated with these 
events knows how many hours of hard work 
is behind every poised performance in the 
show ring. 

“Every boy or girl who works at training 
a calf is a winner, whether or not the animal 
receives the championship rosette,’ declared 
Gregory. 

Typical of the thousands of rural young- 
sters entering the fat stock shows are Fred 
and Iverson Blackmon, 13-year-old twin sons 


of Mr. and Mrs. Fred Blackmon, shown on 
this page. The Eufaula Rt. 3 boys enter this 
fine Hereford in the Barbour County Fat 
Stock Show and Sale in May. 


Iverson, left, and Fred have been 4-H club 
members for four years and have been show- 
ing beef calves for two years. They take 
turns showing the animals, but both work 
With the calves and do a good job of it, ac- 
cording to Assistant County Agent Jasper 
Hayles. 


The two Blackmon boys seem to have be- 
come good friends with their calf, as do most 
of the showmen. In fact, when a boy or girl 
has to part company with his animals after 
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the sale, it is quite often a sad occasion. Some 
even weep openly when they take the halter 
off the calf and turn it over to the buyer. 


The next time there is a fat stock show in 
your vicinity, go out and watch the fine rural 
boys and girls perform with their calves. It 
will be well worth the time.

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Irrigation Can Be Profitable

LL irrigation pay on my farm? 

I am asked that question more than any 
other. It’s a tough one, too, The answer de- 
pends on so many things—water source, type 
of land, labor supply, and kind of crops, to 
name only a few. te 

The fact that more farms now seek an an- 
swer points to an ever-increasing interest in 
irrigation as a means to higher yields of bet- 
ter quality products. Ten years ago it was 
hard to find a farmer using irrigation; in 
1957, about 751 systems irrigated 35,156 
acres on Alabama farms; within another few 
years these figures are pretty certain to 
double or triple. ‘ 

The rise in irrigation use has been slow but 
steady—just as it should’ have been. One of 
the worst things that could happen is for 
farmers to jump into irrigation without care- 
ful study. 


Plan Carefully 


A farmer with an irrigation system that 
can’t pay on his place is worse off than a 
farmer who could use a system profitably but 
doesn’t have one. County agents and other 
farm leaders have wisely cautioned farmers 
to go easy and be sure before they get into 
irrigation. 

But, where factors were favorable for suc- 
cess, all of us have recommended irrigation 
as a. profitable operation. 

Generally, those farmers with systems are 
making money on them. 

Although irrigation is no cure-all, it does 
remove one of the big Alabama farming haz- 
ards—drouth. And that’s terribly important, 
looking at what’s happened not only in recent 
years but as far back as weather records have 
been kept. 

Alabama’s average rainfall during the 
growing season, March through September, 
is about 30 inches. Of this amount, 15 inches 
run off the land because of rainfall intensity. 
The 15 inches that soak into the ground are 
13 inches short of the 28-inch total needed by 
the average plant from seedling stage to ma- 
turity for optimum growth. 


Rain Is Short In Summer 


The rainfall shortage during the March- 
September period plus our normally dry falls 
make Alabama, farming-wise, more like a 
semi-arid area than the humid area we think 
of it as being. 

Equally hard on farming are the numerous 
dry spells that seem to come at other wrong 
times. According to the U. S. Weather Bu- 
reau records, 92 times in the past 50 years 
Alabama went for four weeks or longer with 
less than aninch of rain. In 1838 periods dur- 
ing the same 50 years we were without an 
inch for three weeks or longer. 

Even in 1948, a normal rainfall year, Ala- 
bama had nine 15-day periods when less than 
one-half inch of rain fell. 

And so it isn’t surprising that more farm- 
ers are looking at their irrigation possibilities. 
They correctly figure that investing to have 
water when it’s wanted and where it’s want- 
ed could pay off in a big way. 

Although irrigation could make money on 
thousands of Alabama farms, only about 750 
systems have been installed to date. Many 
farmers who are fully sold on pumping and 
piping water for their crops haven't felt able 
‘to swing the deal. 

However, this slow trend toward irrigation 
is no indication that the practice doesn’t have 
great potential on many farms in the state. 
‘(On most farms the investment in irrigation 
has proved to be a wise one. The systems 
are bringing higher yields of better quality 
crops and owners are paying off their initial 
investments in a relatively short time. 

If irrigation fits on a farm from every 
standpoint—land, water supply, labor, crops, 
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* other factors. 


management, and the like—and the owner 
can finance a system, he certainly should be 
able to make money on it. On the other hand, 
I think some farmers have been wise to fore- 
go irrigation, because they do not have the 
right-set-up for it. 


What Does It Cost? 


How much does it cost to apply water on 
our farmlands? Initial investment in sprin- 
kler irrigation equipment varies from $50 to 
$150 per acre, depending on shape of the 
field, differences in elevations, type of water 
supply, distance of water from the field, and 
Usually the larger the acreage 
under irrigation, the lower the cost per acre. 

After a farmer has purchased his sprinkler 
equipment, it will probably cost him from 
$1.50 to $4.75 for every inch of water he puts 
on an acre. This total operating expense— 
which includes labor, fuels, oils, interest on in- 
vestment, and depreciation—usually will run 
about $25 per acre per year. 

Although this seems like a lot of money, 
consider it in the light of the returns it will 
bring. At Auburn, 18 different vegetables 
irrigated for a 14-year period by the. API 
Experiment Station showed an average yield 
increase of 35 percent due to irrigation. This 
increase meant $122 net profit per acre an- 


nually above unirrigated truck crops, after 


irrigation costs were deducted. 

Dairy farmers as well as truck crop grow- 
ers can use irrigation profitably. Test re- 
sults show that cows on irrigated pasture had 
a 48 percent increase in milk production and 
a 40 percent increase in grazing days per 
acre. 

Corn increases due to irrigation average 40 
to 50 bushels per acre. Cotton shows an in- 
creased yield of about 1000 pounds per acre 
of seed cotton. Alfalfa under irrigation gen- 
erally provides about six good cuttings of hay 
per year, against an unirrigated two or three 
cuttings per year. 

I want to emphasize that these are averages 
of several years’ observations, including both 
dry and wet years. During extremely dry 
years, such as 1954, irrigation makes a great 
deal more difference in yields. 


Who Can Irrigate? 


Who can irrigate? Generally speaking, 
any farmer who has water is in a position 
to irrigate. Streams seem to offer the best 
possibility for water supplies over most of 
the state. Before any irrigation system is 
purchased, streams should be checked for 
quantity during the driest part of the year. 

Farm ponds are becoming more important 
as a source of irrigation water. It should be 


-kept in mind, however, that our average pond 


will lose about 12 feet of water each year 
through evaporation and seepage. Thus, if 
we have a pond exactly 12 feet deep overall 
and begin the year with the pond full, it will 
be dry at the end of the year, provided no 
rainfall occurs and no water runs into the 
pond. Ponds that are planned for irrigation 
purposes should be fed by a good strong 
spring or by drainage from an extremely large 
area, 

Deep wells eight inches in diameter, or 
larger, are popular in areas with a sufficient 
amount of underground water. These areas 
include the Tennessee Valley, the lower coast- 
al Plain, and part of the Black Belt. 

In addition to adequate water supply, it 
is also necessary for a farmer to have good 
soil and tec manage it properly. For example, 
corn in a field crop rotation requires 21,000 
gallons of water to make a bushel. Corn in 
a legume rotation, where organic matter is 
turned under each year, requires only 5,600 
gallons of water to mature a bushel. 


HE recent meeting of Alabama home dem- 
onstration agents at Tuscaloosa recalled 
that foods was the first home demonstration 
project, more than half a century ago. It be- 
gan with tomato production, canning, serving; 
and spread to other foods, clothing, home 
management, and other projects concerning 
farm living. 

We must, of course, have food. Food con- 
sumption of American adults averages 1500 
pounds per year. Stated differently, you and 
I eat.our weight in food 
about every seven weeks, or 
seven times a year. 

Home demonstration 
agents have been effective in 
improving food in every way, 
beginning with production 
and ending with proper diet. 
People are healthier, they 
are living longer, and they 
are living better because of 
this work. 

People are what they eat. 
Therefore, we should eat the right foods and 
in the proper amounts every day.

Alabama farmers keep looking for some- 
thing which they can produce and sell profit- 
ably.

Two-thirds of the wool that we 
consume in this country is imported; and mut- 
ton consumption is too low for its quality as 
a food. 

Soil and climate in Alabama are favorable 
to sheep production; and sheep do well with 
other kinds of farming. 


For many years I’ve talked with farmers 
who have sheep. All of them have told me 
that they make more net money on sheep than 
any other part of their operations. 

But sheep require enough feed, grazing, 
and good management. As compared to other 
livestock, they are not difficult. In fact they 
are the best invitation I know to Alabama 
farmers to produce something and sell it 
profitably.

This Month In Rural Alabama

A young Covington County 4-H Club boy 
brought about changes in the family’s 
hog operation that have meant the difference 
between success and failure. 

It seems that two years ago a lot of pigs 
were being lost on Marshall Lee’s Red Level 
community farm. Lee’s 12-year-old son, 


‘Frank, had heard about farrowing jackets in 


his 4-H Club work. Hoping to find some way 
to raise more of the pigs the sows were far- 
rowing, he asked Assistant County Agent 
Gene Sessions for information on constructing 
a farrowing house. 


The 4-H leader sent the youngster several 
circulars on the subject. Frank then decided 
that farrowing jackets were just the thing 
he and his dad needed, so he launched a 
campaign to get some built on the place. In 
fact, for several weeks Frank discussed al- 
most nothing else, recalls his father. 


During this time, young Frank received a 
gilt as a birthday present. When her far- 
rowing time drew near, Frank felt that the 
situation was desperate and gave his father 
no peace until the elder Lee agreed to build 
a farrowing pen. Lee went into town for 
some concrete and a few nails, and the work 
of converting an old smokehouse into a far- 
rowing house for the sows was started. Using 
old lumber and doing the work themselves, 
Frank and his father finished the job at a 
cost of only $5. 


Heat lamps and guard rails were placed 
in the farrowing pens to protect the young 
pigs from the cold and from being mashed. 
At last Frank stopped worrying about his gilt; 
he was confident that most of the pigs she 
brought would be raised. 


Frank was right, as it turned out. While 
only 12 pigs were raised from three litters 
farrowed before the new facilities were built, 
27 were raised from the first three litters to 
farrow in ‘the house. Since then Frank and 
his father have been raising an average of 
nine pigs per litter. 

“One sow killed seven of 10 pigs before 
we built the house,” said Frank, “and we rais-

ed 10 pigs from the first litter she farrowed 
in the jacket.” 

“I wouldn’t be without the jackets now,” 
declared Lee. “As the sows get older they 
get larger, and it’s easy for them to mash a 
little pig.” 

Lee has a 300-acre farm on Red Level Rt. 
2 and raises corn, cotton, peanuts, hogs, and 
beef cattle. At present he has 18 brood cows, 
and he and Frank have five brood sows. They 
plan to enlarge the hog operation to about 
eight sows. 

With 20 acres in oats this winter, Lee had 
some grazing for his cows and hogs but it 





wasn't as-ghoa as in the past because of cold 
weather: He also has 50 acres in permanent 
pastures for the cows and hogs. 


“We made about 45 bushels of corn per 
acre on 30 acres last summer,” said Lee, ‘‘and 
we only have to buy a little supplement for 
the hogs. With plenty of grain and grazing 
—in addition to having the farrowing jackets 
—we make more money from hogs than any- 
thing else on the place.” 


Frank, who was 14 years old in February, 
has been in 4-H Club work close to four years. 
He also has projects in.corn and forestry, but 
says he likes his hogs best.

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CHECK GRAIN BINS OFTEN 


EQUENT checks of the grain bin should 
be a standard practice for all who store 
grain. The upper layer especially needs to 
be watched, for it’s here that grain with the 
highest moisture content is usually found. 
Since the outer portion of stored grain is 
cooler than the center, warm moist air rises 
up the middle, and moisture accumulates in 
the top layer. The moisture content of this 
part of the grain may be five to six percent 
higher than the general moisture level when 
the grain’was stored. Insects, preferring the 
warmer grain, migrate to the center—thus 
speeding up moisture accumulation there. 


Brucellosis-Free 


Purebred Hog Herds 
In Alabama Listed 


list of Alabama certified brucellosis-free, 

purebred herds of hogs has been released 
in Auburn by G. B. Phillips, API Extension 
Service hog specialist. 

In revealing that 79 purebred herds are 
free of brucellosis, Phillips urged that farm- 
ers, 4-H club members, and others buy foun- 
dation stock from such herds. However, as 
Phillips pointed out, the fact that a herd is 
certified brucellosis-free does not mean that 
the animals have the breeding or bloodlines 

_of the type desired. ‘‘A purchaser should al- 
ways see the herd from which he makes a 
purchase,” Phillips declared. 

Phillips also noted that owners of certified 
herds must get seals of renewal every 12 
months. Therefore, some of the names listed 
might not be up to date. 

Purebred growers who wish to have their 
herds certified should write to Dr. John G. 
Milligan, State Veterinarian, State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Montgomery, Alabama.

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Get A Turkey For Easter Dinner 


ASTER now ranks as the third biggest 
turkey day of the year, second only to 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, according to 
Austin Ezzell, API Extension Service poultry 
marketing specialist. 

“Assembly-line cleaning and _ plucking, 
along with vastly improved freezing and stor- 
age methods, make turkey both available and 
economical for Easter family get-togethers,” 
the specialist said. “And home economists 
agree that frozen turkey has the same high 
nutritional values, flavor and tenderness as 
the fresh-cooked birds remembered from 
grandfather’s farm. In fact, some experts 
Ae that freezing and defrosting poul- 
try has a tenderizing effect on the meat.” 

Ezzell also pointed out that it is economical 
to buy a large turkey and have it quartered 
right in the store. In this way one or more 
of the roasts can be cooked at a time and the 
others kept frozen for future use. 


For defrosting a quick-frozen turkey, the 
following suggestions are given: 


1. Leave the birds in original plastic 
wrap. Place on shelf in refrigerator and 
allow two days for defrosting a large bird 
(25 pounds) or 24 hours for a small bird 
(eight to 10 pounds). 


2. Leave bird overnight at room tempera- 
ture. 


3. Place bird, still in original wrap, under 
cold running water. Allow two to six hours, 
depending on size. Do not use warm or hot 
water. 


As soon as the turkey is sufficiently pliable, 
remove the giblets and neck, usually wrap- 
ped together in parchment, from body cavi- 
ty. Their removal speeds defrosting, too. 
Fresh or defrosted turkeys use the same cook- 
ing procedures. 


The following tips are given for preparing 
a half or quarter of a turkey for roasting: 


Rub cavity or cut side with salt. Skewer 
skin to meat along cut edges to hold skin to 
meat during roasting. Depending upon the 
cut to be roasted, tie leg to tail piece or tie 
cord around breast end to hold flat. Place 
turkey skin-side-up on a rack in a shallow 
pan. Grease with cooking fat with fat-mois- 


tened cheese-cloth. Roast at a moderate 


temperature (see roasting chart below). For 
doneness test 15 to 30 minutes before the 
turkey should be done according to the roast- 
ing chart. Move the drumstick or wing up 
and down—joint should give readily or 
break. Or, press the fleshy part of the roast, 
protecting fingers with a cloth or paper. The 
meat should’feel very soft. 


When a meat thermometer is used, it should 
register 190 degrees Fahrenheit placed in the 
center of the inside thigh muscle or in the 
center of the thickest meaty section. 


In preparing the stuffing, allow about two- 
thirds cup per serving. Press lightly into 
greased pan or casserole, or place in alumi- 
num foil. Cover or not as desired. Bake with 
turkey the last one to one and half hours of 
turkey roasting time.

HEEP may come and go on many Alabama 

farms, but the woolies aré a permanent 

part of T.,M. Nelson’s operation in Sumter 
County. 


In fact, the Epes community farmer has 
been carrying a herd of ewes on his place for 
about 22 years, and he isn’t thinking about 
cutting out this valuable source of income. 


“T’ve increased my herd from 40 ewes to 
8300,” says Nelson. ‘“‘However, I still use most- 
ly native females because my experience 
shows that they lamb earlier and are better 
milkers and better mothers than purebred or 
western ewes. To get healthy, fast-growing 
lambs, I cross the ewes with purebred South- 
downrams. And it’s paying off, too, for this 
spring I’ll market better than a 100 percent 
lamb crop. 


“The only thing that I don’t like about using 
native sheep,” continued Nelson, “is that I 
have to buy replacements from off the farm. 
So far I haven’t run into any disease trouble, 
because I’m careful to buy only from disease- 
free herds. Also, when I buy new animals, 
I quarantine them for at least a month, and 
they’re subjected to a thorough vaccination 
program before being put into the herd.” 


Telling County Agent W. B. Story about 
the lambing program, Nelson explained that 
all the ewes are bred to lamb in November 
and December, so that the lambs will be ready 
for market around the middle of May. ‘‘The 
lambs are dropped on oat grazing and are 
kept there until they are ready to go,” said 
Nelson. However, Nelson pointed out that 
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Sheen Are Permanent On One 


cold weather cut the grazing this winter, and 
he had to hand feed until some grass came 
out. “It’s mighty important for the lambs to 
get plenty of feed,” he added. ‘Once animals 
get stunted, they never seem to get over it.” 

To make sure that the sheep herd has plen- 
ty of grazmg during a normal winter, the

Sumter County farmer plants about twice as 
many acres as are required per head. When 
the grazing gets ahead of the-sheep, he lets 
some of his beef cattle graze off the rank 
growth. “Sheep will fatten better if they 
have access to young, tender grass,” he de- 
clared. 


While the animals are on grazing, they’re 
drenched twice for contro] of internal para- 
sites. And just after the April shearing, they 
are dusted to prevent infestations of scab, 
mange, flies, and the like. For prevention 
of internal parasites, the ewes are given two 
or three more drenchings during the summer 
and fall. 


‘Besides controlling parasites, I also keep 
a close watch for predators,” explained Nel- 
son, as he showed Story a large bobcat that 
he had recently trapped. ‘‘However, due to 
an organized predator control program 
among all the sheep growers around here, 
we don’t have too much trouble now. Last 
year, five or six bobcats were trapped on my 
farm, and not long ago some of my neighbors 
even caught a coyote and a wolf.” 


Nelson and his sheep-growing neighbors 
are also well organized when it comes to mar- 
keting their lambs and wool. They all sell 
wool through the West Alabama Sheep and 
Wool Growers Association, most of the lambs 
being marketed through the association’s 
lamb sales. Therest are soldat private sales. 


“With the big demand for early spring 
lambs, the 22 producers in the county—along 
with other growers over Alabama—always 
have a ready market for their product,” 
proudly declared Agent Story. “The supply 
is usually low when our lambs are ready, 
which means good prices for sheep growers in 
the state.” . 
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Cost-Price Squeeze Calls For Efficiency

F you are a typical farmer, you have been 
in the cost-price squeeze for some time 
now. 

This tight situation is caused by lower 
prices being received for farm products while 
the farmer has to pay higher prices for the 
things he buys. But regardless of what you 
call the existing condition, it is clear that 
every farmer must do some careful planning 
and use expert management and thrifty liv- 
ing, to make ends meet. 

In other words, a farmer has to do every- 
thing right and at the right time these days. 
And there are a number of things that need 
to be done in April. 

April is one of the busiest months of the 
year. All jobs that have to be done at once— 
preparing land, fertilizing, planting, and cul- 
tivating—seem to fall at this time. All types 
of supplies are required, and purchasing 
these is part of a farmer’s marketing job. He 
should be sure to have the right amounts and 
the right kinds of fertilizers, seeds, insecti- 
cides, and farm machinery—and spare parts 
when they are needed. Having spare parts 
on hand will save costly delays when the 
farmer is trying to do each urgent job prop- 
erly and on time. 


A month or two from now is usually the 
best time of the year to market slaughter 
hogs, cattle, and calves. Prices are usually 
better in May and June because the supply 
of slaughter animals going to market is less 
in late spring and early summer than at other 
times during the year. And you can put on 
the best gains at the least expense with high- 
quality spring grazing. 

In other words now is a good time for put- 
ting on the kind of market finish that catches 
the buyer’s eye when hogs, calves, or cattle 
go through the sale barn. Aim for a high, 
good or low choice grade in cattle and calves, 
and a high percentage of lean meat yield in 
the hogs. Remember that any excess fat is 
now worth about half the price per pound of 
the live hog. The corn it takes to put on this 
excess fat would most likely represent a loss, 
rather than a gain. 

Summer marketings of livestock also help 
by taking some of the pressure of livestock 
numbers off the land during the dry summer 
period. This enables the farmer to get start- 
ed on a better feed and grazing program for 
next fall and winter, laying the foundation 
for another good marketing period a year 
from now. 


Marketing Co-op Aids Randolph Poultrymen 


ANDOLPH County poultrymen find that 
cooperation is the answer to their egg 
marketing problems. 

Last spring nine farmers, along with the 
county Extension staff, worked out a program 
whereby a local feed and fertilizer dealer in 
Wedowee would set up a cooling station and 
grade and package the eggs. - Then a re- 
liable market outlet was found for the poul- 
trymen. 

As soon as the details had been worked 
out, the poultrymen built laying houses and 
stocked them with pullets. According to As- 
sistant County Agent Claude Moore, the farm- 
ers put in 16,000 layers last year. ‘‘Before 
1958 is over I expect there will be close to 
22,000 hens producing eggs for sale through 
the co-op,” says Moore. 

Billy Houze of Roanoke Rt. 5 is typical of 
the Randolph County farmers who have tak- 
en advantage of this market. He has a 150- 
acre farm in the Springfield community and 
until last year his farming operation consisted 


mostly of selling manufacturers’ milk from 
nine cows, and raising cotton and corn. 

When Houze decided to go into the layer 
business he cut out cotton and concentrated 
on grain and feed crops. Later he plans to 
ee, a lot of this home-grown feed in the layer 
ration. 


Last June Houze completed a 2000-capacity 
layer house and stocked it with 14-week-old 
pullets. Since he did the work himself, the 
sao00 cost only $1750; the pullets came to 


“This seems like a lot of money for any 
farmer to put out these days, doesn’t it?” 
Houze asked. However, present indications 
are that the chicks and the feed he has bought 
will be paid for this month. 


The layer operation has been so satisfac- 
tory that Houze plans to build another 2000- 
capacity house this spring. In fact, the pul- 
lets for stocking the house have already been 
purchased and will be delivered in May.

IRRIGATION UPS COTTON YIELD—An 
average yield of 1750 pounds of seed cotton 
per acre was produced where 120 pounds of 
nitrogen was added without irrigation at the 
Tennessee Valley Sub-station in 1956 and 
1957. With irrigation and the same amount 
of nitrogen, the yield was 8417 pounds. 


GRAIN SORGHUM VARIETIES—The best 
hybrid grain sorghums tested in Alabama 
during the last two years have yielded about 
the same as the recommended open-pollinat- 
ed varieties. In northern and central Ala- 
bama, two hybrids produced more grain than 
recommended varieties, but their yield ad- 
vantage appears to be offset by greater lodg- 
ing. Hybrids have not demonstrated. any ad- 
vantage in southern Alabama. Recommend- 
ed varieties for northern Alabama are Martin 
Combine and Redlan; for central Alabama, 
Combine Sagrain and Early Hegari; and for 
southern Alabama, Combine Sagrain. Hy-

Af- 
ter washing, peeling, stemming, and pitting, 
most f. 1its are sliced and coverec with a 50 
percent sugar solution. Blackberries can be 
frozen whole or mashed, with or without add- 
ed sugar or syrup.

UE, these are hard days for most Ala- 
bama farmers. But there is no pessimism 
on Hénry Gray’s Barbour County farm con- 
cerning the future of his operation. 


Gray, a young agriculture graduate of Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute, is gradually turn- 
ing 1800 acres of land on Eufaula Rt. 3 into 
one of the finest farms in the area. 


“Henry has made a lot of progress with 
the farm since he took it over in 1954,” said 
County Agent Jess Walton. And the signs of 
progress are on every hand. Grain bins have 
been added, land has been cleared, and an 
outstanding hay and grazing program has 
been developed to enable Gray to carry on a 
hog and beef cattle operation. 


Some of the latest improvements on the 
place are in the cattle and grazing programs. 
Gray has some 130 commercial brood cows, 
and this winter he went to Texas to purchase 
some registered Hereford stock to start a 
purebred beef cattle operation. 


Gray explained that he bought 58 purebred 
Hereford heifers and a fine Hereford bull 
from the Pronger Brothers Ranch in Strat- 
ford, Texas. The bull will be two years old in 
May and weighs in at 1,430 pounds. He plans 
to expand this purebred operation and cut 
down on the commercial herd in proportion. 


However, despite the fact that Gray is go- 
ing into the purebred business, he has been 
improving his commercial herd. Undesirable 
bulls have been culled, and good bulls have 
been added. At present there are nine Here- 
ford bulls on the place. And Gray and Al 
Jordan, who helps operate the farm, are start- 
ing a record system for the beef cattle. All 
cows and calves will be marked and complete 
information kept to determine which are the 
best animals. 


How about the grazing? Well, an 85-acre 
field of wheat was grazed mighty close by 
Gray’s Angus and Hereford brood cows and 
their calves, making it evident that his winter 
grazing—like that of most other farmers— 
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Cung Barteur County Gormer Looks To The Gulure 


was hit hard. Still, the livestock was in 
mighty good shape. 

“I was lucky to have a good supply of 
coastal bermuda hay on hand,” explained 
Gray. ‘“‘The 1380 tons of hay we baled last 
year really saved the day.” 


Gray went on to say that he has cleared 
land to put in another 60 acres of coastal this 
spring to go with the 140 acres he has already 
established. “In addition to the hay, the 
coastal gives a lot of grazing every summer,” 
declared Gray, “and I consider it one of the 
most important crops on the place.” 


A young man who decided to take up farm- 
ing because he likes. the out-of-doors, Gray 
is happy with his chosen business. “And the 
fine progress Henry is making is good reason 
for his happiness,” declared Agent Walton.

EEDS are robbers. Kill ’em! 

All farmers realize the necessity of con- 
trolling weeds in row crops—that is, if they 
want to harvest a good crop. But, in order 
to develop. a successful livestock program, 
farmers must also realize the necessity of con- 
trolling weeds in pastures and treating pas- 
tures as a crop. Weeds rob good pasture 
plants of water, plant nutrients, growing 
room, and sunlight, and they lower the qual- 
ity of livestock products. 


Until recently, the mower has been the on- 
ly means available to the farmer for control- 
ling weeds in pastures. Thanks to manufac- 
turers and research, we now have 2,4-D—a 
chemical which, properly used, controls most 
broadleaf.weeds that infest clover-grass per- 
manent pastures. Furthermore, machinery 
manufacturers have developed equipment for 
applying the spray material. And our agri- 
cultural experiment stations have given us 
the know-how. 

The application of one pound (acid equiva- 
lent) of 2,4-D amine per acre, mixed with 15 
to 20 gallons of water as a broadcast spray, 
will control such broadleaf weeds as bitter- 
weed, dog fennels (including summer cedar), 
dock, marsh elder, verbena, ragweed, coffee- 
weed, shepherd’s purse, plantain, and most 
other annual broadleaf plants. 


Start In May 


The first treatment should be made during 
May, or when weeds are young and growing 
rapidly. Repeat the application as often as 
necessary. However, one application usually 
gives adequate control of bitterweed for the 
season. Dewberry and St. Johns-wort will be 
partially controlled. Make additional appli- 
cations for these if needed. Horse nettle 
yeep areort briar) is not controlled by use of 
2,4-D, 

Pasture grasses and legumes should be well 
established. Seedlings will be killed or se- 
verely injured by 2,4-D. Well established 
stands of dallis grass, bermuda grass, bahia, 
white clover, lespedeza, or black medic are 
not injured to any significant degree by the 
recommended treatment. Growth of these 
plants may be retarded for a short.period, 
but they quickly recover. Crimson clover, 
vetch, hopclover, and caley peas will be kill- 
ed by 2,4-D. 

Treatments should not be made during long 
drought periods, or any time when weeds are 
not growing rapidly. If weeds are allowed to 
mature, it is bést to mow and spray when new 
growth is tender and developing rapidly. 


Pasture Weed Control Program 
Needed In Livestock Operation 


Where pastures are near cotton fields, it 
may be best to spray immediately before cot- 
ton planting time. In tests conducted by the 
Mississippi Experiment Station, excellent con- 
trol of bitterweed has been obtained by the 
use of one pound of 2,4-D amine per acre in 
10 to 20 gallons of water, applied as a broad- 
cast pre-gmergence spray in March or April 
—or just before cotton planting time. Farm- 
ers who have pastures infested with bitter- 
weeds and cannot spray during summer be- 
cause of the danger of injuring nearby cot- 
ton should give early spraying a trial. 

To control Cherokee rose in white clover- 
dallis grass pastures, remove top growth of 
old roses. When new growth reaches 12 to 18 
inches, spray with one pound of 2,4-D amine 
per acre in about 20 gallons of water. Repeat 
the application two or three times during the 
summer, or as often as growth is 12 to 18 
inches long. To control Cherokee rose in com- 
mon lespedeza-dallis grass pastures, use two 
pounds of 2,4-D per acre. Delay the first ap- 
plication until about May or after common les- 
pedeza is past the seedling stage. Follow 
the same procedure as recommended for 
white clover-dallis grass pastures. 


Take Precautions 

When using 2,4-D certain precautions 
should be taken. 

1. Read labels and instructions carefully. 
Be sure to check the amount of acid equiva- 
lent per gallon. Use recommended amounts. 

2. Spray when the air is fairly still, to 
avoid drift and get a more even spread on 
weeds, 

3. Use the amine form in preference to 
ester forms of 2,4-D. The amine from is much 
safer. If a high volatile ester is used, the dan- 
ger of vapors drifting to nearby fields lasts 
for several days. 

4. Operate sprayer at minimum pressure 
and fix nozzle .as close to the plants as pos- 
sible to get complete spray coverage. Do not 
use nozzles that ‘‘mist.”’ 

5. Equipment with which you have spray- 
ed 2,4-D or related compounds should not be 
used to apply insecticides to cotton, alfalfa, 
soybeans, or other easily damaged crops. 

For information on the use of chemicals 


for controlling weeds in corn, cotton, grain 


sorghum, and other crops on your farm, see 
your county agent. Ask for Extension Cir- 
cular 507, “Chemical Weed Control on Ala- 
bama Farms.” This publication also gives 
recommendations for killing brushes and 
small trees along ditch banks and fence rows, 
as well as recommendations for controlling 
bermuda grass and Johnson grass.

Before adjourning for an Easter 
recess, the House of Representa- 
tives last week a num- 
ber of important bills. Probably 
the most newsworthy was the 
compromise $1.8 billion highway 
construction bill that was approv- 
ed on Thursday.

This highway legislation, which 
authorizes a stepped-up road-build- 
ing program, received House ap- 
proval on a 300 to 28 vote. Shortly 
thereafter it was promptly passed 
by a voice vote in the Senate. 
Designed as an _  anti-recession 
measure, the bill authorizes funds 
for primary, secondary, and urban 
roads, and for continuing con- 
struction of the 41,000-mile inter- 
state system. 

ACP Funds Voted 


In addition to the highway mea- 
sure, the annual appropriation bill 
for the Department of Agriculture 
received House approval. Totaling 
$3.2 billion, the measure contains 
$250 million in advance funds for 


. the Agricultural Conservation Pro- 


gram. The Président earlier had 
sought to reduce these funds to 
$125 million. 

This legislation, which has been 
referred to the Senate, also con- 
tains $100 million for the national 
school lunch program. 


Efforts Fail 


An effort was made by South- 
ern members of the House of 
Representatives last Tuesday to 


delete, by amendment, from a 
general government appropriation 
bill funds for the new Civil Rights 
Commission. Although we were 
successful in securing a separate 
vote on the amendment, it was 
decisively defeated. . 

The appropriation bill, which 
contains a total of $15.5 million for 
running the White House and 
certain executive agencies in fis- 
cal year 1959, includes funds of 
$750,000 for salaries and expenses 
of the Civil Rights Commission. 


Retirement Raise 


Also before adjourning, mem- 
bers of the House approved a 
bill to increase the benefits of 
retired government employees and 
survivors by ten per cent. Only 
one House member spoke against 
the measure when it was offered 
for consideration. 

A civil service retirement bill 
passed by the Senate contains 
provisions which differ from those 
of the House-approved measure 
so that a compromise must be 
worked out between the two ver- 
sions. The Senate bill enbodies 
more liberal provisions and would 
cost $893 million as compared 
with the .552-million-dollar House 
bill.

The use of minimum stan- 
dards within this code provide 
for safety of occupants, protection 
from fire hazards due to sub- 
standard construction and main- 
tains a satisfactory type of con- 
struction which will tend to pre- 
vent rodent infestation, rapid de- 
terioration, the likelihood of de- 
struction by fire due to faulty 
construction or occupancy, and 
similar types of dangerous and 
insanitary conditions.

2. The Southern Standard Build- 
ing Code for gas burning and gas 
pipes and other related equipment 
and appliances. This code is 
known as Part 2 of the Southern 
Standard Building Code, 1957-1958 
edition. This Gas Code provides 
standards of construction, install- 
ation and maintains by which 
safety for buildings and occu- 
pants will be provided.

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Report from Washington 





After a ten-day Easter recess, 
Congress this week is continuing 
a session which may prove to be 
one of the busiest in recent years. 

Prior to the Easter recess, 
which marks the traditional half- 
way point of the session, a nlin- 
ber of important bills received 
congressional approval. Only one 
of .twelve regular appropriation. 
measures for fiscal year 1959 has 
become law, but five others have 
passed the House of Representa- 
tives and are now pending in the 
Senate. In addition to the regular 
appropriation bills, three supple- 
mental measures have been ap- 
proved by Congress and signed by 
the President. These include sup- 
plemental funds for various gov- 
ernment agencies, including the 
Department of Defense, for the 
present fiscal year. 


Bills Enacted 


In addition to the so-called 
money measures, Congress prior 
to the Easter recess passed other 
legislation of importance. The na- 
tional debt ceiling was raised by 
five billion dollars. An emergency 
housing measure became law. A 
bill freezing farm price supports 
and acreage allotments received 
the approval of both the House 
and Senate but was vetoed by 
President Eisenhower. 


Two other measures of im- 
portance, passed by both the 
House and Senate, are now await- 
ing Presidential action. The first 
of these is the River and Harbors 
Authorization Bill which includes 
funds to improve the tributaries of 
the Tombigbee River. The second 
authorizes additional millions for 
the federal-state highway con- 
struction program.

STATE OF ALABAMA 
A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 
WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama 
at the Regular Session 1957, ordered an 
election to be held by the qualified electors 
of the State of Alabama upon a certain 
proposed amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama, which said amendment is 
herein set out, and ordered that the said 
election be held on the first Tuesday inf 
May next following final adjournment of 
the .1957 regular session of the Legislature;

WHEREAS, the first Tuesday in May 
next following final adjournment of the 
1957 Regular Session of the Legislature, at 
which the amendment was proposed, will 
be and occur on Tuesday, May 6, 1958; 


and 

WHEREAS, notice of such election, to- 
gether with the proposed amendment is re- 
quired by law and by the provisions of the 
act submitting the amendment, to be given 
by a proclamation of the Governor to be 
published in each county in the State of 
Alabama once a week for four successive 
weeks next preceding the day appointed 
for the election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, |, James E. Fol- 
som, as Governor of the State of Alabama, 
do hereby give notice, direct and proclaim 
that on Tuesday the 6th day of May, 1958, 
an election will be held at the several poll- 
ing places within the State of Alabama, 
in the manner and form provided by law 
upon the following proposed amendment 
to the Constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama of 1901: 

“The provisions of an act of the Leg- 
islature approved on the seventeenth day 
of June 1957 relative to the powers of 

Marion Courtty to provide for tchools 
and other improvements, being Act No. 
29, H.B. 107, 1957 Regular Session, are 
hereby ratified, validated, and confirmed, 
any provisions of the Constitution of 
Alabama as amended to the contrary 
notwithstanding.” 

I further direct and proclaim that notice 
of this election upon Tuesday the 6th day 
of May 1958 upon the above set forth 
amendment to the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama of 1901, be given by publish- 
ing the same once a week for four succes- 
sive weeks next preceding Tuesday the 6th 
day of May 1958 in each county in the 
State of Alabama in a newspaper pub- 
lished in said county.

Contracts Let For 
County Paving 


According to County Engineer, 
James L. Ray, Jr., sealed bids 
were opened in Montgomery on 
April 11 from 23 contractors for 
the construction of 44.774 miles of 
bituminous treatment and 3 rein- 
forced concrete bridges in Shel- 
by County. 

The paving is to be done on va- 
rious county roads as quickly as 
the base course foundations can 
be completed, according to Mr. 
Ray. He mentions that inclement 
weather over the past months has 
impeded the progress of county 
road work. 

Two of the three concrete bridg- 
es are to be constructed over Dry 
Creek on the Calera to Montevallo 
County Road, known as the Spring 
Creek Road. This bridge construc- 
tion is in advance of grading and 
drainage of this route. Surveys 
have been made and are current- 
ly under way for construction of 
this road. The other bridge to be 
built is over Fourmile Creek west 
of Wilsonville. 


The contract award for paving 
will be made to Sam Finley, Inc., 
of Atlanta, Ga., for the 44.774 
miles. Finley's bid was low at 
$108,648.20. Mr. Ray considers the 
county very fortunate in getting 
this very efficient contracting or- 
ganization. 


Award of the contract for the 
three bridges will go to the G. 
W. Norrell Construction Co., Inc., 
of Georgiana. Norrell’s bid was 
low at $62,668.50. This contractor 
also has an efficient organization. 

Construction of the paving and 
bridges will begin around May 1, 
dependent on weather conditions, 
Mr. Ray said. 

Total money involved in both 
contracts is $171,316.70, of whicn 
Shelby County must disburse $110,- 
016.08. The balance of $61,300.62 
will be borne by SACP state aid 
accruals due Shelby County, and 
federal aid secondary funds ac- 
credited to Shelby County for its 
highway construction. The total ot 
the contract reflected an under- 
run of $23,900.00, due to the keen 
competition of the many contrac- 
tors bidding for the work. The 
unit cost of the paving, according 
to Mr. Ray, was very low, com-. 
pared to the bids of past years. 

Mr. Ray advances the opinion 
that a county-owned paving unit 
could not effect any savings on 
paving as long as competition in 
this field of construction remains 
so intense. 

Concluding this interesting in- 
terview, Mr. Ray said: ‘The sav- 
ings effected on the above con- 
tracts will enable the county to 
apply that additional financial 
help to more quickly construct 
other county roads.”

Southern Electric Generating 
Company today let a contract for 
the concrete substructure and 
foundation work for the first two 
units at its huge steam electric 
generating plant now under con- 
struction near Wilsonville, Ala- 
bama. Majors items included in 
the contract are the circulating 
water intake and discharge tun- 
nels and structures, the turbo- 
generator foundations, the chim- 
ney foundations, and foundations 
for the substation and coal hand- 
ling structures.

mately two and a quarter million 
dollars was awarded jointly to 
The Moss-Thornton Company, Inc. 
of Leeds, Alabama, and The Mor- 
rison-Knudsen Company, Inc. of 
Boise, Idaho. The work will begin 
immediately and is scheduled to 
be completed in June of 1959, 

The base slab for the initial 
two units is a continuous block 
of reinforced concrete measuring 
260 feet long, 150 feet wide and 
5 feet in thickness. It will be ap- 
proximately 40 feet below ground 
level. This massive concrete struc- 
ture provides support for column 
loadings some of which will be 
as much as 1500 tons. The turbo- 
generators will be supported by 
independent foundations, each re- 
quiring approximately 2200 cubic 
yards of concrete. 

Grading of the site and ex- 
cavation of the powerhouse area 
has been underway since May of 
1957. 

Erection of structural steel is 
scheduled to begin in October of 
this year. This steel (some 7500 
tons) will be supplied and erected 
by the American Bridge Division 
of the U.S. Steel Corporation.

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Report from Washington 





The Constitution of the United 
States authorizes the President to 
veto any measure presented for 
his approval by Congress. In 
such case, hé returns the measure 
to the House in which it origi- 
nated and, at the same time, in- 
dicates his objections in a so-call- 
ed veto message.

To override a Presidential veto 


is extremely difficult, as it is’ 


necessary for two-thirds of the 
members present in both the 
House and Senate to so vote. In 
the entire history of our country, 
only 71 bills have been enacted 
in such a manner. President Ei- 
senhower has vetoed 105 bills 
since he has been in office, and 
to date none have been over- 
ridden by Congress. 


If an effort to override a Presi- 
dential veto is comtemplated, a 
bill returned with the President’s 
objections is usuallly voted on at 
once. This time, however, the 
usual procedure will not be fol- 
lowed. The Senate last week, on 
motion of Senate Majority Leader 
Lyndon Johnson, authorized spe- 
cial committee consideration of 
President Eisenhower’s vetoes of 
both the farm price support billl 
and the rivers and harbors bill. 

Several old-timers on Capitol 
Hill have stated they could not 
recall a time when public hear- 
ings have been conducted on a 
President’s veto message. Yet, 
the votes that will be necessary 
to override the President’s vetoes 
in both the House and Senate 
are obviously not available at this 
time, and the only possibility of 
securing them is to muster strong 
public support for the legislation. 
Johnson’s move will provide both 
the time and the means that will 
be necessary if an effort to shape 
favorable public opinion is to be 
made before a final vote is taken 
on the President’s action.

WHEREAS, the first Tuesday in May 
next following final adjournment of the 
1957 Regular Session of the Legislature, at 
which the amendment was proposed, will 
be and occur on Tuesday, May 6, 1958;

WHEREAS, notice of such election, to- 
gether with the proposed amendment is re- 
quired by Jaw and by the provisions of the 
act submitting the amendment, to be given 
by a proclamation of the Governor to be 
published in each county in the State of 
Alabama once a week for four successive 
weeks mext preceding the day appointed 
for the election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, James E, Fol- 
som, as Governor of the State of Alabama, 
do hereby give notice, direct and proclaim 
that on Tuesday the 6th day of May, 1958, 
an election will be held at the several poll- 
ing places within the State of Alabama, 
in the manner and form provided by law 
upon the following proposed amendment 
to the Constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama of 1901: 

“The provisions of an act of the Leg- 
islature approved on the seventeenth day 
of June 1957 relative to the powers of 

Marion County to provide for schools 
and other improvements, being Act No. 
29, H.B. 107, 1957 Regular Session, are 
hereby ratified, validated, and confirmed, 
any provisions of the Constitution of 
Alabama as amended to the contrary 
notwithstanding.” 

I further direct and proclaim that notice 
of this election upon Tuesday the 6th day 
of May 1958 upon the above set forth 
amendment to the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama of 1901, be given by publish- 
ing the same once a week for four succes- 
sive weeks next preceding Tuesday the 6th 
day of May 1958 in each county in the 
State of Alabama in a newspaper pub- 
lished in said county.

How To Clean Car Upholstery 





_ Your car will stay smart-look- 
ing lots longer if you keep the up- 
holstery immaculate, Here’s how 
to cope with staing that mar a 
well-groomed look. 

Stains on rayon, wool or nylon 
upholstery: sponge first with cold 
water. Use it sparingly, blotting 





with a clean cloth as you work so 
you don’t soak the cushion. If the 
spot remains, try warm water with 
soap suds. This will usually clean 
nylon. If stains are stubborn on 
wool or rayon, rub gently with a 
good foaming-type cleaning fluid 
such ag that used for rugs. 

Special stains: for grease, a 
petroleum based cleaning fluid us- 
ually does the trick. For ice cream, 
first use cold water and then warm 
soapy water. Chewing gum can 
be rubbed with ice until it hardens, 
then scraped off. All staing are 
easiest to remove when new. 

If you have a leather-type up- 
holstery, use warm water and soap 
suds for stain removal and for 
general cleaning. Shampoo the up- 
holstery in small areas, wiping it 
dry with a clean cloth as you work. 
Never use harsh cleaners or 
bleaches, whichare hard on leather. 

Vacuuming and brushing fabric 
upholstery once a month will help 
to protect it from the damaging 
effects of road dust.

After dry- 
ing in huge 450 feet ovens the 
electrodes are packed for dis- 
tribution. The finished product 
from this plant, located almost 
in the center. of Alabama, finds 
its way to users half way around 
the globe as well as to others 
just next door. 


Employment at the plant reach- 
ed a peak in June of 1957, fulfill- 
ing the promise of employment in 


the community originally estima- 


ted at 100 people. The plant draws 
on local suppliers for over $2,500- 
000 worth of raw materials for its 
products each year and spends 
another $1,000,000 locally for labor 
and other supplies. 

Typical of the industrial growth 
of the area, this 53,000 square 
foot plant is the only producer 
of welding electrodes in the South.

The Town of Montevallo, the 
Westinghouse electrode plant, and 
Southern Bell Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company will “open house’’ 
this week end as a climax to Ala- 
bama Industry Days. 

The Southern Bell open house 
will be held Friday and Saturday 
from 10 a.m. to 8 p.m. 


J. L. Switzer, district manager, 
said that tours will be conducted 
to show “the behind the scenes 
operation of a community’s com- 
munication system.” 

The Westinghouse electrode 
plant will observe their open 
house Saturday. It is the only 
welding electrode plant in the 
South, and spends more than 
$3,500,000 each year for salaries, 
raw materials, and supplies. 

The day’s activities will begin 
at 10 a.m. when the Montevallo 
and Calera High School bands 
parade in their respective com- 
munities. The bands will then go 
to the plant for concerts, 

Visitors will tour the plant while 
it is in operation. They will see 
500 ton extrusion presses force 
two inch billets through an open- 
ing to make a continual piece of 
wire 3/16” in diameter. 

These presses were designed by 
personnel at the local plant, who 
have applied for patents on them. 

Visitors will also see new pro- 
ducts that have been developed 
-entirely in the local plant, includ- 
ing three new welding electrodes 
and two new brazing alloys. 

The plant manufactures welding 
rods for use in metal joining ap- 
plications. One of their machines 
turns out up to 400 miles of 
wire per day for use in making 
the welding rods. 

Consumer products will be on 
display at the plant, and will in- 
clude items from large freezers 
to small coffee makers, 

R. E. Ballentine, plant manager, ' 
said that more than 80 per cent 
of the money spent by the plant 
is spent in Alabama. 

“A lot has been said about 
what a plant means to a com- 
munity in the way of employment 
and dollars spent. We would like 
to point out that the community 
means just as much to us,” Bal- 
lentine said. 

“The cooperation we have re- 
ceived from the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the town has been ex- 
traordinary,”’ he said. © * 

Ballentine said ‘‘Our labor force, 
made up of local people, has 
been eutirely satisfactory gnd the 
cooperation and understanding of 
the local union has been excel- 
lent.”

America’s educational system 
was examined in an address by 
Nelson Fuller, Centreville, at Ala- 
bama College’s Citizenship Day 
program last Tuesday. 

Fuller, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the colleges’ 
board of trustees, told the senior 
class “It is your duty to be true 
to the best found in our schools. 

‘May you never forget that the 
schools are for the sons ana 
daughters of all the people—not a 
select few.” 


At the afternoon convocation, 
the graduating seniors of Alabama 
College were administered the 
oath of citizenship by Dr. Howard 
M. Phillips, president of the col- 
lege. 

A formal dinner honoring the 
speaker and the senior class was 
held in Ann Irvin Hall Tuesday 
evening, 

“I am not here to whitewash 
our educational system, but I 
fail to understand how an educa- 
tional system that enabled us to 
win two world wars can suddenly 
be bankrupt,”’ Fuller said. 

He spoke of the criticism of the 
American educational system fol- 
lowing the launching of Russian 
Sputniks. 

“While Russia was building 
Sputniks, we were working furi- 
ously to conquer polio and other 
dread diseases,’’ he said. 

“As yet we have not solved 
the social welfare problem, nor 
the. educational problem, but we 
are not incapable of solving pro- 
blems than confront us,’”’ he said. 

Fuller. spoke out for what he 
termed “homogenized education’ 
which he described as being ‘‘as 
good at the top as it is at the 
bottom,.and as good at the bottom 
as it is at the top.” 

Democracy is a form of govern- 
ment that gives more for common 
men, and demands more uncom- 
mon men than any other form of 
government. No society is great 
on average performance. 

“We must search for genius 
for democracy,” he said. 

Fuller told the seniors, ‘You 
must face our world with con- 
fidence, with one foot placed on 
professional competence and the 
other foot placed on moral convic- 
tion.”

NOW, THEREFORE, 1, James E. Fol- 
som, as Governor of the State of Alabama, 
do hereby give notice, direct and proclaim 
that on Tuesday the 6th day of May, 1958, 
an election will be held at the several poll- 
ing places within the State of Alabama, 
in the manner and form provided by law 
upon the following proposed amendment 
to the Constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama of 1901: 

“The provisions of an act of the Leg- 
islature approved on the seventeenth day 
of June 1957 relative to the powers of 
Marion County to provide for tchools 
and other improvements, being Act No. 
29, H.B. 107, 1957 Regular Session, are 
hereby ratified, validated, and confirmed, 
any provisions of the Constitution of 
Alabama as to the contrary 
notwithstanding.”

Your Part As A Citizen 


(By Linda Loftin) 


While as a citizen of a peace- 
loving nation you will want to 
work toward the improvement of 
international co-operation and un- 
derstanding, at the same time 
you willl never be wiliing to ac- 
cept peace at the cost of sur- 
rendering the democratic ways 
of representative ..government. 
That belief is important to you 
today, for since the years. of 
World War II, your rights your 
freedom—your nation have been in 
great danger, Although the great 
majority of your fellow citizens do 
not want war, most Americans 
- fully relize that delirate aggres- 
sion by the enemies of democracy 
may force the United States into a 
bitter conflict. In such times of 
an emergency, you as a teenage 
citizen, can serve your nation in 
several ways. 


The boys among you can serve 
your country by helping to 
strengthen its armed forces. 
Faced with the possibility of being 
forcel into war, the law now re- 
quires that within five days after 
their eighteenth birthday, all 
young men must register for mili- 
tary service at Selective Service 
Boards in their own communities. 
Despite the fact of the law com- 
pelling enrollment in the armed 
forces has never been popular in 
the United States, conditions in 
todays’ world seem to demand 
such service. Since the enemies 
of democracy respect only mili- 
tary strength, in self-defense all 
Americans must help build up 
their armed forces. As a teenage 
citizen you boys must do your 
share earnestly and willingly when 
the call to service comes. 


Furthermore, as high school 
students you will soon. reach the 
age at which you can help your 
community and your nation by 
donating blood to the Red Cross 
or to the hospital blood bank 
in your community. Since the de- 
velopment of long-range .bombers, 
thousands of casualties have oc- 
curred among. civilians and 
soldiers alike. Physicians have 
found that if wounded persons 
receive injections of whole blood 
or of blood plasma, their chances 
of recovery are vastly improved. 
In fact, blood donations have a 
way of serving your community in 
peace as well as in war, for 





blood injections are given to per- 
sons weakened by accident, ill- 
ness, or by operations. Blood has 
become a form of medicine which 
is often nessecery and which you 
yourself may need someday. 
Large reserve supplies of your 
country’s blood bank will be es- 
pecially necessary in the event 
of an atomic attack. At the pre- 
sent time physicians and Civilian 
Defense officials state that no 
community has a‘ blood bank suf- 
ficiently large enough to take 
care of such an emergency. 


If war is near or actually comes 
you as a teenage citizen should 
be able to perform the duties re- 
quired of you by your govern- 
ment. During World War II, teen- 
agers learned methods of giving 
first aid. Thousands of urban 
youths did adult work on farms, 
while thousands of rural young 
people raised Victory Gardens to 
help increase the supply of food. 
Thousands also helped the govern- 
ment to pay for the war by buy- 
ing war saving stamps or bonds. 
Thousands of teenagers joined 
their community’s Civilian De- 
fense organizations to act as mes- 
senagers in the event that com- 
munications were destroyed by 
bombing attacks. Another great 
conflict probably will see similar 
service asked of the young people, 
for the war of todays’ world. 


No democracy is better than 
its citizens. Fine and sufficient 
plans of government can be or- 
ganized, excellent and just laws 
can be passed, but such a govern- 
ment can be a failure without 
the interest and the support of 
the people. You and your fellow 
citizens, your actions, and your 
sense of responsibility are the 
most important part of your gov- 
ernment. As an teenage citizen 
now and as an adult citizen in 
years to come, surely you will 
wish to help improve your govern- 
ment which is your servant and 
not your master.

Award For Outstanding Heroism 


W. H. Neal, installer-repairman 
for the Southern Bell Telephone 
Company, has been awarded a 
Southern Bell citation and a Vail 
cash award for heroism in saving 
the lives of two persons at La 
Guna beach last summer. The 
presentation was made during re- 
cent ceremonies in Birmingham 
where Neal is employed.

While walking on the beach dur- 
ing bad weather and with waves 
very high, Neal saw a man about 
200 yards out swimming desper- 
ately against the tide in order to 
reach shore. Neal dived in and 
swam to his rescue and pulled 


the man into shore. Upon reach- 
ing the shore, both fell exhausted, 
the rescued person having swal- 
lowed considerable water. He was 
rushed away by friends. 


Within five minutes after this 
rescue, Neal stood up and saw a 
woman floating on a raft about 
200 yards out, calling for help 
and in a state of panic. Neal 
dived in again, barely made it to 
the woman because of exhaustion, 
and pulled her to safety.

ARMISTEAD SELDEN 


The House of Representatives 
last Thursday approved a measure 
designed to assist states in mak- 
ing additional payments to idle 
workers who have already ex- 


hausted their unemployment com- 
pensation benefits. The approved 
bill was offered on the floor of 
the House as a substitute for a 
costlier measure reported earlier 
by the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. 


The committee bill offered ad- 
ditional unembloyment compensa- 
tion to those unable to get a job, 
regardless of whether they had 
ever been covered under federal 
or state unemployment programs. 
Also, under the committee mea- 
sure, payments would have been 
extended for an additional 16 
weeks, Passage of the committee 
bill would have cost the govern- 
ment more than $1.5 billion. 

The substitute bill provides 
loans, rather than grants, to 
states requesting such assistance. 
Under its terms, a state will re- 
ceive an amount sufficient to pay 
unemployed individuals for half 
again as many weeks as they 
are presently allowed. For in- 
stance, if a state makes payments 
for 16 consecutive weeks to those 
unable to obtain jobs, the time 
could be increased to 24 weeks 
with the use of federal funds.

Federal funds available under 
the House-approved measure will 
be administered according to 
existing state laws, and only per- 
sons previously covered under a 
state or federal program are eli- 
gible. 

Proponents of the substitute 
bill pointed out that the measure 
offered by the Ways and Means 
Committee contained no provi- 
sions for policing the program 
and that, in the end, it would 
have encouraged willful idleness. 

Military Pay Bill 

Members of the Senate last 
week approved a slightly different 
version of the military pay raise 
bill that had been passed earlier 
by the House, and the measures 
are now under consideration by a 
conference committee. 

Both. bills provide at least six 
per cent increases for members 
of the armed services, including 
those in a retired status. The 
House bill would cost more since 
it gives larger increases in cer- 
tain grades, Unlike the House 
version, however, the Senate mea- 
sure contains a provision for per- 
mitting extra pay to certain high- 
ranking officers in positions of 
critical responsibility. The con- 
ference committee must necessari- 
yi ane out the differences in the 
ills.

Two-Way Radio 
For Police Work 


On Saturday, April 26, the May- 
or and Town Council of Calera, 
with the participation of Civil De- 
fense, made another forward step 
in the growth of the Town by in- 
stalling a two-way radio communt- 
cations system in the Town Hall, 
and mobile units in each of the 
police car and the water and gas 
maintenance truck. 

This system operates on an as 
signed frequency of 155.01 mega- 
cycles, licensed by the Federal 
Communications Commission, with 
a power of 35 watts in each of the 
units. 

The antenna is mounted on a 
75-foot pole at the rear of the 
Town Hall. The radio car can be 
worked over a radius of 40 miles. 
The station also monitors the 
highway patrol, and they, in turn, 
monitor our frequency, which 
gives the Town a state-wide hook- 
up. 

An example of the work of this 
facility was Sunday, April 27 when 
a filling station on Highway 25 
just outside the Town limits, was 
robbed; and in just 11 minutes 
frorn the time the robbery was 
reported, the party was appre- 
hended and was on the way to 
jail. In addition to the robbery, 
the culprit was traveling in a stor 
en car which had been taken in 
Birmingham two hours earlier. 

This system makes the police 
and repair truck as near you a> 
your telephone by calling the 
Town Hall and reporting your 
trouble. 

This system and installation was 
made available to the Town by 
Civil Defense matching dollar for 
dollar on the entire cost. 

It is hoped by the Mayor and 
Council that, in the very near fu- 
ture, this service can be made 
available to the citizens on a 24- 
hour daily basis. This would re- 
quire hiring a night operator to 
answer the telephone and operate 
the equipment. 


WBYE Radio Is 
Step In Progress 


WBYE, the radio voice of Shel- 
by County, is the newest instru- 
ment of public service in Shelby 
County. The potential of the sta- 
tion as a servant of the public is 
limited only by the cooperation of 
the people it can serve. 

WBYE is owned and operated 
by the Shelby County Broadcast- 
ing Corporation, Marion Jones, 
president. It operates on a fre- 
quency of 1370 KCS with a power 
of 1,000 watts. Within its coverage 
area are over 68,000 people spend- 
ing more than $35 million annu- 
ally. 

The location of WBYE in Shel- 
by County was through the efforts 
of the radio committee of the 
Shelby County Industrial Develop- 
ment Committee. 

The radio voice of Shelby Coun- 
ty is staffed by five members, 
three of whom call Shelby County 
their home. 

WBYE is dedicated to playing 
a vital part in the ever increas- 
ing development of Shelby County. 
The facilities, as well as the man- 
agement of the station, are avail- 
able to aid any effort aimed at 
bettering Shelby County.

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Report from Washington 





While a series of record votes 
are expected this week on the 
foreign aid authorization bill, the 
House of Representatives last 
week passed a number of bills 
by voice vote. 


One measure that was given 
final House approval is designed 
to increase benefits for widows 
of veterans who served in the 
Spanish-American, Civil, Indian, 
and Mexican Wars. It is interest- 


ing to note that this bill authorizes ° 


for the first time pension pay- 
ments to widows of veterans who 
served in the military or naval 
forces of the Confederacy. It is 
estimated that approximately 1,000 
widows of Confederate veterans 
will have an opportunity to quali- 
fy for these benefits. There are 
already approximately 4,000 wi- 
dows of Union veterans on the 
pension rolls. 

As approved by the House and 
also by the Senate, the legislation 
provides monthly pensions of 
$40.64 for the widows of Civil War 
Veterans who are under seventy 
years of age and $65 for those 
over 70. Widows of veterans of the 
other wars will receive compar- 
able increases. 


Unemployment Funds 


The House also passed last week 
its fifth supplemental appropria- 
tion bill of the year. The measure 
provides additional funds for seve- 
ral federal agencies during the re- 
mainder of the current fiscal year

of $26 million for the Department 
of Labor to use in making further 
unemployment compensation pay- 
ments to veterans and federal em- 
ployees. 

In addition to the five supple- 
mental money bills totaling $4.2 
billion, the House has also passed 
six regular department appropria- 
tion bills for fiscal year 1959 that 
total approximately $17 billion. 
The remaining appropriation mea- 
sures will be acted upon before 
Congress adjourns. 


Other Legislation 


Another proposal that won 
House approval last week is a 
bill that increases the equipment 
maintenance allowance for rural 
mail carriers. The measure raises 
the allowance from nine cents to 
10 cents per mile or $3.50 daily, 
whichever is greater. For heavily 
patronized routes, the allowances 
are increased to bring the daily 
maximum to $6. The purpose of 
the legislation is to enable carriers 
to meet increased costs for oil, 
gasoline, tires, and repairs, 

Also passed was a bill amending 
the Public Health Service Act so 
as to authorize an appropriation 
not to exceed one million dollars 
for grants-in-aid to schools of 
public health.

Phone Subscribers 
Ask About Tax 


The imprint on telephone bills 
emphasizing the federal excise 
tax on telephone service is 
prompting many Shelby County 
people to ask about the levy, ac- 
cording to Southern Bell Manager 
J. L. Switzer. 

Local telephone subscribers 
most frequently want to know if 
the tax has been increased. 
Others ask when it is to be re- 
moved. Many inquire as to the 
reason for calling attention to it. 

Mr. Switzer said inquirers are 
told that the rate has not been 
changed since 1954 and that no 
date has been set for its termina- 
tion. The company is emphasizing 
the 10 per cent tax on local and 
long distance telephone service in 
an effort to get rid of it. 

Nearly all who ask about the 
tax are anxious for its repeal, 
Mr. Switzer said, but they all 
want to know whether Southern 
Bell or the customer benefits. 

The telephone company official 
stated that all saving from the re- 
moval of the excise tax will go 
directly to tleephone users, not the 
company. Southern Bell acts only 
as the government’s agent in the 
collection of the tax. 

The campaign to get the tax 
repealed is supported by telephone 
companies, consumer groups and 
civic clubs throughout Alabama 
and the nation.

Protection Against 
Rabies 


A number of years ago the 
State Legislature passed a ‘“‘Dog 
Control Act’? for the protection 
of dog owners and their neigh- 
bors. 


This Dog Control Act makes it 
possible for each County Board of 
Health to appoint a Rabies Inspec- 
tor who, during the summer 
months, visits all communities in 
the County to immunize the dogs 
in these various communities. A 
nominal fee is charged for each 
dog immunized. 

Mr. Bloomer Wilson of Monte- 
vallo is the Shelby County Rabies 

r and will soon start his 
Rabies Clinics. The schedule of 
these clinics will appear in the 
County’s newspapers and they will 
be further publicized by posters 
in the communities, prior to the 
Clinics. 

The services of the Rabies In- 
spector makes possible the im- 
munization of your dog with a 
minimum of inconvenience to the 
owner. 

The Dog Control Act was passed 
by a wise Legislature in order to 
protect you, your family and your 
neighbors. The State Law provides 
only that you must have your 
dog immunized once a year. 

A few of the progressive Town 
Councils have supplemented the 
State Law by a local ordinance 
which requires a license of $1.00 
a year for each dog. A certificate 
of inoculation must be producea 
befort a license will be issued. 
The revenue provided by these 
fees then would pay the cost to 
the town of workers to impound 
any dog found running at large 
during the month of September. 
The dog is held 7 days and, if 
not redeemed by payment of all 
costs, is humanely dispatched. 

In this way the stray dog 
nuisance is effectively controlled.

The emergency fund is being 
raised to enable Auburn to hire 
additional top-notch engineering 
professors and to improve facili- 
ties in order to (1) Regain ac- 
creditation in electrical and me- 
chanical engineering, and (2) Ini- 
tiate conversion of the present 
API engineering program to ‘a 
program of the future.’ 

Alabama’s largest engineering 
school is experiencing difficulty 
in keeping its engineering instruc- 
tion program abreast of modern 
technology because of increasing 
enrollments and lagging financial 
support. Since 1951 the student- 
teacher ratio in engineering at 
Auburn has increased from 22-1 
to 40-1. At.the same time teacher 
salaries have remained relatively 
static while the cost of living and 
salaries elsewhere have soared. 
As a_result, Auburn has lost 
many of her top professors and 
has been unable to replace them.

Dr. Hoggard first attained na- 
tional recognition as a choral di- 
rector when his Durant, Okla- 
homa, High School Chorus repre- 
sented Oklahoma at Music Edu- 
cators’ National Conference in St.

After a year of graduate fel- 
lowship study in New York, he 
was appointed Director of Choral 
Music and Professor of Music 
Education at the University of 
Oklahoma. His University Men’s 
Glee Club won the award for 
“finest choral artistry” over 140 
groups entered in the 1942 Nation- 
al Collegiate Glee Club competi- 
tion at New York’s Carnegie Hall.

At the end of the war, he join- 
ed the Waring organization as 
choral director and also served 
as Dean of aring Choral 
Workshops and editor for Shaw- 
nee Press. He received his doc- 
torate in music education from 
Columbia University in 1947.

A Statement From John H. Thompson, Member of the 
Board of Revenue and Control in District Four 


I would like to take this op- 
portunity to present to you, the 
people of Shelby County, an itemi- 
zation of some of the major ac- 
complishments of your county 
since 1946. These accomplishments 
are a matter of public record and 
not heresay. I very. humbly 
bring these to your attention and 
sincerely hope you will consider 
the magnitude of progress that 
has and will be made using all 
available revenue earmarked for 
the various purposes. I would 
again like to represent you as 
your “MEMBER OF BOARD OF 
REVENUE AND CONTROL, DIS- 
TRICT 4’. 


SHELBY COUNTY HIGHWAYS 
AND BRIDGES 


From 1946 to 1958, 185 MILES 
of PAVED COUNTY-OWNED 
HIGHWAYS have been constructed 
under the ‘‘FARM-TO-MARKET”’ 
Act whereby Shelby County was 
to receive Federal Aid and State 
Funds to construct local county 
highways. The County was requir- 
ed to match these funds which it 
has done. The County’ has 
matched every dollar made avail- 
able under this program. Accord- 
ing to the record, the County has 
received $755,849.98, from Federal 
and State sources. These funds 
and county matching funds have 
been expended to give you the 
185 miles of pavement that we ali 
enjoy daily. In 1946 Shelby County 
didn’t have any County-owned 
paved highways at all. In addition 
to the 185 miles of County-ownea 
paved highways many new rein- 
forced concrete bridges have been 
constructed. 

Also according to Alabama State 
Highway Department records Shel- 
by County ranks number 6 
among the 67 counties in total 
mileage of highways constructed 
and paved under the “FARM-TO- 
MARKET ACT”’. 

Only recently in the Month m 
April the County let to Contract 
44.774 miles of additional county 
paving. 28.374 miles will be new 
paved highways and 16.4 miles 
will be resurfacing of a couple of 
previously constructed paved high- 
ways. Three new reinforced con- 
crete bridges were also let to Con- 
tract. The total expenditure in- 
volved in this letting was $171,- 
316.70. The County had to put 
up $110,016.08 to get this work let 
to contract. The County made this 
expenditure without incurring any 
debt. 

The county is prosecuting sur- 
veys and plans for an additional 
24 miles of ‘‘FARM-TO-MARKET”’ 
highways near Calera and Dun- 
navant. Additional surveys will be 
made for construction as soon as 
these are completed. Only one 
project at a time will be approved 
by the State Highway Department. 

Currently the County has under 
construction 10 miles of “FARM- 
TO-MARKET” highways that will 
be graded and base course founda- 
tions placed by the end of Novem- 
ber. 

I would like to point out that 
the County uses County personnel 
and equipment to perform all of 
its grading, drainage and base 
course work for two very impor- 
tant reasons: To make available 
as many jobs as possible to coun- 
ty citizens which in turn helps 
add to the economy of the county 
by keeping much of this money in 
the county and secondly to save 
approximately twenty-five (25%) 
of the construction cost which 
contractors figue in and thereby 
saves that much additional funds 
to construct more miles of county 
highways. 

The county carries on another 
construction plan as County con- 
struction only, without benefit ot 
Federal or State subsidy since all 
of that source of financial help 
is expended in the “FARM-TO- 
MARKET PROGRAM”. This se- 
cond construction plan is provid- 





ing a way to more quickly reach 
many of you on the more than 
550 miles of public rural roads 
yet unconstructed. Many miles 
have already been built this way 
and a lot of you are cognizant 
of the progress being made this 
way. 

Summarizing briefly you will 
note that by the end of this pre- 
sent year the County will have 
213.5 miles of County-owned paved 
highways and numerous new con- 
crete bridges while at the same 
time maintaining those many 
hundreds of miles of rural unsur- 
faced and paved roads. I firmly 
believe that county has progressed 
very well indeed and has done so 
without having to incur an in- 
debtedness. I have cooperated 
with your Board in fairly distribu- 
ting the work of both construction 
programs to each of the FOUR 
DISTRICTS. An examination of 
the records as to mileages in each 
District will bear me out. The 
selection of a project under the 
“FARM-TO-MARKET ACT” must 
be concurred in by the State High- 
way Department and _ Federal 
Government where they partici- 
pate and the first highways to 
meet their regulations and speci- 
fications were connecting routes 
between main highways and 
towns. It takes time time to reach 
many of the less heavily traveled 
roads, 


OTHER IMPORTANT COUNTY 
PROGRAMS AND 
CONSTRUCTION 


In 1954 the County erected a 
three-story modernly designed 
brick office building annexed to 
the Courthouse for the better ef- 
ficiency and comfort of the many 
County agencies and jail. These 
agencies were dispersed over the 
town and needed to be concentra- 
ted in a smaller area for the pub- 
lic welfare and to give them the 
working space they needed for ef- 
ficient operation. The cost of this 
structure was approximately $340,- 
000. 

In 1956 the County took advan- 
tage of the “Hill Burton Act” 
and constructed a ‘‘County Health 
Building’ at Columbiana. Federal 
funds were matched to make. pos- 
sible this public health facility so 
valuable to the people. 

In 1957-1958 I extended my help 
in helping to acquire the costly 
Steam Electric Generating Plant 
at Wilsonville. The ultimate re- 
venue that the County will re- 
ceive from this source will aid the 
County tremendously in its devel- 
opment. The Board extended full 
cooperation to the officials of 
SEGCO with regard to access 
roads and any problem that the 
county could help with. 

In 1957 the County constructed 
a certrally located “SHELBY 
COUNTY HIGHWAY DEPART- 
MENT SHOP” to more efficiently 
maintain the county equipment. 
The proper maintenance of coun- 
ty equipment is imperative to 
the continued progress of our ac- 
celerated construction program. 
The county manufactures its own 
plain and _ reinforced concrete 
pipe for use in the maintenance 
and construction of county roads. 
The savings from this operation 
have exceeded expectations. 

The county has contracted with 
General Electric Corp. to put in 
the latest in radio communication 
equipment for county-wide radio 
coverage. Federal Civil Defense 
funds on a matching basis were 
utilized to make this system pos- 
sible. The County Highway De- 
partment will use this valuable 
network to coordinate all phases 
of its construction and mainte- 
nance activities. In the event of 
a national emergency, tornado or 
other emergency this county-wide 
communication will prove invalu- 
able to help protect the county’s 
citizens. 

I pledge to you, the people of 


Shelby County, that I have the 
best interests of each of you and 
our county at heart. I will dili- 
gently work with your Board to 
carry out the many progressive 
programs current and _ future. 
Shelby County has the potential 
to develop in every way. I will 
work assiduously for continued 
highways until every area has 
been reached. I will add my ef- 
forts to education, conservation, 
Coosa River development and the 
agricultural and industrial devel- 
opment of Shelby County. I fa- 
vor higher pay for county em- 
ployees and other benefits as the 
financial condition of our county 
allows. Your county is-one of only 
THREE that is not in debt. I feel 
that indebtedness should be avoid- 
ed unless absolutely necessary. 
The huge sum of money expended 
for interest on large loans should 
instead be applied to our high- 
ways and other county programs 
where something tangible can be 
gained. 

In closing, I humbly ask your 
vote and support to reelect me 
as a Member of Board of Reve- 
nue and Control, District 4. I 
shall be very appreciative.

The mutual security bill, au- 
thorizing $339 million less than the 
President had requested, was 
passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives last week and referred 
to the Senate. The House-approved 
measure authorizes expenditures 
for the mutual security program 
during fiscal year 1959 of not 
more than $2,958,000,000. 

The cuts made in the mutual 
security authorization bill were 
the same as those recommended 
to the House by the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee. Amendments 
which I offered in the committee 
accounted for $187 million of the 
total $339 million reduction. One 
of my amendments cut defense 
support by $60 million; another 
reduced special assistance funds 
by $27 million; and the third de- 
creased the so-called ‘‘Contingency 
Fund” authorization by $100 mil- 
lion. 

Another amendment I offered in 
the Committee resulted in reor- 
ganizing the Executive’s draft o 
the bill, thereby making it easier 
for House members to distinguish 
between economic and military 
aid.

While I have been unsuc- 
cessful to date, the reorganization 
of the pending bill is a step in the 
direction of separation, and it is 
hoped that the Committee will 
look with more favor on complete 
separation next year. 

The authorization bill that re- 
ceived House approval last week 
places a ceiling on the amount 
that can be spent during the next 
fiscal year for the so-called for- 
eign aid program. However, fur- 
ther reductions are usually made 


in these programs when Congress 
considers the actual appropriation 
bill. 
Civil Rights Issue 

Southern member of Congress 
attempted in vain last week to eli- 
minate an appropriation of $342,- 
000 that will be used to run the 
civil rights division of the Justice 
Department next year. The di- 
vision’s total funds of $490,00U 
were included in the annual ap- 
propriation bill for the Depart- 
ments of State and Justice after 
an amendment which would have 
appropriated only $148,000 for the 
new division’s expenses in the cur- 
rent fiscal year was defeated. Be- 
cause the civil rights funds were 
not deleted, I cast a protest vote 
against the entire bill, as did the 
majority of congressmen who re- 
present Southern States.

Pittsburgh, Pa., May 22—Em- 
ployes of Westinghouse Electric 
Corporation will receive a cost- 
of-living pay increase of three 
cents an hour or 1 per cent as 
a result of the higher living cost 
index announced today by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 


Today's increase, which will a» 
fect 108,000 of the company’s em- 
ployes, is the eighth such pay 
boost since August, 1956, It will 
raise employment costs of the 
company at a rate of more than 
$8,000,000 a year. 


The cost-of-living provision, part 
of the Westinghouse five-year con- 
tract offered in 1955, provides for 
quarterly adjustments of one cent 
an hour or § per cent of October, 
1955 base rates for each 4 point 
change in hte index. 


On the basis of today’s index 
of 123.5 hourly and salary em- 
ployes not represented by a union 
will receive a pay hike of 14 per 
cent of their base rates. Those 
covered by union contracts stipula- 
ting payment on an hourly basis 
will receive an increase of three 
cents an hour. Where individual 
contracts provide for a percentage 
adjustment, the increase will also 
be 14 per cent of base rates. 

For those paid on a weekly 
schedule, the new raise becomes 


effective with their next pay 


period. For monthly paid em- 
ployes, the effective date’ will be 
June 1. 

The current increase, added to 
annual increases and earlier. cost- 
of-living adjustments, raises pay 
rates for Westinghouse employes 
to 178 per cent above the rates 
existing in October, 1955. The 
average hourly increase since then 
has been approximately 37 cents.

Both the House and Senate ap- 
proved the combination postal rate 
and pay increase bill by unani- 
mous votes last week and then re- 
ferred the measure to President 


Eisenhower. Although the Presi- 
dent has voiced objections to cer- 
tain features of the bill, he is 
expected to sign it. 

As passed by Congress, the bill 
gives postal employees a 10 per 
cent salary increase and raises 
postage rates by $547 million year- 
ly. Actually, the bill provides for 
postal workers a permanent 7.5 
per cent hike, plus additional 
three-year temportry cost of living 
increases of 2.5 per cent for most 
employees. All raises will be re- 
troactive to January 1, 1958. 


Higher Rates 


The bill increases first class 
mail rates to four cents an ounce; 
airmail to seven cents; postal 
cards to three cents; and air mail 
postal cards to five cents. Second 
class mail will be raised gradually 
over a three-year period, and third 
class will be raised during the 
next two years. The legislation 
also increases book rates to nine 
cents on the first pound and five 
cents on each additional pound. 
All the increases are one cent 
higher than the present rates and 
most of them will go into effect

Selden Urges Approval 
Of Waterway Funds 


Rep. Armistead Selden appear- 
ed before both the House and Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committees 
last week to urge approval of 
funds for the development of the 
Coosa-Alabama and the Warrior- 
Tombigbee Waterways. . 


In his testimony, Selden request- 
ed an appropriation of $150,000 
for planning and designing the 
Millers Ferry multiple purpose 
lock and dam which will be loca- 
ted on the Alabama River below 
Montgomery. 

“These rivers,” he said, ‘‘can- 
not be use as traffic arteries until 
the federal government adds locks 
to the Coosa River dams that will 
. be constructed by the Alabama 
Power Company and until three 
additional locks and dams are 
built on the Alabama River.” 

When this is done, he said that 
the waterway will be navigable all 
the way from Rome, Georgia, to 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

Rep. Selden pointed out that the 
Corps of Engineers reported after 
a traffic survey last year that the 
three proposed structures on the 
Alabama River are economically 
justified. The Engineers have re- 
commended that the Millers Ferry 
structure be built first. 

The Sixth District congressman 
emphasized to the committee 
members that efforts to develop 
the Coosa-Alabama River system 
began over a century ago and that 
the current development project 
has been authorized by Congress 
for 13 years. 

“I respectfully urge the Com- 
mittee to include this small 
amount in the bill now under con- 
sideration,” he said, ‘‘so that the 
orderly development of this great 
waterway may proceed.” 

Also appearing before the House 
and Senate Committees in sup- 
port of the Coosa-Alabama Water- 
way development project was 


Shelby County’s Probate Judge- 
elect, Conrad M. Fowler of Col- 
umbiana. ' 


In behalf of the Warrior-Tom- 
bigbee Waterway, Congressman 
Selden urged the approval of an 
item in the 1959 budget of $6,000,- 
000 to continue construction of the 
Jackson Lock and Dam. He also 
called attention to the necessity 
for early construction of the Holt 
Lock and Dam and asked that 
Congress include advance planning 
funds of $150,000 in the appropria- 
tion bill for this purpose.

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Summer Session Will Feature Institutes 
And Workshops, Other Meetings 


Registration for Alabama Col- 
lege’s first term of summer school 
will begin June 9, according to Dr. 
M. L. Orr, dean of the college and 
summer school director. 


The first term runs through July 
18. Classes will be conducted five 
days a.week. 


Registration for the second term 
of summer school will be July 17 
and 18 for those in attendance the 
first term. Others will register July 
21. 


Courses will be offered this sum- 
mer in the departments of art, 
biology, business administration, 
chemistry and physics, education, 
English, history, home tconomics, 
mathematics, music, physical edu- 
cation, psychology, sociology, so- 
cial work, and speech. 

The college’s graduate school will 
offer courses this summer leading 
to master of arts, master of 
science, and master of education 
degrees. 


“Requirements for the issuance 
and reinstatement of all of the 
several types of Alabama teachers’ 
certificates may be met by work 
completed in summer school,” Dr. 
Orr said. 

In addition to regular courses, 
several workshops, clinics, and in- 
stitutes will be held on the Ala- 
bama College campus this summer. 

The summer workshop program 
and demonstration school for 
teachers, the institute for high 
school science teachers, and the 
summer session of the speech and 
hearing clinic, will run concu:- 
rently with the first term of sum- 
mer school. 

A speech workshop for high 
school students will be June 9 
through 21, and the mental health 
workshop will be June 16 through 
27. 

The demonstration school is de- 
signed for undergraduate students 
in elementary education, and for 
those who have had some teaching 
experience. 

A total of 66 stipends have been 
awarded for the institute for high 
school science teachers. The insti- 
tute was made possible through a 
grant from the National Science 
Foundation. 

The science courses in the in- 
stitute will carry graduate credit, 
and the mathematics courses will 
carry either graduate or under- 
graduate credit. 

The six-week speech and hearing 
clinic will provide therapy for 14 
children of elementary school age.

The series of ten clothing con- 
struction classes which have been 
held at the Vocational Home Econ- 
omics Department of the Monte- 
vallo High School ended on Tues- 
day evening, May 20. The class at- 
tended by twenty-three adult home- 
makers worked under the guidance 
of Mrs. Rebecca McGaughy. New 
clothing construction methods were 
demonstrated and practiced. The 
class members made for them- 
selves blouses and skirts on which 
they applied the construction tech- 
niques recommended by Mrs. Edna 
Bryte Bishop, a recognized autho- 
rity on the newer clothing con- 
struction methods. 

Some of the basic construction 
techniques stressed during the unit 
were accuracy in selecting pattern 
size, making alterations, cutting on 
correct grain of fabric, marking 
construction details. 

The class members learned the 
importance of working on a gar- 
ment in units, and the advantages 
of stay-stitching and directional- 
stitching. Other techniques em- 
phasized were under-stitching and 
grading of seems on facings and 
collars. The importance of correct 
pressing and the use of adequate 
pressing equipment were demon- 
strated to the class. 

Modern methods of sewing which 
include pin basting and eliminates 
tedious hand basting can make 
home sewing a quick and enjoyable 
hobby for the homemaker.

Record Peach 
Crop Expected 
In Chilton County 


A probable all-time record peach * 


crop will be the happy background 
for this year’s Peach Festival at 
Clanton, June 25. 


This fact emerged at discussions 
during an organizational meeting 
this week in Clanton presided over 
by M. R. (Red) Glasscock, Chil- 
ton County Farm Agent, who is this 
year’s Festival chairman, which 
was attended by local, county, and 
State civic and political leaders. 

In number of trees, Chilton ranks 
18th among all the peach-producing 
counties of the U.S. and the annual 
commercial production of peaches 
in Chilton County has increased 
about five times since 1950. Since 
an inventory of the commercial 
orchards in 1957 showed more than 
60 per cent of the trees were only 
one to three years old—young, non- 
bearing trees—therefore, “in the 
next few years it is confidently ex- 
pected the area will have a far 
larger volume of peaches to put 
on the national market,’’ Glass- 
cock says. The 1956 peach crop, in- 


cidentally, was worth more than 
$1.5 million. 


Chilton County has 431 commer- 
cial orchards which range in size 
from 100 to 22,650 trees with an 
average of 1,816 trees per grower. 

Blount County also has an im- 
portant peach industry with some 
40 commercial orchards with an 
average of about 3,000 trees per 
grower. Blount ranks 57th among 
commercial peach growing coun- 
ties in the U.S. Many Blount Coun- 
ty peach growers are expected to 
attend the June 25 Festival at Clan- 
ton, as well as producers from 


Georgia, South Carolina and other 


areas.

Shelby County Workers To Help 
Harvest Chilton County Peach Crop 


“Shelby County workers are 
ready to pitch in and help pick 
the most promising peach crop 
we’ve had in several years.” 

That’s what B. J. Varden, rural 
employment industries specialist in 
the local employment office, said 
here today. But about the employ- 
— of children, he had this to 
add: 


“A number of young people are 
going to be needed to get the work 
done, but most jobs can be handled 
by those 16 years of age and up. 

“We don’t register children who 
are under 16, and if packers em- 
ploy the 14 and 15-year-olds, it 
would be my recommendation that 
they check with county school 
authorities in the county where the 
child lives.” 


According to the U.S. Labor De- 
partment, federal child labor laws 
require the packing plant employer 
to have on file a certificate for 
each minor 14-18 years of age. 

In Shelby County, certificates on 
children are issued by Mrs. Sara 
Edwards in Columbiana, while 
Miss Louise Foshee, in Clanton, is- 
sues them for Chilton County child- 
ren. Both school officials are lo- 
cated in the office of the County 
Board of Education. 

Mr. Varden said that although 
unemployment in Chilton County 
has been running about 6% of the 
total work force there, packing 
houses in Thorsby and Clanton will 
need to go outside the county for 
enough workers to meét the pro- 
duction rate they estimate for this 
season’s crop. 

At a predicted average of 114 to 
2 bushels of shipping peaches per 
tree, packing houses expect to 
move them through at a rate of 
200 bushels per hour. To do this 


new machinery has been installed 
in some plants. 

“One packer told me he would 
need 33% to 40% more people in 
packing house jobs; another said 
he would need ‘some additional 
workers’, ” said Varden. 


“Most labor increases will be 
in packing houses, but some addi- 
tional workers will be needed in the 
fields, too.” 

Limitations on the employment of 
children in fields and orchards are 
not the same, nor as strict, as in 
case of packing house jobs, ac- 
cording to a Labor Department 
official. While it is necessary in 
every case that the employer keep 
a record of the age of children 
who are working, packing house 
jobs have limitations on hours of 
work for younger children and po- 
sitively prohibit employment for 
those under 14. 


Child labor laws, as well as fed- 
eral minimum-wage laws, are en- 
forced in the Chilton County area 
through the U. S. Labor Depart- 
ment’s wage-hour office in Colum- 
bus, Georgia, headed by Hugh B. 
Campbell, field office supervisor. 
Mr. Campbell’s office is located in 
the Bush Building. 

In Shelby County, these laws are 
enforced through the Labor De- 
partment’s Birmingham office, lo- 
cated at 1401 South 20th Street. 


A series of public hearings has 
been called by the state milk con- 
trol board to begin June 17 in pe- 
tition of a group of distributors

Knowles Receives

during the 1958 Heart Fund Drive. 


The awards was made by State 
Heart Fund Chairman, General 
Walter J. Hanna, of Birmingham, 
who cited the heart leaders for 
their “loyal devotion to a great 
health crusade.” “Through leader- 
ship such as you have given’, 
stated General Hanna, ‘‘the Heart 
Fund has shown a growth increase 
of approximately 56% over last 


year”’. 

In presenting the awards General 
Hanna called attention to the fact 
that heart diseases cause more 
deaths than all other ailments that 
afflict citizens of Alabama.

Report from Washington 





Two major efforts toward the 
peaceful and efficient utilization 
of outer space were made by mem- 
bers of the House of Representa- 
tives last week. 


First, the House voted to set 
up a National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration to direct 
United States explorations in outer 
space. This agency, which will be 
headed by a civilian administrator, 
will co-operate with the Defense 
Department and the Atomic 
Energy Commission in scientific 
efforts related to space experi- 
ments. Creation of the agency is 
expected to greatly facilitate the 
various space exploration pro- 
grams. 

The other House-approved legis- 
lation is in the form of a resolu- 
tion which calls on all nations of 
the world to join in international 
agreements for the peaceful ex-

plorations of outer space and joint 
cooperation in the advancement of 
scientific developments. 

Both space measures received 
bipartisan support in the House and 
have been referred to the Senate 
for consideration. 


Manpower Cuts Disapproval 


Included in the Department of 
Defense Appropriation Bill, passed 
last week by the House of Repre- 
sentatives, were sufficient funds tu 
maintain the Army’s manpower 
total at 900,000 during the next 
fiscal year. This action indicated 
disapproval by a majority of 
House members of President Ei- 
senhower’s plan to cut Army Per- 
sonnel by 30,000. 


Disapproval of another proposai 
by the Administration was indica- 
ted when the House accepted the 
recommendations of the Appropria- 
tions Committee to provide suffi- 
cient funds to maintain National 
Guard personnel at 400,000 and to 
increase the Reserves to 300,000. 
The Secretary of Defense had stat- 
ed earlier that the Defense De- 
partment’s budget request provided 
for a reduction in both the Nation- 
al Guard and the Army Reserve 
during the next fiscal year. 


In addition to these forces, the 
House-approved bill supports a 
naval force of 630,000 with a re- 
serve corps of 135,000; a Marine 
Corps of 200,000 with a reserve of 
45,000; and an Air Force of 850,- 
000 with reserves of 146,000. 

To finance all the armed services 


in fiscal year 1959, the House ap- 
propriated a total of $38 billion— 
a record peacetime military bud- 
get. 


Excise Tax Extended 


A one-year extension of the exist- 
ing corporate normal-tax rate and 
the present excise taxes on. alcoho- 
lic beverages, cigarettes, passen- 
ger automobiles, and automotive 
parts was approved by the House 
last week. Under present law, these 
taxes are scheduled for reduction 
on July 1, 1958. An extension was 
urged for the purpose of prevent- 
ing a further budget deficit next 
year. 

This legislation was considered 
under a closed rule which prohibi- 
ted any House amendments. How- 
ever, there is a possibility the Sen:

Methodists of North Alabama are 
being asked to ‘‘make it their busi- 
ness’’ to see that no Methodist who 
is in need of hospital care goes 
without such service. 


Dr. L. Wilkie Collins, North Ala- 
bama Conference Golden Cross di- 
rector, said that on Father’s Day, 
June 15, Methodists in almost 1,000 
churches will be asked to make a 
liberal offering to the Golden 
Cross. 

This nation-wide program is the 
church’s means of providing a 
healing ministry to the needly. 
Methodist hospitals give more than 
$13,000 in free service every day 
of the year. 

“This year,” says Dr. Collins,

Many People Do Not Know They Are 
Eligible For Social Security Benefits 


Newspaper reading has proved 
especially profitable to residents 
of this area in recent weeks, ac- 
cording to J. W. Overstreet, Jr., 
district manager for Social Secur 
ity in Birmingham. 

Mr. Overstreet reported that a 
Aarge. number. of people have been 
coming to his office recently with 
newspaper clippings telling about 
benefits the applicants didn’t know 
they could get. 

The chief reason for these people 
not knowing earlier that they could 
get benefits, Mr. Overstreet said, 
was failure to understand that 
complete idleness or retirement: is 
not required. ‘‘Under the law, any 
eligible person may earn up to 











$1,200 a year and still receive his 
full benefits every month,” Mr. 
Overstreet explained. “Ordinarily 
one month’s check is forfeited for 
every $80.00 over $1,200 that the 
beneficiary earns in the year, but 
regardless of the total earnings 
for the year, benefits are payable 
for any month in which the appli- 
cant neither earns wages of more 
than $80.00 nor engages in self 
employment,” 


Mr. Overstreet said that recent 
studies in his office of claims for 
benefits show that a. significant 
percentage of applicants are losing 
money by failing to apply for Old- 
Age or Survivors Insurance bene- 
fits on time. He attributed much 

















Gasoline Refund 
Claims Due July 1 


The State Department of Re- 
venue announces that Tractor Gas- 
oline Refund claims to be filed 
under the recently enacted law, 
Act No. 743, are not due until 
July Ist. The period covered on 
the first claim will be from Sep- 
tember 23, 1957 through June 38, 
1958, and must be filed not later 
than September 30, 1958. There- 
after, claims will be for the twelve 
month period ending on the thir- 
tieth day of June each year and 
must be filed by September 30tn 
following. 


All farmers who held an active 
1956 or 1957 refund permit under 
the old law will be mailed the 
new type claim blanks by the 
Department of Revenue during the 
month of June. 


Farmers who have not previ- 
ously participated may be placed 
on the mailing list by writing the 
State Department of Revenue, 
Gasoline Tax Refund Section, 
State Capitol, Montgomery, Ala- 
bama. 


Although the new law does’ not 
require that refund permits be 
secured, it does provide that no 
refunds can be made unless all 
tractors owned have been assessed 
for Ad Valorem tax purposes. 


A supply of claim forms and 
copy of the law will be made 
available to all Tax Assessors, 
County Agents, gasoline . wholesale 
dealers and any others who re- 
quest them.

Mr. Overstreet particularly urges 
people over 72 covered by social 
security to get in touch with his 
office. “Anyone now 72 or over, 
who has had social security cover- 
age for as much as a year and a 
half, can get benefits even though 
he continues to work full time and 
has any amount of earnings,” Mr.

A decisive vote of 317 to 98 in the 
House of Representatives last week 
sent the Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments Extension Act to the Sen- 
ate for consideration. Since the 
measure was debated in the House 
under a rule which prohibited 
amendments, it was approved in 
the same form as reported by the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. 


An attempt to send the bill back 
to the committee was defeated. 
Members of the House also reject- 
ed a move to substitute a new bill 
for the committee measure. The 
substitute bill would have curbed 
the President’s authority in nego- 
tiating trade agreements and would 
have limited extension of the Act 
to two years. It was defeated by 
a vote of 147 to 234. 


Extends for 5 Years 


As approved by the House, the 
legislation extends for five years 
the President’s authority to enter 
into reciprocal trade agreements. 
The present authority is scheduled 
to expire on June 30 of this year. 

Although the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act has been extended 
eleven times since its enactment 
in 1934, the five-year continuance 
provided in the House-approved 
bill is the longest of any previous 
extension. 


Defense Reorganization 


A bill designed to reorganize the 
Department of Defense was de- 
bated by the House of Representa- 
tives last week amidst charges and 
counter-charges of partisan poli- 
tics. 

The purpose of this legislation is 
to simplify and modernize the De- 
fense Department’s basic organt- 
zation in an effort to provide more 
effective and economical adminis- 
tration of our overall defense pro- 
gram. Particularly in _ recent 
months, there has been increasing

criticism of our various defense 
activities. Lack of coordination 
among the military departments 
has been cited as a reason for de- 


lays in certain scientific develop- 
ment programs. The House bill is 
aimed at reducing the causes of 
such criticism, and it follows gen- 
erally the recommendations of the 
Hoover Commission’s Committee 
on National Security Organization. 

The most lively debate on the 
legislation was in connection with 
a provision of the bill which re- 
quires the Secretary of Defense to 
exercise his authority over the 
various military departments 
through the secretaries of those 
departments. An Administration- 
backed amendment, which would 
have eliminated this provision and 
given greater power to the Defense 
Secretary, was rejected by a 13- 
vote margin. 

While the vote on that particular 
amendment was extremely close, 
there was only one vote cast 
against the bill on final passage.

Fesperman, who also has the 
distinction of being the first person 
to make recordings of this organ, 
will leave Montreal, Canada this 
week on a Holland-America Line 
ship. While aboard ship he will 
serve as a member of the lecture 
staff of the Netherlands Office for 
Foreign Students. 

Fesperman’s lectures will be a 
part of an orienting series for stu- 
dents who will travel and study in 
Europe. He will serve in the same 
capacity on his return to the 
United States in September.

This summer’s trip is the fourth 
European trip for Alabama Col- 
lege’s organist. In 195] Fesperman 
studied harsichord and conducting 
at the Mozarteum in Salzburg. In 
1955 and 1956 he studied organ 
building and design as a Fulbright 
Scholar. Last year his European 
trip was for the purpose of making 
tape recordings. of 18th century or- 
gans for the Protestant Radio Cen- 
ter in Atlanta. 

His 1958 trip will be devoted to 
the production of recordings of the 
St. Michael’s Church organ and the 
revision of his, “The Organ as 
Musical Medium” to be published 
next year by Coleman-Ross.

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VA Seeks Widows 
Of Confederates 


Washington, D.C.,—Rep. Armi- 
stead Selden said today the Veter- 
ans Administration has requested 
his assistance in trying to locate an 
estimated 1,500 widows of Con- 
federate veterans believed to be en- 
titled to federal pensions. 

The request was made by Sum- 
ner G. Whittier, Administrator of 
Veterans Affairs, who told Con- 


gressman Selden of the VA’s pro- ° 


blem in trying to identify the wi- 
dows, who for the first time are 
eligible for VA pensions under new 
Public Law 85-245. 


The new law also provides pen- 
sions for the two living Confederate 
veterans, Walter W. Williams ot 
Franklin, Tex., and John Salling of 
Slant, Va. Both men have been con- 
tacted by VA field representatives 
and assisted in filing their claims. 

The widows, however, present 


another problem, Congressman Sel- | 


den explained. Only _ those 
Southern states which pay si- 
milar benefits have partial rolls 
of Confederate beneficiaries. The 
United States government has no 


_ Official records on these benefi- 


ciaries and, since the benefits are 
not automatic, the widows will 
have to fill out application forms 
which may be obtained in person 
or by writing to any VA office. 

Widows under 70 are entitled to 
$40.64 per month, and those over 
70 will receive $65. If the widow 
was married to the veteran during 
the Civil War service, she is en- 
titled to $75 a month

Report from Washington

Democratic representatives from 
big-city districts joined with Re- 
publicans last week to kill a gen- 
eral farm bill that was scheduled 
for debate in the House. On a vote 
of 214 to 171, House members de- 
feated the rule which would have 
allowed the farm legislation to be 
considered. 


The Democratic-sponsored farm 
bill was drafted by the House 
Agriculture Committee, and it pro- 
vided for new three-year support 
programs for cotton, rice, milk and 
feed grains. One of the provisions 
called for'setting up a cotton pro- 
gram whereby the farmers would 
be given a choice between higher 
supports and less acreage or lower 
supports and more acreage. It 
would have also set the 1959 na- 
tional acreage allotment at 17,700,- 
000 acres. 


Members of the Agriculture 
Committee have indicated that they 
will press for enactment of some 
type farm legislation before ad- 
journment, either in another gen- 
eral measure or in separate bills. 

In the meantime, the Senate 
Agriculture Committee has approv- 
ed a bill designed to deal with pro- 
blems of corn, cotton, and rice 
producers. This measure would 
give. more planting freedom to 
farmers in return for lower price 
supports. The committee-approved 
bill has not yet been taken up by 
the Senate. 


Excise Taxes Voted 


Both the House and Senate have 
approved a compromise version of 
the bill to extend excise taxes ana 
have sent the legislation to the 
White House. 


The compromise measure repeals 
the three per cent levy on the 
transportation of freight, the four 
per cent levy on the transporation 
of coal, and the 444 per cent ex- 
cise on transporting oil by pipeline. 
But the bill extends corporate in- 
come and excise taxes generally. 

Although President Eisenhower 
has indicated he is opposed to the 
tax repeal which will result in an 
approximate revenue loss of more 
than $400 million, he is expected 
to sign the extension bill in order 
to prevent the scheduled expiration 
of other excise taxes. Those to. be 
extended include taxes on corpor- 
ate income, automobiles and auto- 
motive parts, cigarettes, and alco- 
holic beverages. 

Elimination of the 10 per cent 
passenger tax on train, airline, bus 
and ship fares had been endorsed 


by the Senate, but the joint confer- 
ence committee removed this pro- 
vision from the bill in order to 
make the legislation more accep- 
table to the House of Representa- 
tives. 


Hospital ‘Loans 


Two bills pertaining to the Hill- 
Burton hospital construction pro- 
gram also received House approval 


last week. One measure extends for 
three years the program which 
makes available federal grants for 
the construction of hospitals and 
other medical facilities. 

The other bill authorizes reli- 
gious organizations to apply for 
loans, rather than grants, for the 
construction of such facilities. The 
purpose of the legislation is to 
make it possible for those religious 
organizations which oppose the ac- 
ceptance of grants to share in the 
federal aid program. Under the 
terms of the House bill, loans will 
be made to those groups if they 
meet all qualifications required for 
grants. The loans would be made 
for periods up to 40 years.

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ONTROL of cotton insects this year is 

more important than ever before. 

Why? Because only about half of the 
state’s 1,085,000-acre cotton allotment was 
planted this year. The rest went into the Soil 
Bank. Now growers are going all out to in- 
crease yields on these planted acres. More 
fertilizer has been applied per acre of cotton 
planted, and more fertilizer in the form of 
side-dressing is expected to be used this year, 
all because growers are after higher yields 
from fewer acres. The answer is simple. 
Cotton prices are knocking around 30 to 35 
cents per pound and prospective fall prices 
are expected to be even better. 

Therefore, farmers feel that the high per 
acre investment this year is justifiable and 
the gamble is small, providing proper man- 
agement practices are carried out the rest of 
the season. 

“That’s what makes a good insect control 
program so important on this year’s crop,” de- 
clares API Extension Entomologist W. A. 
Ruffin. “Naturally, it is impossible to pre- 
dict just what the situation will be through- 
out the remainder of the season; but with 
normal. rainfall, farmers will 
have to make every effort to 
control boll weevils, boll 
worms, aphids, and spider 
mites, if they expect to make 
yields that will cover invest- 
ments and give a justifiable 
profit.” 

Ruffin says Alabama does 
not have any weevils resist- 
ant to the chlorinated hydro- 
carbon insecticides available 
on the market. Therefore, 
farmers can take their choice of the follow- 
ing insecticides to control boll weevils: 20 
percent toxaphene, 2.5 percent heptachlor-5 
percent DDT, 2 percent endrin, 1.5 percent 
dieldrin-5 percent DDT, 3 percent g. BHC-5 
percent DDT, and 2.5 percent aldrin-5 per- 
cent DDT. 

- The specialist recommends use of one of 
these chlorinated compounds throughout the 
season, unless heavy infestation of aphids or 
spider mites builds up. 

He warns, however, that we do have plenty 
of evidence in all parts of the state that cot- 
ton aphids are resistant to BHC. Also, spider 
mites can be controlled only by one of the 
phosphate compounds. \ Because of this he 
advises farmers, in case of aphid or spider 
mite problems, to use two or three applica- 
tions of 10 percent malathion-5 percent DDT, 
2.5 percent methyl parathion-5 percent DDT, 
or 2.5 percent guthion-5 percent DDT at the 
usual intervals, then switch back to the chlo- 
rinated compounds. 

It is very difficult to weigh the value of 
an insect control program in dollars and 
cents; but the bug expert says that one dol- 
lar’s worth of poison, if used properly on 
high-yielding cotton, will return $10. And he 
believes, that no farmer will refuse a 10-to-1 
return on cotton investments this year. 

“However,” points out Ruffin, “proper 
dusting doesn’t mean three or four treatments 
before and immediately after squaring be-

gins. API Experiment Station research and 
farmer experience prove that fields treated 
only three or four times before and immedi- 
ately after squaring produce little or no more 
cotton per acre than untreated areas. Fur- 
thermore, fields treated to control early-sea- 
son pests and then treated throughout the 
growing season show no increase in yields 
over fields treated only during the time the 
crop is setting and maturing fruit. 

“These facts mean just one thing: you 
should apply insecticides only when needed 
to protect plants or the crop.” 

To control insects, examine squares every 
few days for boll weevil punctures. When 
infestation reaches 25 percent, start your con- 
trol program. Make three applications of 
insecticides at five-day intervals—for ex- 
ample, July 5th, 10th, and 15th. Check the 
crop again five days after the third applica- 
tion, and anytime you find infestation 26 per- 
cent or higher, make three more treatments 
at five-day intervals. Continue poisoning un- 
til top bolls are three-fourths grown, or, as 
Ruffin puts it, “until you start picking.” 

Generally, seven to 10 applications are 
enough; but excess moisture, whether due 
to rainfall or irrigation, increases the number 
of applications required. And you must poi- 
son at four-day intervals during seasons of 





heavy boll weevil infestation, during swarm- 
ing periods, or during periods of frequent 
rains or irrigation. 

Too, we know that frequent rainfall or ir- 
rigation increases cotton growth toward the 
end of the season. Therefore, regular ground 
equipment cannot be used. This calls for air- 
plane dusting. In order to get proper cov- 
erage with this dusting equipment, increase 
the rate of application of sprays or dusts by 
one-fourth. For example, if you are using 
20 pounds of dust per acre with ground dust- 
ers, increase this amount to 25 pounds per 
acre by airplane. Airplanes should cover a 
swath no wider than the wings of the plane, 
and to insure good coverage, flagmen must 
be used. 

For irrigated cotton, use the same rate of 
application as you would with airplanes. 
However, since irrigated cotton will fruit 
longer in the season, more applications will 
be necessary. Apply dust to within seven to 
10 days of the time plants will be defoliated. 
“And certainly farmers will want to defoliate 
irrigated cotton,” emphasizes Ruffin. “Other- 
wise, they will be plagued with bol] rot and 
all efforts will be lost.’’ 

For further information on how to fight 
cotton insects, ask your county agent for Ex- 
tension Service circular 876,

It is constructed of one-inch square tubing 
and weighs only 50 pounds. Gates open at 
both ends of the jacket, permitting the sow 
to enter through one end and leave through 
the other, thus eliminating time and effort 
needed to force a stubborn sow to back out of 
the jacket, explained the agent. Too, many 
young gilts with their first litters of pigs are 
subject to injury because they try to turn 
around to get out of the jacket. 

Although the jacket is light, there’s little 
danger of it turning over. When the sow 
walks in and lies down, her weight anchors 
the jacket to the ground. 


Advantages of the metal jacket make it 


more practical than wooden ones, and the 


expense of building a metal jacket is relative- 
ly small, only $22.50. The first of Folmar’s 
sows to use the unit farrowed 12 pigs and 
raised every one of them.

These are examples of great achievements 
by young people. The present generation 
and the next can accomplish much more. It’s 
up to you to think, to study, and to work it 
out. You can do it if you have the will power. 

The Committee for Economic Development 
in the United States has given us more light 
on what to expect and do. This Committee 
is composed of able men with a good view 
of the future based on a clear understanding 
of the past. They say that within the lifetime 
of most of us the average U.S. family income 
will be much higher than at present—per- 
haps 60 to 75 percent higher. 

They remind us that right after the first 
World War the average factory workers put 
in 46 hours per week. This was doWn to 40 
hours in 1956, but the 1956 worker’s 40 hours 
brought twice as much in goods and services. 

Much of this progress stems from the fact 
that we are free people with individual hu- 
man dignity. People can achieve what they 
will to achieve and, as a result, we accomplish 
more and live better. 

But this is not true in all nations. Russia, 
for example, has achieved much in the way 
of sputniks and satellites, but not so much for 
the Russian people. Those in control in Rus- 
sia have put emphasis upon developments re- 
lating to military, while neglecting the Rus- 
sian people... 

This waS observed by two of our Extension 
workers while in Russia last summer. They 
saw that the masses of people in Russia were 
ill-fed, ill-clothed, and ill-housed. Shoe pro- 
duction, as an illustration, is about one pair 
of shoes per year per person. Whole fami- 
lies live in one room. Food is poor and in- 
sufficient, 

When we think of these facts, we become 
grateful because we’re a democracy with 
primary interest in people and their prob- 
lems. Yet we must keep ahead in military 
strength because of dangers abroad. We can 
do it while improving our high standard of 
living. 

It’s a job for young people and old—for) 
all of us.

Use Weigh-a-Day-a-Month

DING cows according to their milk pro- 
duction is the first step in any profitable 
dairy program. 

D. C. Smith of Athens Rt. 2 is one of many 
who proved this fact to be true. He cut feed 
costs down more than $700 per month, and 
net milk return rose above feed costs to $759. 
Another, J. C. Lovell of Athens Rt. 6, lifted 
his returns from $83 in the hole to $40 profit. 
All was done simply by weighing the feed 
and milk of each cow and, in turn, adjusting 
the feed to one pound for each four pounds 
of milk produced. 

No matter where you start—whether it is 
with top-quality feed, high milk producers, 
or the best culling and replacement program 
you can come up with, eventually you will 
come back to feeding according to milk flow 
as the first step in a profitable program. 

“And for a good reason,” explained County 
Agent F. K. Agee. “Feeding according to 
milk flow is necessary before the dairyman 
can know the exact amount of feed his ani- 
mals need to produce milk profitably, which 
animals will turn feed into milk instead of 

_ excess body fat, and which ones to cull ac- 
cording to production.” 

Therefore, Agee is convinced that the av- 
erage dairyman just getting into the business 
or one who isn’t showing proper returns 
should consider (1) feeding according to milk 
flow, (2) a good supply of tender grazing 
crops planted at the right time of the year, 
and (3) milk production per cow. 

Agee said that about eight million of the 
nation’s 24 million milk cows do not make 
money. He went on to say that owners of 
these eight million must think they are profit- 
able producers, or they wouldn’t keep them. 

Weigh-A-Day-A-Month records on grade- 
A and manufacturing milk herds show that 
practically every dairyman in Limestone 
County was giving his cows too much feed for 
the amount of milk he was getting in return. 
Some dairymen were reinvesting in feed as 
much as 96 percent of their total milk check. 

Typical is the record on D, C. Smith’s 40- 
cow herd. The feed co 
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year was $1,031, and his net milk profit above 
feed cost was $267. In February the feed 
cost was $979, with a net return of $88. Be- 
ginning with March, Smith adjusted his feed- 
ing program to the amount of milk each cow 
was giving. Using the WADAM method, he 
weighed each cow’s milk and fed her one 
pound of feed for each four pounds of milk 
she averaged giving during a day. His March 
feed costs dropped and net return soared up- 
ward. Feed bills totaled $307, with a net 
milk profit above feed cost of $759. 

J. C. Lovell thought he was doing all right 
with his small herd until he started weighing 
the milk and feed last March. Again the 
record told the story. His March feed bill 
was $119. But the thing that really put 
Lovell to thinking was the fact that he had 
actually lost money! After deducting feed 
costs he found himself $83 in the red. In 
April, after switching to Weigh-A-Day-A- 
Month, he threw away the red ink and show- 
ed a profit of $40 above a feed cost of $47. 

One herd producing milk for manufactur- 
ing purposes was paying the owner only $3.50 
net profit per cow. Then the milkers were 
put on the WADAM program, with each cow 
receiving feed according to her production; 
the net profit per cow jumped to $18.65. 

Still another—and this one a tenant farm- 
er—is happy with what the WADAM pro- 
gram did for him and his landlord. March 
records showed $682 went into feed, and the 
net herd return was $620. This is a 52 per- 
cent investment in feed. April records, tak- 
en after the cows were put on the program, 


-Showed a feed cost of $348. Net herd return 


was $1,210, and the percentage invested in 
feed was only 22 percent. 

Careful studies of these records led Agee 
to say, “If your herd is average, one-third 
of your cows are unprofitable. But you can’t 
be sure which are the ones unless you follow 
a sound testing and record-keeping program. 

“Generally, we find that owners of only 
four or five cows are dropping out of the 
milk production business. Records kept on 
herds throughout the county prove that herds 
of 10 cows or more are the profitable ones— 
that is, if they are being properly fed. 


Recard as Guide 


‘However, proper feeding covers a large 
area,” remarked the agent. “The rule is to 
feed one pound of dry feed for each four 
pounds of milk a cow gives during the day, 
providing she is on good grazing, and one 
pound to each three pounds of milk if she is 
not. 

“Take J. T. Blackshear, a retired school 
teacher, for an example. He planted five 
acres of Starr millet last April for his 10 cows. 
The animals were taken off permanent pas- 
ture of sericea, rescue, Kobe lespedeza, and 
clover and turned into the succulent millet 
about May. Milk production jumped 33 per- 
cent, and at the same time feed costs were 
reduced.” 

Agee pointed out that the records have 
proved temporary grazing crops are extreme- 
ly valuable to profitable milk production. A 
good supply of tender grazing crops planted 
at the right time of year means that tempo- 
rary crops should be planted early enough 
to prevent the normal June slump in produc- 
tion. Permanent pastures in his county, after 
all the winter and spring rains this year, play- 
ed out by early June. Therefore, those who 
had temporary grazing crops coming in by 
June showed an increase in production. 

“As for production, you don’t have to wait 
all year to locate the money losers in your 
herd. The average cow gives half of her 10- 
month production during the first four 
months of her lactation period,” pointed out 
Agee, “Culling ‘loafers’ increases net profits 
rapidly, and there’s no better culling system 
than that of weighing and feeding according 
to milk flow.” 

Going back to Smith’s herd—eight animals 
were culled during the first year Smith kept 
records on the herd. And he got more milk 
and profit from the 32 than he was getting 
from the 40. 

Summing it up, Agee said, “On 16 top 
grade-A dairies, income has been increased 
$45,000 the first year in the program. Figures 
are not complete on herds producing manu- 
facturing milk. But we have learned these 
things about all dairymen on the program: 
(1) Hay crushing has been stopped. (2) 
Dairymen find it more profitable to feed 
good-quality hay loose or in pads. There- 
fore, those on the program are saving be- 
tween 15 and 20 thousand dollars a year on 
hay crushing alone. 


The Weigh-A-Day-A-Month method of feeding cows caught on like wildfire 
in Limestone County since ‘its initiation just over a year ago. Says County Agent 
F. K. Agee, “The Freeman Brothers out on Athens Rt. 3 were the first to try 
the program. During the next month six more joined in, and from there partici- 
pation skyrocketed.” Above Agee (left) talks with Reuben Freeman concerning 
the value of the program. Reuben says this system certainly lets one know exactly 


where he is in the dairy business.

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Irrigated Truck Crops an 
Make Good Combinationon

NE thing is certain; there won’t be a 

shortage of chicken, beans or tomatoes 
on tables of the families on the Gilliland farm 
in Etowah County this year. 


Brothers Banks and Mitchell Gilliland and 
their brother-in-law, Pascal Terrell, have 
houses to grow 117,000 broilers at a time, 
100 acres in tomatoes, around 100 acres in 
pole beans, 20 acres in bell peppers, and 25 
acres in pimento peppers. 


“This may not be the biggest truck crop 
and broiler operation in the state,’’ comment- 
ed County Agent T. L. Sanderson, “but it’s a 
mighty big one for Etowah County.” 


In all, the Gilliland farm includes 1,700 
acres of land with some 600 acres open. The 
three families have more-or-less separate op- 
erations, according to Sanderson, but they all 
work mighty close together, he said. 


Terrell has been in the broiler business for 
eight years and Mitchell Gilliland seven years 
while Banks Gilliland is the newcomer, hav- 
ing built two 15,000 capacity houses this 


year. Terrell has houses with a total of 37,-. 


000 birds, Mitchell 50,000 and Banks 30,000. 

Although Banks was the last one to go in- 
to the broiler business, he has been raising 
pole beans for 18 years. And he has been 
irrigating the bean, tomato, and pepper crops 
for the last six years. “I wouldn’t be a farmer 
if I didn’t have my irrigation system,” Gilli- 
land declared. 
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MAKES OWN RAIN 
—Banks and Mitchell Gil- 
liland and their brother- 
in-law, Pascal Terrell, are 
set up to irrigate all their 
truck crops as the need 
arises. Three irrigation 
systems with 4,500 feet 
of six-inch main lines fit 
their operation fairly 
well. And they have 
eight farm ponds to fur- 
nish the water. At left 
Banks (left) and Mitchell 
Gilliland check one of the 
power plants of the sys- 
tem. 


The Altoona Rt. 1 farmer explained that 
there are three irrigation systems on the 
place with 4,500 feet of six-inch main lines. 
To provide water there are eight ponds which 
cover around 80 acres of land and have an 
average depth of six feet. 

Going back to the start, Gilliland explain- 
ed that the beans and tomatoes were planted 
during the last of April after 1000 pounds 
of 4-12-12 per acre was applied. And all of 
the land for the row crops was fumigated. 
The fumigant was mixed in the fertilizer, 
Gilliland said. Next 300 pounds of sulfate 
of ammonia per acre was applied, followed 
by 300 pounds of liquid nitrogen applied 
through the irrigation systems. 

Soil treatment and fertilization for the to- 
matoes was about the same as for the beans, 
Gilliland pointed out, with the tomatoes be- 
ing planted about a week before the beans. 

Gilliland said the crops are irrigated about 
every six or seven days until the picking sea- 
son stops. And the picking period usually 
lasts from a month to six weeks, depending 
upon the crop and the market. ‘Sometimes 
the market is not high enough to pay for 
harvesting the crop,” Agent Sanderson stat- 
ed. 

“All of these vegetables and chickens are 
fine on the table,’’ Sanderson laughed, “but 
you need some beef occasionally. And Pas- 
cal has taken care of that with a herd of 50 
purebred Herefords.”

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Improve Pine Stands -

HARCOAL production in Alabama has 

had its ups and downs, but with increas- 

ed interest in its use for barbecue pits and 

other outdoor cooking units, it seems to be 
here to stay. 


According to a recent survey, charcoal pro- 
duction in Alabama is only one-fifth of the 
amount consumed here. In fact, figures show 
that we are producing only about 2500 tons 
each year and using more than 10,000 tons. 


With this picture of short supply and huge 
demand, N. T. Gilbreath of DeKalb County 
decided to take advantage of the good mar- 
ket. A few years ago he set up a charcoal 
plant to market hardwood trees from his 430- 
acre pine stand. He figured that selling 
the product would be no problem and returns 
would pay for labor used to remove the cull 
‘hardwoods. “I can produce about a ton of 
charcoal per week,” declared Gilbreath, “and 
that amount more than pays for the labor it 
takes to get rid of the hardwoods.” 

Telling Assistant County Agent Carl] Park- 
er about his charcoal production equipment, 
‘the Wilks community farmer explained. that 
the kilns were patterned aftér an Auburn 
blueprint with a few changes to permit use 
of materials already on hand. Instead of 
using a round, seven-and-a-half-foot diameter 
drum, the Valley Head farmer constructed 
a sheet metal kiln that is seven feet square at 
the base. The pyramid-like structure tapers 
to five feet in diameter at the flange, or hip, 
where the roof begins. The roof is also sheet 
metal and tapers slightly upward to an eight- 
inch square hole in the center where the 
chimney is welded on. Total construction of

and weighing equipment. 


Charcoal Hardwoods 


the farmer’s two kilns came to $330. 


Since the charcoal must be protected from 
rain, Gilbreath built a storage house, using 
storm-damaged lumber and roofing picked 
up around the farm. Inside the house, two 


one-ton capacity bins were installed to hold 


the finished product until it could be weigh- 
ed and packaged for shipment. 


After the storage house was completed, the 
Unit Test demonstrator decided that time and 
labor could be saved by installing a conveyor 
from the plant to the storage house. Still us- 
ing second-hand lumber, Gilbreath bought a 
conveyor chain and built the unit. In all, the 
conveyor system and the storage house cost 
about $300. 


With this convenient setup, one man can 
operate the unit where wood is available 
nearby. Cull timber is cut into four-foot 
lengths and placed on end around pine knots 
or other ignitable material inside the kiln. 
Kilns are then lowered in place and materials 
fired through the chimney. After the char- 
ring process, which takes between 12 and 20 
hours, the material is allowed to cool. The 
total process takes about 48 hours. While 
this is going on, the operator can be bagging 
the finished product from previous firings. 

The only hitch in charcoal production, not- 
ed Gilbreath, is keeping a supply of wood on 
hand. However, this is done with farm labor 
when weather will not permit work in fields. 

In all, the DeKalb County farmer improves 
between 10 and 12 acres of woodland each 
year and utilizes the cull wood for charcoal. 
This leaves his stand of pines in a much bet- 
ter condition to produce desirable timber. At 
the same time, the charcoal operation pays 
for all the timber stand improvements. 


Food / 
Thought 


HAT do you know about hogs? There’s 

one thing for certain—if you plan to 
make a profit with these easily overheated 
animals, you will have to keep them cool. 


G. B. Phillips, our Extension hog produc- 
tion specialist, has told me that the hotter 
your hogs get, the more money you will lose. 
Now, that’s really something to think about, 
with all this hot weather creeping in on you. 
Anyway, the hog expert reached back and 
got some experimental data to back up his 
words. And here’s what it said. 


When your hogs get hot, maybe none of 
them will die, but you lose money. The big- 
ger the hog, the more money you lose. 

Hogs do better when the weather is not 
cooler than 60 degrees or warmer than 70 
degrees, according to experiments. Fatten- 
ing hogs gained the most weight when the 
temperature was kept at 70. They needed 
250 pounds of feed to put on 100 pounds of 
weight at that temperature. At 90 degrees, 
450 pounds of feed was required; at 100 de- 


_ grees, the heavier hogs lost weight; and at 


110 degrees, the lighter ones lost weight no 
matter how much feed they ate. So, if you 
ee to make some cold cash, keep your hogs 
cool, 


Some farmers have rigged sprinkler sys- 
tems to wet their hogs down ever so often. 
Some sort of inexpensive shade, such as bush 
arbors, will help. And, of course, the animals 
should have all the fresh, cool drinking water 
they want. Just keep in mind that this is 
one project you can’t sweat the profits from. 

SAY—have you made any wooden nickles 
lately? Look around you at the wood-using 
industries. You’ll be surprised at the num- 
ber of your neighbors employed part-time at 
peckerwood sawmills, veneer plants, chair 
factories, and other such plants, as well as 
those who are cutting pulpwood and working 
as loggers. 

Ole Smokey—that’s Extension Forester Ike 
Martin—says, “These nickles add up to dol- 
lars that contribute a sizable portion to many 
family incomes. But this extra money can 
be cut awfully short if Mr. Firebug is allow- 
ed to satisfy his hunger on our timber land. 
Don’t give him a chance—PREVENT FOR- 
EST FIRES.” 

YOU can still ship soil samples to the soil 
testing laboratory in Auburn, despite the im- 
ported fire ant quarantine. API Extension 
Entomologist W. A. Ruffin says that counties 
under the quarantine must fumigate samples 
before shipping them by common carrier. 
However, he says an Extension worker or any 
other person coming directly to Auburn from 
a county under quarantine can bring samples 
which have not been fumigated. 


B. P. Livingston of the State Department 
of Agriculture has capsules containing methyl 
bromide that are suitable for fumigating soil. 
He will gladly supply any county agent with 
these capsules without charge. 

Here’s how to fumigate. Place unsealed 
samples in a large garbage can or similar 
container and place one capsule in the can. 
Put the top on the can and leave for 24 to 
48 hours. This should be done in a well vent- 
ilated area; under no condition should it be 
done in the office or any other room. After 
the soil samples have been properly exposed 
to the fumigant, they can be removed, sealed, 
and transported by any common carrier to 
the soil testing laboratory.

Every 
year hundreds of farm men, women, and 
children are killed or crippled right on their 
own farms. All of these are called accidents, 
but most of them belong under the heading 
of carelessness. 

Practically every farm accident is the re- 
sult of somebody’s carelessness. When a 
neighbor falls through a loose, open-board 
floor of a hayloft, it is the result of some- 
body’s carelessness—the person who laid the 
floor knew it was a death trap. The farmer 
gored by a bull is very conscious of the fact 
that thousands lose their lives each year sim- 
ply by trusting a bull. The friend who loses 
a hand reaching into a running machine— 
while a safety warning in big letters is right 
before his eyes—can charge the agony, re- 
morse, and hardship to his own carelessness. 

The accident rate is much lower in many 
great industries than on farms, because safe- 
ty is taught and safety rules are rigidly en- 
forced. The result—accidents are practical- 
ly unknown in many factories. 

On the farm nothing much is said or done 
about safety. The result—broken arms, crip- 
pled workmen, and, in many cases, heart- 
breaking funerals. 

What are the hazards responsible for most 
farm accidents? 

Studies show that the exact order varies 
from year to year; nevertheless, there are 
only 12 types of accidents that account for 
over 90 percent of all deaths and serious in- 
juries to farm people. They are (1) falls, 

(2) burns, (3) machinery, (4) animals, (5) 
firearms, (6) automobiles, (7) excessive 
heat, (8) lighting, (9) mechanical suffoca- 
tion, (10) falling trees, (11) drowning, and 
(12) poisoning. More than one-half of all 
fatal farm accidents are caused by machin- 
ery, while over one-half of all fatal farm 
home accidents are due to falls and burns. 

Here’s a recommendation for daily empha- 
sis. Make every week a safety week, every 
day a safety day, and work at safety every 
waking hour from Sunday morning through 
Saturday night. 

SUNDAY—Respect Life: Because safety 
is in part a moral issue, religious leaders are 
urged to make it a part of their sermons and 
the subject of Sunday School talks. 


MONDAY—Home: Neat and orderly farm 
homes are safer homes. Have a place for 
everything. Eliminate unsafe practices. 
Check electric and heating systems. 

TUESDA Y—Livestock: Farm animals ac- 
count for many accidents. Check and repair 
livestock equipment. Keep children away 





from animals at all times. 

WEDNESDA Y—Falls: Plan activities so 
there is no need for hurry. Hurry causes ac- 
cidents. Repair or discard broken, unsafe 
ladders. Place guards on hazardous places. 

THURSDAY—Highway Traffic: Courtesy 
is one key to traffic safety. Practice safe 
driving and walking on roadways. Remove 
trees, weeds, and shrubs at farm entrances 
to improve visibility. 

FRIDAY—Farm Machinery: Make sure all 
farm equipment is in safe operating condi- 
tion. Keep guards and safety devices in 
place. Always stop machines before ser- 
vicing or adjusting them. 

SATURDAY—Review Day: Review local 
accident prevention achievements. Plan for 
a year-long campaign against hazards. Check 
on farm and home hazards that might have 
been overlooked during the week.

Performance Testing Will Tell

fOUNTY Agent Clint Johns is, in his own 

words, “just plain excited’ about the 
beef cattle improvement program as the key 
to better production in Jefferson County. He 
is convinced that the program, based on per- 
formance testing, will result in better qual- 
ity herds—herds that will pay higher returns 
for good feeding and management. . 


“All too often,’ says Johns, ‘‘cattlemen 
count on grazing, supplemental feeding, con- 
trol of parasites, and other fine practices to 
make them a profit from animals that simply 
weren’t born with the ability to make eco- 
nomical gains. And that’s a losing game, 

much like throwing good 
money after bad. 

“Only when a farmer has 
good cattle on which to use 
good practices can he expect 
good profits.” 

Johns warns southern cat- 
tlemen to face up to the ab- 
solute necessity of improv- 
ing the quality of their 
herds. Competition from 
other areas of the U. S. is 
getting tougher all the time. 
These areas are concentrating on quality— 
and have been doing so for'‘a long time. The 
South has been concentrating on numbers— 
at too great a sacrifice of quality. 

“The time has never been better for us to 
get our minds and efforts on better cattle,” 
emphasizes Johns. ‘‘And performance test- 
ing is a ‘natural’ for us. 

“Here in Jefferson County we began the 
program several months ago—and the re- 
sponse of cattlemen has been excellent. Our 
first step was to explain the whys and hows 
of testing. Briefly, these are: 

“1, Cattle pass on to offsprings certain 
characteristics which they themselves have. 
Rate of gain, weaning weight, conformation 
(or type), and milking ability are four such 
heritable traits. 

“2. <A cattleman wants to produce calves 
that gain rapidly, are of good type, and, in 
the case of herd replacement heifers, give lots 
of milk. Such calves come only from dams 
and sires having these traits. 

“8. Performance testing reveals which 
cows have the desired traits. This is done by 
testing each cow’s offspring; if the calf of a 
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¢ertain cow has the desired traits, it means 
that the dam and sire had them—and are ani- 
mals that produce money-making offsprings. 
If the calf tests poor, it means the dam is un- 
satisfactory and should be culled from the 
herd. If most of the inferior calves were sir- 
ed by the same bull, chances are that the bull 
is to blame for the poor offsprings. In such 
case, the cattleman must cull the bull and 
get one that has been proved superior; other- 
wise, continued production testing of the 
herd will have little value. 

“4. To set up for performance testing, 
each brood cow is identified by number with 
ear tattoo, neck chain, or branding. The calf 
she drops is likewise identified. The calf 
is weighed at or near weaning time. By 
using a conversion table, the owner and coun- 
ty agent calculate what the calf will weigh 
when 240 days old (usual weaning age). Al- 
so at weighing time the calf is scored for 
type. 

“5. When all calves in the herd are simi- 
larly tested, the results will show which cows 
dropped the heaviest weaning calves. (In one 
herd on the Jefferson County program, wean- 
ing weights varied from 310 to 625 pounds!) 
The best cows—and their heifer calves—are 
kept in the herd; poor-doing cows are culled 
as rapidly as practicable. 

“6. Over a period of several years, the 
weaning weight average in the herds of Jef- 
ferson County could be raised by 50 pounds 
or more through testing.” 

With the cooperation of the Jeffergon 
County Cattlemen’s Association, the county 
agent’s office bought portable scales for the 
beef cattle improvement program. Charles 
Burns, an assistant county agent, is helping 
with the testing of 12 herds containing about 
650 animals. The program will be expanded 
as more cattlemen see the need for it. 

Interestingly, Johns began the vigorous 
testing program after he and his staff last fall 
made an intensive study of beef cattle pro- 
duction in the county. The survey covered 
operations of 78 cattlemen whose herds total- 
ed 4800 head. By knowing their weak points, 
the cattlemen are in position to move more 
wisely and swiftly toward a better beef pro- 
duction program. 

“‘And of all the changes we need here in 
Jefferson, none is more urgent than produc- 
tion testing,” says Johns. “It’s no cureall, 
but it’s our real starting point for higher beef

CARE OF WOODY ORNAMENTALS. 
Woody ornamental plant beds need thorough 
weekly waterings during hot, dry periods for 
effective growth. Results of Auburn tests 
show that best moisture conditions can be 
maintained easier if a 1- to 2-inch mulch of 
sawdust or similar organic material is used. 
At the end of the first flush of growth in 
spring, an application of two to three pounds 
of 8-8-8 fertilizer per 100 square feet of bed 
area is needed.

FALL PEAS. Several varieties of South- 
ern or table cowpeas have produced well in 
fall after planting in late summer. Varieties 
include Alabunch, Alacrowder, Bluegoose, 
White Seeded Bunch Purple Hull, Dixilee, 
Early Six Weeks Brown Eye, Green Pod 
Brown Crowder, Jackson 21, Early Brown 
Seeded Purple Hull, Giant Blackeye, Knuckle 
Purple Hull, and Mississippi Crowder.

FERTILIZATION FOR FALL CROPS. Soil 
tests have shown wide variations in lime and 
fertilizer needs for fall and winter crops. Sev- 
eral hundred samples from eight Alabama 
counties showed that 74 percent needed an 
even phosphorus-potash fertilizer such as 0- 
14-14, 12 percent needed a high potash grade 
like 0-10-20, and 14 percent needed a high 
phosphorus fertilizer such as 0-16-8. Amount 
needed ranged from 200 to 600 pounds per 
acre. Forty out of 100 samples needed lim- 
ing for all crops and 65 percent needed lime 
for legumes. Only 35 percent did not need 


lime.

FOWL POX PROTECTION. Laying flocks 
can be protected against fowl pox by vac- 
cinating, according to results of Auburn ex- 
periments. Results show that all laying stock 
should be vaccinated at least once, at 12 to 

weeks of age. If natural outbreaks are 
ikely, it is best to vaccinate pullets at two 
to six weeks of age and again about one 
month before they begin to lay.

Report from Washington 





The House of Representatives 
last Wednesday voted to reduce 
President Eisenhower’s foreign aia 
request by $872 million. This re- 
duction has been recommended 
earlier by the House Appropria- 
tions Committee after many weeks 
of exhaustive hearing and careful 
study. As approved by the House, 
the appropriation measure carries 
total funds of approximately $3 
billion. 

The bill must now be considered 
by the Senate where most ob- 
servers believe a portion of the 
House cut will be restored. 


Court Rule Clarified 


Last year the U.S. Supreme 
Court reversed the death penalty 
of a convicted rapist, Andrew Mal- 
lory of Washington, D.C., on the 
grounds that he was held too long 
between the time he was arrested 
and the time he was brought before 
the committing magistrate. Be- 
cause of the delay in arraignment, 
the Supreme Court ruled that the 
full confession Mallory gave police 
has to be disregarded and today 
Mallory walks the streets of Wash- 
ington a free man. 


Many law enforcement problems 
have arisen as a result of the Su- 
preme Court’s decision, and today 
no lower court is certain as to what 
should be the length of time be- 
tween arrest and arraignment. 


Congress began work on legis- 
lation designed to clarify the ruling 
shortly after the Court’s decision 
was handed down. This legislation 
reached the House floor last week 
and was overwhelmingly approved 
on a 294 to 79 vote. 


The House bill provides that a 
confession to police that is “‘other- 
wise admissible” shall not be ex- 
cluded from evidence solely pe- 
cause of a delay in arraignment. 
At the same time, however, it re- 
quires police to warn an arrested 
suspect before questioning that he 
is not required to talk to them ana 


that anything he says can be usea 


against him in court. 


The measure has now been sent 
to the Senate for consideration, 
where a Judiciary Subcommittee 
has already issued a report calling 
for clarification of the Mallory de- 
cision through legislation. Should 
this bill become law before Con- 
gress adjourns, U. S. criminal jus- 
tice will be well served and the 
Supreme Court Justifiably rebukea. 


Other House Bills 


With only one dissenting vote, the 
House voted to continue for three 
years the special school milk pro- 
gram which makes fluid milk avail- 
able at reduced prices to children 
in schools, summer camps, and 
child-care institutions. After pas- 
sage, the bill was referred to the 
President. 

The House also passed and sent 
to the Senate a bill which raises 
from $150 to 250 the maximum 
amount that the Veterans Admin- 
istration is authorized to pay for 
the funeral expenses of a deceasea 
veteran. 


Alaska Statehood 


Of course, the biggest legislative 
news last week centered around 
Senate passage of the bill giving 
statehood to Alaska. By a decisive 
vote of 64 to 20, the Senators voted 
to admit the Territory of Alaska as 
the 49th state after certain prere- 
quisites are met. The same bill, 
approved by the House on May 28, 
will probably be signed by the 
President this week.

Bill In Congress Aims 
At Navigation Plans 
For The Coosa River 


Prospects for the beginning of 
participation by the federal 
government in the program for the 
development of the Alabama-Coosa 
Rivers for navigation received a 
boost last week, with the announce- 
ment by Senator Lister Hill that 
the Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tee, of which he is a member, has 
adopted an amendment proposed 
by the Senator, to include in the 
appropriations bill the sum of 
$150,000.00 to finance the planning 
of the first of three dams to be 
constructed on the Alabama River 


_ and also the sum of 20,000.00 to 


provide for navigation studies on 
the Coosa River. Senator Hill, long 
an advocate of the development 
of these important waterways, 
gave assurance that his best efforts 
will be put forth to obtain Senate 
approval of these funds. If ap- 
proved by both the House and the 
Senate and signed by the President 
then this bill will initiate the long 
awaited commencement o7 a pro- 
gram that will bring low cost 
water transportation to the Ala- 
bama-Coosa Valley. 

Shelby Countians have a parti- 
cular interest in the passage of 
this bill. Over 43, miles of the 
eastern boundry of the County is 
along the banks of the Coosa.

curves, beyond hillcrests, on 
bridges and in shaded spots—and 
drive accordingly.

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Boating Hazards 


Every year in the United States 
there is an increase in the num- 
ber of small boats as well as the 
number of people who go boating. 
Even with this increase of boaters 
the number of people who drown 
has not increased. This definitely 
indicates that the public is more ed- 
ucated to the dangers of smal 
boats now than in the past. How- 
ever there are many lives that 
could be saved each year if more 
education as to the dangers was 
available. 


Water transportation accidents 
take approximately 1,500 lives a 
year in the United States. Small 
boat accidents account for about 
1,200 of these deaths annually or 
about four out of every five fatal 
water transportation accidents oc- 
cur in small boats. 

There is a definite relationship 
to small boat drownings with age 
and sex of the victims, as well as 
seasons of the year. Nearly half ot 
all fatal small boat accidents oc- 
cur in the three months May 
through July, the majority occur- 
ring in May. 

The greatest mortality from 
small boat drownings occur among 
males during adolescence and early 
adult life. The rate being 1.2 per 
100,000 at ages 10-14 to 3.1 per 
100,000 at ages 20-24. The majority 
of these fatal accidents occur in 
motor-driven boats, and largely of 
the outboard type. This does not 
necessarily mean that this type is 
more dangerous but it is by far the 
most common in use. 

According to insurance records 
nearly three-fifths of all the deaths 
in small boat accidents occurred 
among people who were out fish- 
ing. The clearly indicates that 
there should be more caution taken 
among fishermen. 

Insurance data also indicates that 
many lives are lost in small boats 
becuse of such dangerous practices 
as shifting positions, overloading, 
speeding and sharp turning. Many 
of these victims were non-swim- 
mers. 

There are other causes which 
contribute to the causes of acci- 
dents, such as sudden squalls and 
treacherous currents. 

All people going fishing in small 
boats should observe safety mea- 
sures, avoiding speed, do not over- 
load the boat, once seated in the 
boat remain there, know how tu 
swim, always carry adequate life- 
saving equipment, and avoid swift, 
treacherous water. Unless one is an 
expert boatman he should not be 
doing tricks, and turning short with 
the boat, and even then it is a 
dangerous procedure. —John D. 
Rayfield, M.D., County Health Of- 
ficer.

Report from Washington

For the third week in succes- 
sion, the House of Representatives 
has passed legislation designed to 
curb the power of the U.S. Su- 
preme Court. 

Three weeks ago members of the 
House approved a bill providing 
that a criminal confession to pe- 
lice which is ‘otherwise admis- 
sible” cannot be excluded from evi- 
dence solely because of a delay in 
arraignment. In 1957 the Supreme 
Court had reversed the death penal- 
ty of a convicted rapist on the 
grounds that he was held too long 
between arrest and arraignment 
and that, because of the delay, his 
confession had to be disregarded. 

The following week a bill was 
passed by the House which extends 
the government’s loyalty program 
to employees in nonsensitive jobs. 
The Court had ruled in 1956 that 
the security program was appli- 
cable only those workers who 
had access to classified informa- 
tion. 


States Rights Bill 


The third bill was passed by the 
House last week and is an attempt 
to preserve state laws by establish- 
ing a specific rule of interpretation 
of federal acts. 

For almost 120 years, the U.S. 
Supreme Court held that a state 
law was valid as“iong as it was 
not in direct conflict with a federal 
law on the same subject. However, 
since 1941 the Court has made a 
number of decisions in which it 
held that when Congress passes a 
law on any subject it intends that 
all state laws on the same subject 
be superceded — regardless of 
whether or not there is a conflict 
between those laws. 

For instance, in the Alabama 
case of Cloverleaf Butter v. Pat- 
terson, the Court held that because 
Congress has enacted the pure food 
and drug law it had assumed com- 
plete jurisdiction in that field. Thus, 
this ruling prohibited Alabama 
from enforcing one of its health 
laws which required inspection of 
renovated butter to be sold in the 
State. 

The decision which has most ur- 
gently pointed up the need for a 
return to the Court’s original rule 
of interpreting federal laws was 
made in the 1956 case of Pennsyl- 
vanio v. Nelson, The Court ruled 
that Pennsylvvania could not pro- 


secute a communist under its state - 


sedition laws since a federal law— 
the Smith Act—had been passed 
on the same subject. Under this 
decision, the Court made the er- 
roneous assumption that Congress, 
when it passed the Smith Act, was 
unaware that 42 states had sedition 
acts. 

In recent years Congress has leg- 
islated on a multitude of subjects. 
If the Supreme Court continues to 
follow its present doctrine, the 
states will eventually be deprived 
of practically all powers and so- 
vereignty in the enactment and en- 
forcement of laws designed to pro- 
tect the health and welfare of their 
citizens. 

Realizing this danger, I joinec 
with Rep. Howard Smith of Vir- 
ginia on the first day oi the 85th

Congress in introducing identical 
bills designed to modify this doc- 
trine. Last week, the House of 
Representatives passed similar leg- 
islation which will permit concur- 
rent jurisdiction so that state laws 
can be enforced as long as they do 
notdirectly interfere with a federal 
act. 

According to the House bill, the 
Court cannot rule that a state law 
was superseded by a federal law 
on the same subject unless Con- 
gress specified in the law that a 
pre-emption was intended or un- 
less the state statute is in ‘‘direct 
and specific’ conflict with the fed- 
deral law to such a degree that the 
two cannot be reconciled. 

Although the bill was denounced 
by some as a States rights measure 
that might interfere with integra- 
tion, it was approved in the House 
by a vote of 241 to 155. There is 
every indication, however, that the 
measure faces stiff opposition in 
the Senate.

County, co-operator J. H. Edwards 
has just plowed and disced a six 
acre button clover-rescue pasture 
for the first time in several years. 
Each year he makes hundreds of 
bales of high quality hay after 
heavy winter grazing on this field.. 

Near Wilsonville, G. H. Eastis, 
H. S. Kennedy, Homer Jackson, 
and Albert Lokey are co-operators 
using button clover to advantage. 
In one field on the Eastis farm, 
for instance, last winter was the 
fourth volunteer crop of the clo- 
ver from one crop of seed.

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County Highway Progress Report 


The bituminous paving of 14.3 
miles of new county highways was 
completed on Saturday, July_19. 
The location of this work is from 
a point just south of Alabas- 
ter, on US 31 northeasterly via 
Simmsville to the intersection with 
US 280 (Highway 91) near the 
Mountain View Lumber Company. 
A spur was also completed from 
Pelham on US 31 east to the in- 
tersection with the Simmsville 
Highway. The Simmsville High- 
way will be designated as County 
11. The completion of these pro- 
jects effect important links across 
this section of Shelby County. 
Eventually a connecting link will 
be established from Alabaster on 
US 31 northeasterly via US 280- 
State 25 (Vandiver) to US 78 near 
Pell City. Access to the new Shelby 
County Hospital (soon to be con- 
structed) at Alabaster will be 
more easily reached from the US 
280 area. I urge the citizens of our 
county to make the drive through 
this scenic section of the county. 
I feel confident that you will find 
the trip most enjoyable. The moun- 
tains, valleys and verdant hillsides 
are’ very beautiful from the per- 
sistent precipitation. 


In addition to the above, con- 
struction work is consistently un- 
derway to pave approximately 15 
miles of newly constructed other 
highways before October 30, of ‘this 
year. Also 18.5 miles of resur- 
facing (paving) will be accom- 
plished as part of a planned main- 
tenance program. The county 
agreements with the State High- 
way Department and the Bureau 
of Public Roads requires this perio- 
dic maintenance and of course the 
upkeep of our paved highway sys- 
tem is highly desirable. In this 
way we protect the County, State 
and Federal investment that has 
evolved over the past 12 years. A 
lagge county map in my office 
shows the location of all county 
highways that any citizen is wel- 
come to examine. At the end of 
1958 Shelby County will haye 218 
miles of paved highways that were 
non-existent in 1946. Nearly all 
areas of the county are now readily 
accessible. The county still has 
some 500 miles of unpaved rurai 
routes. 

A new 6 span reinforced concrete 
bridge is very near completion over 
Fourmile Creek, 2 miles west’ or 
Wilsonville on the Fourmile road. 
The Fourmile highway is scheduled 
for pavement in 1959. Construction 
of two more reinforced concrete 
structures will commence imme- 
diately on the Calera-Springcreek 
county highway over the north- 
east and southwest portions of Dry 
Creek. The completion of these 
bridges will make a total of 19 new 
reinforced concrete bridges and 
bridge culverts since 1946. Numer- 
ous small concrete culverts and 
pipe installations have been made. 

Plans and surveys are well un- 
derway for construction of 24 miles 
of other county routes under the 
Farm-to-Market program utilizing 
State and Federal funds on a 
matching basis. We sincerely re- 
quest the cooperation of county

Arthur W. Cooper, director, Na- 
tional USDA Tillage Machinery 
Laboratory, Auburn, will bea 
member of a USDA exchange team 
on mechanization of agriculture to 
visit the Soviet 
Union this sum- 
mer. 

This team is 
a part of a dele- 
gation exchange 
plan between the 
United States and 
the Soviet Union 
to provide a gen- 
eral program of 
exchanges in cul- 
tural, _ technical 
and educational 
fields. This will be 
the first USDA-sponsored group to 
have an opportunity to visit Rus- 
sian farms, research stations and 
institutions and learn what agri- 
cultural developments have taken 
place in the U.S.S.R. Russian visi- 
tors to this country will have op- 
portunity for similiar observations. 


The team will observe farm me- 
chanization practices in representa- 
tive type of farming areas. 

Dr. Cooper, a native of Mon- 
tevallo, received his B.S. and M.S. 
degree from Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute and Ph.D degree from 
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Michigan State University. He was 
associated with the API agricul- 
tural engineering department from 
1939-45, with Purdue University, 
1946-49 and with the USDA since 
1949. He was named director of the 
Tillage Machinery Laboratory Feb- 
ruary 1, this year. 

Other members of the six-man 
team are; Walter M. Carleton, as- 
sistant director, agricultural en- 
gineering research division, Agri- 
cultural Research Service; Lloyd 
Hurlbut, head department of agri- 
cultural engineering University of 
Nebraska; Carl Hall, department of 
agricultural engineering, Michigan 
State University; Carl Butler, Avco 
Corporation, Ithaca New York, 
Wayne H. Worthington, director of 
research, John Deere Research 
Development Center, Waterloo,

The team will leave the United 
States on August 18 and spend one 
month in Russia. 


On the return of the team to 
England, they will be joined by Dr.

‘Will Visit Russia 


On Education Tour 


Dr. Katherine Vickery, chairman 
of Alabama College’s psychology 
department; is one of 75 educators 
who will tour Russia this summer 
with the Comparative Education 
Society. 

Dr. Vickery is the only person 
from Alabama making the trip. 

The educators will meet in New 
York August 16: to start their trip 
which will take them to four ma 
jor Russian cities, Moscow, Lenin- 
grad, Kiev, and Tashkent. 

The group, made up mostly of 
Americans, includes delegates from 
England, Canada, and Puerto Rico. 
They represent the entire educa- 
tional system from first grade 
teachers to college presidents. 

They will arrive in Moscow at 
4 p.m. August 18. ‘In Moscow we 
hope to visit Tolstoy’s homes and 
the University of Moscow, and we 
will be at the American Embassy 
on two occasions,’’ Dr. Vickery 
said. 

“As a psychologist, I hope to see 
Pavlov’s laboratory in Leningrad 
where he did all the work on condi- 
tioned reflex,’’ she said. 

Members of the society making 
the trip will get a general picture 
of the Russian educational system. 
They plan to visit and observe all 
types of Soviet schools in session. 


Listed on the itinerary are visits 
to nursery schools, kindergartens, 
boarding schools, technical schools, 
10 year schools, universities, and 
academies of pedagogical sciences. 


Dr. W. W. Brickman of Colum- 
bia University and General Reid of 
Kent University will direct the 
group. A summary conference will 
be conducted at the American Em- 
bassy in Moscow Sept. 18. 


This conference will follow a clos- 
ing conference between the dele- 
gates and top Soviet educators. 


Dr. Vickery said she would also 
study the Russian method of deai- 
ing with exceptional children, if 
possible. 

On a trip to Europe in 1956 with 
the Comparative Education So- 
ciety, Dr. Vickery made a study ot 
the European answer to the pro- 
blem of dealing with exceptional 
children. 

“The European countries are 
much more interested in the gift- 
ed child than they are in the re- 
tarded child,” she said. ‘They do 
comparatively little to what we do 
for the retarded child.” 

“They single out the gifted child 
in the upper elementary grades and 
train him extensively from that 
time on,”’ she said. 

Dr. Vickery will be an official 
delegate of Alabama College tor 
the tour of Russia. 

“A group of Russians will make 
a similar trip tc the United States 
this fall,” Dr. Vickery said. ‘They 
will visit New York, Washington, 
Cleveland, and Nashville,” she 
said. 

Dr. Vickery said that there is 
a possibility that some of the 
Russians Will visit in Alabama dur- 
ing their trip to the United States.

What does the word “cholesterol” mean to you? No doubt you have 
read about it in relation to heart disease. Everybody has cholesterol 
‘in his body. What happens to it is the important question. Cholesterol 
is believed by many physicians to contribute to a disease of the arter- 
| ies, including the arteries of the heart, called atherosclerosis but pop- 


jularly known as “hardening of 
ithe arteries.” 

Cholesterol] is a fatty-like sub- 
stance that is made in the liver. 


‘It is a naturally occurring com- 
| ponent of the blood and tissues of 


all animals and it performs many 
vital functions. The amount of 
cholesterol in the food you eat 
may vary widely. It is generally 
believed, however, that only when 
the body fails to utilize choles- 


|terol properly that excessive 


amounts are deposited in arterial 
walls, thereby forming “plaques” 
or obstructions that can impede 
the flow of blood. These obstruc- 
tions may lead to a heart attack. 

Americans have one of the 
highest fat diets in the world. 
The kind as well as the amount 
of fat eaten is related to the 
cholesterol blood level. In general 
there are two kinds of fats: satu- 
rated or solid fats, such as butter, 
beef fat, lard and margarine; 
and unsaturated or liquid fats, 
such as corn oil, soybean oil, pea- 
nut oil and (fish) oil. 

Many experiments have shown 
that saturated fats tend to raise 
blood cholesterol, while unsatu- 
rated fats tend to lower it. The 
unsaturated fatty acids, such as 
linoleic acid, are believed to have 
a cholesterol-lowering effect in 


the body. 


What does this mean to you? 
By itself a high level of choles- 
terol in your blood does not mean 
that you have atherosclerosis, 
nor does it mean that you are go- 
ing to have a heart attack. The 
use and interpretation of this 
test lies in your doctor’s hands. 


His judgment will be based on 
many other things which when 
added up will tell him whether 
or not you should restrict your 
intake of saturated fats. If you 
are overweight your doctor will 
probably recommend that you 
also slim down. 

_ These measures are preventive 
and if instituted early can help 
reduce your chances of having a 
serious heart attack. 

There are still honest differ- 
ences of opinion among medical 
men about this entire question of 
cholesterol and its relationship 
to atherosclerosis. Many ques- 
tions on this problem are still un- 
answered. But there seems to be 
general agreement that, based on 

resent knowledge, one of the 

baat procedures for combating 
the condition is control of the 
diet.

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Dear Editor, 


I should like to call tHe atten- 
tion of our community to a problem 
which has, happily, a rather simple 
solution. The law of Alabama 
states that no person shall operate 
a motor vehicle on the streets or 
highways of the state without an 
operator’s license. In our com- 
munity, some of us who hate to 
deny our children all the pleasures 
of a good life, have in fact en- 
couraged them to violate this law. 


The issue is not whether Johnny 
can or cannot drive such and such 
a particular vehicle safely. Any 
law must specify some restrictions, 
and these restrictions are those, 
which in the best judgment of the 
lawmakers, are reasonable and ef- 
fective. I am certain that there are 
many youngsters who are more 
responsible and skilled that any 
number of older drivers. I repeat 
that this is not the issue. 

One other aspect of this matter 
deserves attention. Most parents 
do not have the money to take care 
of extensive expenses that may be 
incurred by their children’s ac- 
cidents. We protect ourselves (and 
any unfortunate victim) when we 
drive our cars, by liability insur- 
ance. I do not believe that any in- 
surance company would accept the 
responsibility for the damage done 
by an unlicensed driver who is, 
in fact, committing an illegal act. 

Perhaps the best thing that a 
responsible parent can do in this 
situation is to encourage and, in 
fact, demand of his children the 
same kind of respect for law which 
is the basis of our democratic way 
of life.

Report from Washington 





With a mid-August adjournment 
date as its goal, Congress worked 
last week at an accelerated pace. 

In both the House and Senate, 
quick approval was given to a 
compromise defense reorganization 


bill which is designed to simpli- 
fy and modernize the compli- 
cated framework of the Depart- 
ment of Defense. In addition to 
providing a more clear-cut ‘‘chain 
of command’? among the various 
military services, the measure ex- 
pands thte authority of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. It also creates a 
new post of Director of Research 
and Engineering in an effort to 
coordinate the research programs 
being carried on by the armed 
forces. Among the other provisions 
aimed at coordinating the services 
is a clause of the bill which autho- 
rizes the use of a single agency for 
supplies and services needed by 
more than one military depart- 
ment. 

Although the President request- 
ed that the bill include authority 
for the Secretary of Defense to 
transfer or abolish the present mili- 
tary roles of the services, Congress 
votes to retain this power for it- 
self. Also, the President was un- 
able to convince Congress that :t 
should eliminate from the bill a 
provision which allows the chief 
or secretary of a military depart- 
ment to go directly to Congress 
to present defense recommenda- 
tions which may not coincide with 
those of the Commander-in-Chief. 


Military Funds 


Members of the House also ap- 
proved last week a billion-dollar 
military construction appropriation 
for fiscal year 1959. The amount 
approved was about $500 million 
less than the President requested. 
Of the total appropriation, approxi- 
mately $14 million is designated for 
construction at several military 
installations in Alabama, with the 


largest share—9.5 million—going to’ 


Redstone Arsenal. 
Warrior Lock and Dam 


Dedication ceremonies for the 
new Warrior Lock and Dam have 
been set for Thursday, October 16. 
Located in my home county of 
Hale, this modern navigation struc- 
ture replaces two antiquated locks 
and dams on the Warrior River. 
A vital link in the Warrior-Tom- 
bigbee Waterway, it has been built 
over a period of four years at a 
cost of approximately $14 million.

A NEW AND GROWING BUSINESS 
FOR SHELBY COUNTY AND 


Kenneth Peters, Secretary CENTRAL ALABAMA 
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On July 22, 1958, at 2 p.m. a 
public hearing was held at the 
county Courthouse to discuss the 
economic effects of Projects 
]-65-2(6) and I-65-2(8) on the com- 
munities in Shelby County through 
which they pass. These projects 
are part of the National System of 
Interstate and Defense Highways. 
The two projects referred to are, 
respectively: from the Chilton 
County line to a point near 
Dargin west of present U.S. 31 
and from the point near Dargin 
to a point approximately one mile 
south of Alabaster. A later pro- 
ject from Alabaster north to a 
point approximately 2 miles North 
of Pelham will follow at a later 
date. 


Mr. W. P. DeJarnette, Division 
Engineer, State Highway Depart- 
ment, conductted the public hear- 
ing. Mr. DeJarnette broadly ex- 
plained the National System and its 
economic and utility effects lo- 
cally as well as nationally. The pro- 
ceedings and testimony were tape 
recorded for submission to the 
Bureau of Public Roads to comply 
with the law as passed by Con- 
gress relative to this type con- 
struction. Thirty-eight county citi- 
zens and property owners attend- 
ed the hearing. Maps showing the 
location of the Interstate High- 
way through Shelby County were 
used in the discussions. These 
maps are on display in the office 
of the County Engineer, Colum- 
biana, for those citizens desiring 
to see them. Many questions were 
asked and were expertly answered 
by Mr. DeJarnette. Property own- 
ers were assured of fair and equit- 
able treatment in negotiations for 
right-of-way. Generally speaking, 
the right-of-way requirement will 
be 300 lineal feet or 150 feet each 
side of centerline. Interchange lo- 
cations will entail much more 
space. There will be approximately 
20 miles of Interstate’ Highways 
constructed in Shelby County at 
a cost of some 10 million dollars. 
By law, 90% of this cost will be 
borne by the Federal Govern 
ment and 10% by the State. 
The engineering and administra- 
tion of these routes will be by the 
Alabama State Highway Depart- 
ment. The Interstate Highway Sys- 
tem will be Limited Access, that 
is, there will be no driveways or 
business establishments opening 
onto or on these highways. From 
past experience it has been found 
that this type highway does not 
economically affect business in 
the towns and cites they by-pass. 
Present U.S. 31 will still remain

as we now use it as an access high- 
way except for a portion north 
of Pelham. Most likely the right- 
of-way will be under fence. 


A third project from approxi- 
mately one mile south of Alabaster 
to a point merging with present 
U.S. 31, approximately 2 miles 
north of Pelham, will be construct- 
ed concurrently or soon after the 
first two sections. The State High- 
way Department plans to use pre- 
sent U. S. 31 from the point 2 
miles north of Pelham northerly 
for some period of time. Along 
the 20 miles of Interstate High- 
way in Shelby County will be lo- 
cated four interchanges as follows: 
Approximately one mile east of 
Calera (Diamond Type _inter- 
change); approximately one mile 
south of Alabaster (Diamond Type 
interchange); approximately 2 mile 
north of Pelham at the point ot 
inerger with present U.S. 31 (Par- 
tial Cloverleaf Type interchange); 
at point of intersection with the 
Cahaba Valley County Highway 27 
(Partial Cloverleaf Type intersec- 
tion). Motorists will secure ser- 
vices at these interchanges such as 
service stations, restaurants, mo- 
tels, etc. Based on past experi- 
ence it is expected that small com- 
munities will flourish on all sides 
of these interchanges. Since these 
are Interstate Highways (Limited 
Access) services can be obtained 
only at these points mentioned. 


The immensity of these -Inter- 
state Highways can be realized 
when a motorist can gain access 
to the Interstate Highway at Ala- 
baster and travel to Los Angles 
to Seattle to Chicago and back to 
Alabaster without a red light or 
danger of accident from intersec- 
ting roads. Only for services would 
the motorist need to leave the 
Interstate Highway. Should hostili- 
ties occur in the future the internal 
defense of our country would be 
greatly enhanced. There will be ap- 
promimately 41,000 miles of these 
highways nationally, connecting the 
principal cities of our nation. Of the 
41,000 miles, the State of Alabama 
will get 900 miles at an estimated 
cost of over 500 million dollars. 
Construction schedules plan for 
completion by 1970. The design will 
be of very high standard and will 
be multi-lane. In many instances 
the highway will be elevated 
across cities with multi-elevation 
structures to accommodate other 
city routes or streets. Urban con- 
struction will entail great expense 
due to high property values. The 
traffic accommodated by these 
multi-land highways will be in ex- 
cess of 20,000 vehicles per day.

Brother of W. J. Bailey is Honored 


For Achievements 


Auburn, Ala.—R. Y. “‘Dick’’ Bai- 
ley, nationally prominent soil con- 
servationist, was honored last night 
at a recognition dinner on his 
retirement after 40 years of pro- 
fessional work in agriculture. Many 
of those attending the dinner, held 
at the Pitts Hotel here in Auburn, 
were employed by him and were 
closely associated with him in soil 
and water conservation work for 
more than 20 years. 


Bailey started his career im- 
mediately upon receiving his B.S. 
degree in Agriculture from Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute in June 
1916. His first work was in citrus 
canker, control in Mobile County, 
Alabama. 


His agricultural career was in- 
terrupted by World War I. During 
this war he served in the United 
State Army from September 1917 
to July 1919. As a part of his Army 
service with the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces, after hostilities 
ceased, he served as an instructor 
in agronomy at the AEF Univer- 
sity, Beauné, France, from April 
to June 1919. After being dis- 
charged from the Army he instruct- 
ed disabled veterans for almost 
three years. 


During his agricultural career, 
Bailey worked with the Alabama 
Extension Service for more than 
five years as County Agent in 
south Marengo, Tallapoosa, and 
Randolph Counties. He _ served 
seven years as a member of the 
Alabama Agricultural Experiment 
Station staff. From 1927 to 1934 
he was Assistant Agronomist in 
charge of the field experiments on 
the main experiment station at 
Auburn. 


In 1934, Bailey left the Experi- 
ment Station to organize and start 
the first federally financed soil 
conservation work in Alabama. In 
1936 he became the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service’s Regional Agronomist 
for the Southeast. He served in that

capacity with distinction until July 
1, 1950. His work in agronomy with 
the Service attracted nation-wide 
attention. He was recognized as an 
authority in the field of agronomy 
in soil and water conservation. 


Since July 1, 1950, Bailey has 
served as Research Liaison Re- 
presentative for the Southeast for 
the Soil Conservation Service and 
the Agricultural Research Service. 


Bailey is a past president and a 
Fellow of the Soil Conservation So- 
ciety of America, and a Fellow in 
the American Society of Agronomy. 
He was a charter member of the 
Auburn Chapter of the National 
Honor Society of Agriculture — 
Gamma Sigma Delta. He is the 
author of numerous bulletins and 
articles on agronomy in the South. 
He was recognized as the ‘‘Man 
of the Year in Service to Alabama 
Agriculture” by the Progressive 
Farmer in 1941. He was given the 
Superior Service Award by the 
Secretary of Agriculture in 1947.

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Dr. Madie Ward Barrett, a 
former resident of Montevallo, 
daughter of Mrs. J. S. Ward, and 
an alumna of Alabama College, 
was honored by being selected as 
one of the thirty teachers of the 


‘French language in the United 


States to study in France for ten 
weeks this summer. First the group 
will study at the Sorbonne for 
seven weeks, then go to another 


university in ‘the south of France. 
Mrs. Barrett has chosen Nice for 
the last two weeks. 

The group sailed on the ‘United 
States” June 27, after a day at the 
Sheraton-McAlpine where they met 
a member of the State Department, 
a member of the Fulbright Com- 
mission and the -French lady who 
sailed with them and gave lec- 
tures on board. The crossing was 
rough and choppy, but swift—only 
five days. Dr. Barrett was happy 
from the beginning of her arrival 
in Paris, after standing up for three 
hours in the boat train from Le 
Havre. She is living at the Uni- 
versite Cite, ten minutes away 
from the Sorbonne by the Fench 
subway. The Cite was built with 
the help of Rockefeller money, a 
house for each nation, to be main- 
tained by that nation. Unfor- 
tunately, the U.S. House being too 
crowded with students, the mem- 
bers of her party are housed in the 
Netherlands’ house. 

At the Sorbonne, Mrs. Barrett is 
studying French phonetics, meth- 
ods of teaching French, and 
French conversation. She also at- 
tends lectures on Contemporary 
France as well as prefatory lec- 
tures on the tours the party will 
make. 

The first tour was to Chartre. 
She has visited the Louvre, the 
Eiffel Tower by night, Fountaine- 
bleau. There she saw the Castle 
palace, room by gorgeous room, 
and was most impressed with Na- 
poleon’s connection with it—the 


room in which he abdicated, his’ 


hat, the many portraits of him, the 
Imperial Eagle woven into the 
famous Gobelin tapestries and 
rugs, and the Sevres porcelain. 
The party has visited a small 
village on the Seine River, wider 
there than in Paris. They saw 
very few cars; many bicycles; 
barges on the river, on which lived 
entire families with pets; and many 
sail boats. For lunch two long ta- 
bles were set under a grape arbor 
near the road next to the river. 
The luncheon required about three 
hours for completion. It consisted 
of the following items, which the 
family declared to be daily fare 
with them: Vin rouge or blanc; 
bread; chilled melon; grated cu- 
cumber, carrot and tomato salad, 


followed by a fish salad; a platter 


of smoked ham and pickles; one- 
half chicken, French fries, green 
peas and green leaf lettuce. For 
dessert they had a choice of a 
variety of cheese or French pas- 
tries. 

A part of the rainy July 4 was 
spent at the American Embassy, 
where were served one hundred 
kinds of sandwiches, interesting 
hors d’ oeuvre, and champagne. 

July 14, French Bastille Day or 
Independence Day, was celebrated 
with gay festivities, a few deaths, 
a speech by DeGaulle, and a pa- 
rade, which drew all of Paris to the 
streets, even in wheel chairs. The 
onlookers varied from parachutists 
from Algeria, wearing camoflaged 
suits, to monks dressed-in coarse 
brown cloth. Many policemen were 
stationed along the curbs every 
few feet, but the parade was fairly 
Quiet despite political conditions. 
Then the proceedings advanced to 
the Invalides (a street or place) 
where fourteen orchestras played 
while the people danced in the 
street. Afterwards there were fire- 
works. The weather was perfect 
with faint breezes and great clari- 
ty. One day was spent at the 
Brussels Fair. On the way they 
passed through the idyllic Bel- 
gian country side. The silver un- 
der leaves of popular trees were

upturned by the breeze. Neatly 
cultivated fields stretched on each 
side—no weeds— contented cows 
grazed. Their milk all must go into 
cheese as very little is offered on 
menus or for purchase. The party 
visited as many pavilions as the 
time allowed, The United States, 
the Russian and the French pa- 
vilions are easily chosen as the 
best ones as exhibits. Many of the 
others depend too much on photo- 
graphs. The U. S. Pavilion is light, 
airy, and beautiful with a fountain 
in front. The building is surround- 
ed with weeping willow trees. On 
the inside is a T.V. studio and out- 
side ten sets show the out put of the 
studio. Inside are all the gadgets 
that belong in our American way 
of life, but none is being demon- 
strated. Perhaps a little to much 
emphasis is placed on the lighter 
side of our lives, as the corner 
drug store. All state flags and a 
large U.S. flag are in evidence. 
In contrast the Russian Pavilion 
is heavy, serious massive. A glance 
down formal columns shows an 
immense statue of Lenin. The walls 
are complete ironically, with such 


observations as ‘“‘There is nothing 
more important to human\society 
than the free discussion and demo- 


sion of free peoples in a demo- 
cratic order.’’ A Martian visitor 
would never guess English to be an 
important language. All signs and 
materials are in Flemish, French, 
and thirdly that of the particular 
pavilion. Some of the give-away 
leaflets add German and English. 

The party met at the post of the 
guide from Plymouth, N. H. (where 
Dr. Barrett teaches) whom they 
found busily trying to explain the 
intricacies of the N. Y. Stock Ex- 
change to the visitors. Just for fun 
they took a ride in a bicycle-pro- 
pelled cart. When the driver found 
out they could speak French fluent- 
ly, he gave them all sorts of ad- 
vice, helped one girl with her 
camera, .a real: guided tour .of the 
grounds complete with philosophi- 
cal and political interpretations, 
commentary on Grace Kelly and 
Princess Margaret, etc. 

Back in Paris the party was 
going to the Opera, making other 
visits to the Louvre, the museum 
in which the Mona Lisa is guarded 
and the Winged Victory, even in 
its damaged condition stands awe- 
inspiring at the top of the very 
wide staircase. Now at the begin- 
ning of August the party will sepa- 
rate. Mrs. Barrett will spend two 
weeks in Nice, studying; one week 
in Switzerland visiting relatives. 
She will fly home about August 23, 
to be met in New York 12 hours 
later by her husband and two sons. 
She is taking full advantage of 
this wonderful opportunity of being 
able to interpret to her students 
the French people and their cus- 
toms.

Report from Washington

With only two dissenting votes, 
the House of Representatives last 
week passed a bill to liberalize 
social security benefits. To meet 
the increased cost of the program, 
the legislation also provides for a 
boost in payroll taxes. 

As sent to the Senate, the bill 
calls for a seven per cent increase 
in old age, survivors, and dis- 
ability benefits, with a minimum 
raise of $3.00 monthly. For the 12 
million persons now on the retire- 
ment rolls, there will be an in- 
crease from the present $30 month- 
ly minimum to $33 and from the 
current maximum of $108.50 to 
$118. The present $200 ceiling on 
family benefits will go up to $254 
a month. 


Rules Eased 


The House-approved bill eases 
the eligibility requirements for so- 
cial security benefits, such as per- 
mitting workers to earn $100 a 
month, rather than $80, without 
losing their benefits and providing 
for the payment of benefits to the 
dependents of disabled workers 
who retire at age 50. It also in- 
creases by almost $300 million the 
amount of federal payments to 
states for public assistance in 1959. 

To finance the liberalized social 
security program, the House bill 
provides for increasing the tax 
rates by one-fourth of one per cent 
each for employees and their em- 
ployers, and three-eights of one 
per cent for the self-employed. The 
taxable wage base is also raised 
from $4200 to $4800. 

The Senate is expected to- ap- 
prove the measure before Con- 
gress adjourns, but there has been 
no assurance as yet that the legis- 
lation will be signed by the Presi- 
dent. 


Pensions for Ex-Presidents 


In other action last week, the 
House approved a measure that 
will provide $25,000-a-year pensions 
for former Presidents of the United 
States. The bill will also make $10,- 
000 available annually for the wi- 
dows of ex-President. 


A similar measure was passed 
by the Senate in February of last 
year. However, the Senate bill pro- 
vides office space and clerical help 
for former Presidents, in addition 
to pensions. Since members of the

Land Bank Lowers 


Farm Loan Rate 


The Federal Land Bank’ has 
lowered its interest rate to 5 per 
cent on all farm loans closed on 
and after August 1, 1958, accord- 
ing to word received by Mr. A. 
S. Miree, secretary-treasurer of the 
National Farm Loan Associatior 
at Birmingham, Alabama. 

At the same time the bank ad- 
vised that only 5 per cent will be 
charged on mortgages bearing 5% 
per cent, the reduced rate to also 
be effective on August 1, 1958 and 
to be continued as long as condi- 
tions will permit. 

This is the second time in its 41 
years of providing farmers with 
loans that the Federal Land Bank 
has voluntarily lowered the inter- 
est collected on loans already in 
effect. 

The National Farm Loan As- 
sociations and Federal Land Banks 
are cooperatively owned by farm- 
ers they serve. This voluntary re- 
duction in interest rate is in line 
with our policy of passing on to our 
farmer owner-borrowers any sav- 
ings possible through lower inter- 
est rates, Mr. Miree said.

Officials Investigate Possibility of 
Arson in Calera Hotel Fires 


The State Fire Marshal’s office 
has been asked to investigate the 
possibility of arson in‘ connection 
with the second fire ina week at 
the Wade Hotel in Calera. Fire has 
broken out in the three-story build- 
ing on two successive Wednesdays. 
The building is located in downtown 


Calera in the middle of a business 
block. 

Calera fire chief Cecil Cowart, 
who owns the hotel, said, “I found 
where I believe fire was started 
in three places on the second 
floor and, one place on the third 
floor. At 6:40 p.m. Wednesday, 
July 30, I received a call telling 
me that my building was en fire 
and that someone was in the build- 
ing. I came to the store, Cowart 
Drug, got my keys and went to the 

‘hotel. As I opened the door a wo- 
man came out’, Cowart said. 

Cowart said, ‘‘I did not say any- 
thing to the woman. I was concern- 
ed with trying to put out the fire. 
A woman who lives in-the apart- 
ment in the hotel, leaves the door 
to the outside entrance open when 
she is in the apartment. She locks 
it when she leaves the building.”’ 

Calera Police Chief Frank Wells 
said, “I believe the building was 
get on fire in at least three places 
on the second floor’. He said he 
would recommend that the State 


fire marshal’s office investigate. 
Cowart said, “After the fire was 
under control we discovered where 
one fire originated in the kitchen 
of the second floor apartment. 
Some venetian blinds had burned 
and parts of them were still visible. 
Fire had burned up the wall. In 
another room on the second floor 
we found 4 window shades burn- 
ing in a pile at one side of the 
room. At the base of the stairs 
leading to the second floor another 
fire had broken out,’’ Cowart said. 


“On the third floor near the 
bathroom a pile of rags were on 
fire. These four fires were not 
connected together.”” Cowart said. 

In last Wednesday’s fire, July 
23, a third floor apartment oc- 
cupied by Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Martin was destroyed. Martin’s 
furniture and personal possessions, 
which were uninsured, were de- 
stroyed. 


After investigation of the July 
30 fire by the State Fire Marshal’s 
office, a warrant was sworn out foi 
the arrest of Mrs. Kenneth Spitler, 
of Jemison. When the woman was 
arrested at her home shé was 
found to have burns on her body. 
and to be emotionally upset. On 
the advice of her doctor, she was 
released on bond and allowed to 
remain at home. The grand jury 
will take up the case this week.

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Report from Washington

Congressman, Sixth District 


Continuing the drive toward ad- 
journment both houses of Con- 
gress are making an effort to com- 
plete action on “priority” legisla- 
tion. Groups of conferees appointed 
by the House and Senate are work- 
ing daily to draft compromise ver- 
sions of bills that have been passed 
by both chambers but in conflicting 
forms. 


Included among the compromise 
measures that received Congres- 
sional approval last week was a 
record peacetime defense appropri- 
ation bill containing $39.6 billion. 
The bill provides extra funds for 
large bombers for long-range mis- 
siles, and for the construction of 
six new atomic-powered subma- 
rines capable of firing the Polaris 
intermediate range missile. 

Congress also gave final approval 
to two other compromise measures 
of importance. One authorizes $1.7 
billion for military construction. 
The other provides a four-year ex- 
tension of this country’s reciprocal 
trade program. 


Dept Limit Raised 


Members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives were also concerned last 
week with major legislation other 
than compromise bills. They voted, 
286 to 108, to authorize the Presi- 
dent to increase the permanent na- 
tional debt limit from its present 
$275 billion ceiling to one of $285 
billion. The President had request- 
ed the higher ceiling because bud- 
get officials now estimate a federal 
deficit in the vicinity of $12 billion 
for the present fiscal year. Most 
of those who voted against the debt 
increase did so as a protest against 
deficit spending. 


Labor Bill Voted 


Largely as a result of abuses 
that have been spotlighted in re- 
cent months by the Senate Rackets 
Investigation Committee, the House 
passed a measure last Wednesday 
which requires public reporting of 
labor pension and welfare plans. 
Passage of the bill was by voice 
vote, after an amendment design- 
ed to exempt pension plans con- 
ducted by employers was defeat- 
ed 


The House bill requires adminis- 
trators of all plans to make avail- 
able to the participants a descrip- 
tion of the welfare or pension pro- 
gram and an annual report of its 
financial operations. Copies of the 
annual report will have to be filed 
with the Secretary of Labor. 

Since the Senate earlier approved 
a slightly different version, the 


measure has been sent to confer- 
ence. However, final approval of 
the bill is expected before adjourn- 
ment. 


Education Bill 


Also adopted by the House of 
Representatives was a $900 million 
“space age’’ education bill. This 
measure, introduced by Rep. Carl 
Elliott of Alabama was passed by 
a voice vote after members reject- 
ed 139 to 233 a motion to kill the 
bill by sending it back to commit- 
tee. 

Before adopting the measure, 
House members deleted a contro- 
versial federal scholarship plan and 
substituted a student loan provi- 
sion. The substitute plan, if ap- 
proved by the Senate, will provide 
loans averaging $600 to each of 
more than 90,000 needy students. 

Other features of the bill include 
grants for scientific equipment to 
be used in public schools and jun- 
ior colleges; grants for graduate 
fellowships; aid to colleges to ex- 
pand graduate teacher training; 
funds for language institutes; and 
funds for guidance and testing pro- 
grams in the public schools.

GRAND JURY REPORT 


To the Honorable A. L. Harde- 
gree, Judge of Said Court: 

We have investigated 68 cases 
and we return into court 52 indict- 
ments, 39 of which are for felonies 
and the remainder are for misde- 
meanors. The offenses for which 
we have returned indictments are 
as follows: 28 burglary and Iar- 
ceny, 5 whiskey violations, 8 for- 
gery and fraud, 5 assaults both 
simple and felonious, 4 traffic vio- 
lations, 1 robbery, 1 arson. 


We have examined audits of the 
following offices as prepared by 
the Department of Examiners of 
Public Accounts: Tax Assessor, 
Oct. 1, 1955, through Sept. 30, 1956; 
Tax Collector, July 10, 1956 through 
July 10, 1957; Consolidated Re- 
port of Justices of the Peace, Jan. 
1, 1957, through June 30, 1957, and 
July 1, 1957, through Dec. 31, 1957. 

We report to Your Honor that 
the affairs reported upon by these 
audits appear to have been capably 
handled. We commend the public 
officials reported upon for the evi- 
dence of the good work revealed 
by these audits. We do note that 
several Justices of the Peace have 
not performed their duty with re- 
ference to submitting their monthly 
reports as required by law. This 
appeared in the record of several 
Justices. We think that each of 
these officials should report month- 
ly as required by law; most of 
them do; and that those who are 
delinquent should submit those re- 
ports they are in arrears and keep 
these reports current in the future. 

All of our number visited the 
County Jail. Mr. Belvie Parker, the 
jailer conducted us through this 
portion of the County property. We 
found the jail to be very clean and 
well kept. We commend both him 
and Mrs. Parker for the evidence 
of their good work that we obser- 
ved. The prisoners reported to us 
that they were well fed and well 
cared for. It is our judgment that 


examination of the County proper- 
ties in Columbiana. We include 
their report in this paper and we 
join them in the recommendations 
that they have made. 

All of us are of the opinion that 
the caretakers of this property, 
Mr. J. C. Walton and Mr. Ellis 
Boaz, do outstanding work in per- 
forming their duties..

The weeds on’ the south 
edge of the west parking lot should 
be cut back to the property line, 
marked by a fence. 


‘With reference to the Shelby 
County Health Clinic; our commit- 
tee was most cordially received. 
We find this building in a fine state 
of cleanliness and repair. We re- 
commend that an electrical out- 
let be placed at above cabinet 
level in the instrument room. The 
convenience of such an outlet 
would be considerable. We suggest 


.that the electrical circuits of this 


building be checked and more cir- 
cuits added if needed. This re- 
commendation is made because it 
was reported to us that electrical 


fuses are burned more than ordi- 


nary in the present electrical sys- 
tem. A corner of the yard is ra- 
ther unsightly because the lawn 
mower is not able to cut a por- 
tion of the grass. This detracts 
from the attractive surrounding of

We extend to him our 
thanks. 

On Monday as we began our 
work we were greatly assisted by 
the instructions that we had re. 
ceived from the Court. We express 
our thanks and appreciation to 
Your Honor for the manner in 
which our duties and responsibill- 
ties were explained to us. We have 
tried to discharge our duties in 
keeping with the instructions of the 
Court. 

Having completed our report we 
request that we be discharged sub- 
ject to recall by the court.

Steve Goad, of Spring Creek, and: 
Kenneth Byrd, of Midfield, Ala., 
were rushed to a Birmingham hos- 
pital Saturday, after a collision with 
their motor bike and a 1-ton truck 
about 5 miles from Montevallo on 
the Spring Creek Road, near the 
Ed Taft home.

It is extremely 
expensive and unbelievably dan- 
gerous. We saw many automobiles 
which had been pushed off ravines 
and abandoned by their owners, 
and we saw families stranded with 
broken down cars and their money 
almost gone. We thanked our lucky 
Stars for our new truck which 
performed beautifully.” 


The Ballards, who reside in Ves- 
tavia have bought the Flying X 
Ranch and have started construc- 
tion of their permanent home there. 
They have remodeled the old farm 
house which was on the property 
and use it for their week-end 
visits. Mr. Ballard uses the flying 
strip on his ranch to store his pri- 
vate plane, when it is not in use. 
They are looking forward to be- 
coming permanent residents of this 
community.

Vocational Agriculture Instruction 
To Emphasize Scientific Methods 


Vocational Agriculture instruction 
in the Montevallo High School will 
include several adjustments be- 
ginning with the coming school 
term, according to M. Thornton, 
local vocational agriculture teach- 
er. 

The newly initiated program will) 
place a greater emphasis on scien. 
tific methods in agriculture and will 
focus attention on increased farm 
mechanizations two essentials for 
courses in vocational agriculture to 
be useful to future agriculturalists. 
It is imperative that the instruc- 
tion be streamlined and actually 
reach out into the future for proba- 
bilities, so that the person who fol- 
lows an agricultural vocation will 
not find himself behind when he be- 
gins his work. 


The adjusted curriculum is set 
up to include four divisions, one 
division for each year ‘of vocational 
agriculture instruction with each 
higher division becoming more 
specialized and more related to 
actualities which an agriculturalist 
will face. 

The first-year of instruction in 
this program has been designated 
as an exploratory course. Students 
will be directed in ways and means 
of a scientific agriculture, and, in 
addition, will receive instruction in 
making a start in agriculture and 
related occupations. This phase of 
the program is aimed at student 
self-discovery and a recognition 
of the merits of the field of agri- 
culture. 

Second-year students will re- 
ceive extensive instruction in the 
farm and home shop in addition to 
study based on the home project 
programs. It is the role of the 
vocational agriculture teacher in 
this year to help the student de- 
velop the mechanical skills and an 
understanding of their uses in vo-

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cational agriculture and related 
fields. Such a course of study en- 
deavors to develop to a large ex- 
tent the mechanical skills and the 
knowledges needed to provide a 
better home and community life. 

Efficient and scientific production 
of farm crops and livestock will 
receive major emphasis in the 
course for third-year students. This 
program of instruction will assist 
students in becoming established in 
farming, and it will help students 
to accept more and more respon- 
sibility for study and research in 
the improvement of farm effi- 
ciency. 

The final year of instruction will 
be concerned with farm manage- 
ment principles and their applica- 
tion for better living and greater 
profits. 

“This program,” says Mr. Thorn- 
ton, “is not entirely new, for our 
program of instruction has long 
been concerned with this purpose. 
However, in view of our changing 
times, adjustments which we felt 
were necessary have been made 
and the total instructional program 
revised to meet the needs of to- 
morrow’s agriculture.” 

On September 3, the vocational 
agriculture teachers in the Central 
area of Alabama will meet at 
Clanton at which time two hours 
will be given to discussion of the 
plans for teachers under the ad- 
justed set-up. Mr. Thornton will 
discuss his plans for the Monte- 
vallo department and Mr. B. P. 
Dilworth, assistant supervisor of 
Auburn, will discuss other plans in 
the program. 

In addition to the work with stu- 
dents in the regular school program 
an adult class will be held for farm. 
ers and others interested. The 
meeting will begin on September 
9 at 7 p.m. and meet weekly each 
Tuesday evening at the vocational 
agriculture building.

Report from Washington 


/ 





Despite the recent statements of 
congressional leaders that it would 
be impossible to enact farm leg- 
islation before adjournment, a ma- 
jor hurdle was cleared last week 
when the House agreed to a com- 
promise version of the agriculture 
bill it had rejected only a week 
earlier. 

As approved by the House of 
Representatives, the latest version 
of the farm bill sets next year’s 
national cotton acreage allotment 
at 16,000,000 acres. Under current 
authority, the acreage total is 
scheduled to drop to about 14,200,- 
000 acres in 1959. 

Although the House made a num- 
ber of minor changes in the ori- 
ginal Senate bill, these changes 
are reportedly agreeable to the 
Administration. Also, the Senate 
Committee on Agriculture has re- 
commended that the House amend- 
ments be accepted, and the Sen- 
ate is likely to follow the Commit- 
tee’s recommendation. Therefore, 
prospects for the passage of a 
farm bill before Congress adjourns 
are much brighter than they were a 
week ago. 


Redevelopment Bill 

Before adjourning over the week 
end, the House on Friday passed 
by voice vote a bill that provides 
$275 million in loans and grants for 
the redevelopment of areas that 
have chronic unemployment. The 
Senate had already passed a simi- 
lar bill that provided $379 million, 
and the two versions are slated for 
consideration by a conference com- 
mittee this week. 

An effort to substitute a $50 mil- 
lion loan program in the House was 
defeated despite predictions of a 
Presidential veto of the more cost- 
ly measure. 


Aged People May 
Be Losing Benefits 


J. W. Overstreet, Jr., district 
manager of the Birmingham office 
of the Social Security Administra- 
tion, noted today that men over 65 
years of age and women over 62 
years of age who earn less than 
$2080.01 during the year may be los- 
ing social security benefit pay- 
ments. 

Mr. Overstreet stated that most 
everyone knows that he can re- 
ceive a check every month of the 
year if he does not earn over 
$1200.00, Many however, do not rea- 
lize they are entitiled to a check for 
at least one month even if they 
work every month and do not earn 
more than $2080 during the course 
of a year. Moreover, they can re- 
ceive a check for any month in 
which they do not work for wages 
of more than $80, or do not ren- 
der substantial services in self- 
employment. Benefits also are pay- 
able after an eligible individual 
reaches age 72 regardless of the 
amount of his earnings. 

Mr. Overstreet added that if you 
are over retirement age and earn 
less than $2080.01 per year as an 
employee or from self-employment, 
be sure to contact your Social Se- 
curity Administration representa- 
tive who is at the City Hall in 
Calera every Thursday at 10:00 
a.m.

Education Aid Bill 


The Senate has approved a more 
expensive National Defense Edu- 
cation Bill than the one passed by 
the House, making it necessary for 
the two versions to be compromised 
and voted on again. 

The $99 million House bill es- 
tablished an extensive loan pro- 
gram for college students, while 
the Senate measure contains pro- 
visions for direct scholarships and 
will cost in the neighborhood ot 
$1.5 billion.

Decatur Is First Alabama City To 
Have Customer Long Distance Dialing 


Decatur today had the distinction 
of establishing a new communi- 
cations milestone in Alabama when 
the Southern Bell Telephone Com- 
pany placed into operation a $250,- 
000 Customer Long Distance Dial- 
ing system—the first in the state. 

Mayor Roy B. Odom made the 
first call to an official of the 
Fruehauf Trucking Company in 
Detroit and the call went through 
as shhly as if he had dialed a 
number across the street. The new 
service is practically brand new 
throughout the Southeast and is 
considered one of the most import- 
ant electronic marvels of the past 
decade. It allows one and two- 
party telephone subscribers to dial 
numbers in hundreds of cities 
throughout the nation. 

Eventually partically all cities in 
the nation will have the Service, 
which is expected to speed long 


distance calls and result in a sav- 
ings to "he users of the system. 
Station-to station calls are much 
cheaper than person-to-person and 
therefore the new service is ex- 
pected to attract considerably more 
station-to-station calls. 

Avery Taylor, Southern Bell 
Manager in Decatur, said the new 
system has an electronic brain 
called AMA for Automatic Message 
Accounting — which automatically 
times each call and renders a bill. 
If a customer through error reach- 
es a wrong number, he need merely 
call the operator and no charge will 
be made, 


The long distance operator has 
for a number of years been dial- 
ing many calls direct to distant 
cities without the help of another 
operator. It was only until fairly 
recently the Bell System began 
experimenting with the Customer 
Long Distance Dialing.

Tax Cut Sought 
On Expenditures 
To Better Home 


Home owners will get an 
income tax “break” on home 
repairs, maintenance, and im- 
provements if Congress enacts 
proposed legislation into law. 

Three bills, two before the 
House of Representatives, and 
one in the Senate, call for de- 
ductions of up to $2,500 on ex- 
penditures exceeding 3 percent 
of adjusted gross income on 
home repairs, maintenance, al- 
terations, and additions. 

This means that any expendi- 
ture made by the home owner 
to keep a house in good condi- 
tion would actually cost less, 
since the new deduction would 
lower his income tax payment. 

For example, if a home owner 
decides to reroof his house and 
pays cash for the job, he would 
get part of the money back in 
his tax deduction that year. 

If he borrows the money, he 
gets an even greater cut in his 
tax since interest is deductible. 
One of the best types of loans 
for this purpose isan FHA home 
improvement loan. A new roof 
of asphalt shingles is authorized 
under one of these loans because 
it is a home improvement that 
betters living conditions. 

Some other benefits of the 
proposed legislation are: 

1, A sturdier national econ- 
omy resulting from the increased 
use of manpower in the produc- 
tion, distribution, and applica- 
tion of building materials. 

2. Helping make it easier for 
the home owner to have a better 
place to live, 

3. A healthier community, fi- 
nancially, as a result of increased 
business and labor activity. 

4. Keeping up tax values of 
homes, and avoiding deteriorated 
neighborhoods.

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Report from Washington | 





After a marathon session that ran 
through Saturday night and into the 
early hours of Sunday morning, the 
85th Congress adjourned sine die 
last week end. 


Measures Passed 


A number of important mea- 
sures received final congressional 
approval during the last week of 
the session. A compromise Na- 
tional Defense Education Bill was 
passed and sent to the President. 
Appropriations of $1.3 billion for 
military construction and $3.3 bil- 
lion for the mutual security pro- 
gram received both House and Sen- 
ate approval. 


Also receiving the final stamp 
of approval by Congress were the 
farm bill, the debt limit increase, 
the Presidential retirement plan, 
and the seven per cent increase in 
social security benefits. 


Legislation Defeated 


A number of other important 
measures failed to clear both 
houses of Congress and died with 
the adoption of the sine die ad- 
journment resolution. 


The Kennedy-Ives labor reform 
bill was rejected in the House 
after having been approved earlier 
by the Senate. Also killed in the 
House was a $2.4 billion slum 
clearance and urban renewal bill. 
This latter measure, which also 
would have lowered FHA down 
payment requirements, was oppos- 
ed mainly on the grounds that it 
was inflationary. An amendment 
to the Railroad Retirement Act 
was passed by the Senate but never 
reached a vote in the House. 


Court Curbs Rejected 


Several measures designed to 
correct undesirable situations 
created as a result of recent de- 
cisions of the U.S. Supreme Court 
were passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives but failed to receive 
Senate approval. 

In 1957 the Supreme Court re- 
versed the death penalty of a 
convicted rapist on the grounds 
that he was held too long between 
arrest and arraignment and that, 
because of the delay, his confession 
had to be disregarded. A House-

approved bill provided that a cri- - 


minal confession to police which is 
“otherwise admissible” could not 
be excluded from evidence solely 
because of a delay in arraignment. 
The measure died in the Senate. 

The Selden Bill, giving the Secre- 
tary of State authority to deny 
passports to members of the Com- 
munist party, received unanimous 
House approval but was not con- 
sidered by the Senate. The neces- 
sity for this legislation is the re- 
sult of two recent Supreme Court 
decisions which in effect hold that 
there is no law at the present time 
which authorizes the Secretary of 
State to deny passports to persons 
wishing to go overseas to engage 
in activities harmful to the United 
States, such as espionage, subver- 
sion of foreign governments, and 
propaganda. 

The third, and perhaps the most 
important measure adopted by the 
House, was an attempt to preserve 
state laws by establishing a speci- 
fic rule of interpretation of federal 
acts. This legislation passed the 
House by a vote of 241 to 155 but 
was rejected by only a single vote 
last week in the Senate. 


Returns to District 


During the six years that I have 
served as a Member of Congress, 
it has been my privilege to report 
to you each week while Congress 
is in session through the courtesy 
of this newspaper. When Congress 
reconvenes in January, I plan to 
resume my weekly reports. In the 
meantime, I am looking forward to 
seeing as many of you as possible 
as I visit throughout the Sixth Dis- 
trict during the congressional re- 
cess.

Shelby County Schools To Take Part in 
Alabama Educational TV Experiment 


Montevallo High School, Shelby 
County High School and Shelby 
County Training School students 
this year will be part of Education- 
al Television’s (ETV) greatest ex- 
periment in its vast scale in the 
U. S. Alabama, with the nation’s 
only ETV network, has more pub- 
lic schools engaged for broadcast 
telecourses than any other state; 


hence, educators everywhere have 
expressed interest in the success 
of utilizing- ETV as a teaching aid. 
Since almost every state is having 
financial, space and _ instructor 
shortages, ETV has been suggest- 
ed as a possible classroom and to 
alleviate all of these in the increas- 
ing pupil population growth. 

Effective Monday, Sept. 8, a 
number of the telecourses offered 
will be for secondary school cred- 
it as authorized by the State Board 
of Education. Only Alabama has 
such authorized credit. This means 
those public schools without fully 
qualified instructors in certain 
fields can rely on ETV to meet 
demand for specific subjects. Fur- 
ther, it means Alabamians without 
a high school diploma can follow 
these courses at home. If their 
work is satisfactory, it is possible 
to obtain a diploma. (Home view- 
ers interested in this are urged to 
write to the State Board of Educa- 
tion for details.) 

In-school programming signs on 
the Alabama Network at its earliest 
hour in its history, 9:00 a.m., with 
telecourses scheduled until 3:00 
p.m. 

Last year more than 250 Ala- 
bama schools used 455 TV re- 
ceivers tuned to telecourses of- 
fered on the Alabama ETV net- 
work’s channels, 2, 7 and 10. 

A research team, visiting all Ala- 
bama schools in the AET network 
coverage area, has discovered nu- 
merous additional schools planning 
to install receivers for ETV utiliza- 
tion this year. The majority of the 
receivers have been P.T.A. or civic 
organization gifts. The need in 
most schools is for additional TV 
receivers. 

The ‘in-school TV courses are 
based on the state course of study 
and are. prepared and originate 
on the campuses of Auburn, the 
University and Birmingham in a 
studio operated by the five school 
systems of Jefferson County. 
Most of the courses are financed 
by a cooperative grant by the 
Fund for the Advancement of Ed- 
ucation and the State. 

School administrators aided in 
the selection of courses which 
should be televised, and classroom 
teachers, meeting during the sum- 
mer at the three studios, have out- 
lined the content of each TV 
course. This telecourse content is 
also incorporated in a study guide 
which is issued free to each class- 
room teacher who is guiding a 
class taking one of the courses. 

Complete courses will be offer- 
ed for high school credit in be- 
ginning Spanish, Latin, physics, 
chemistry, trigonometry, Alabama 
history, geography, biology and 
art. Lessons offered to supplement 


regular classroom instruction (just 
as a map or film strip might as- 
sist the teacher) will include mu- 
sic, basic science, French, Ameri- 
can history, home economics, and 
film tours of Alabama offered as 
a “field trip’. 

There are telecourses offered 
for all grade levels. A complete 
schedule is available free by let- 
ter to Special ETV Project, Board 
of Education, Montgomery, Ala. 

Parents can also refresh their 
learning as their children study 
via ETV. At Montevallo High 
School 57 students in Miss Ethel 
Harris’ class will view Chemistry 
and Biology; Mr. W. C. Corbett’s 
30 students will view Alabama His- 
tory. At Shelby County High 
School..65 students in Mr. Edwin 
Rush’s class will view Chemistry 
and Biology. At Shelby County 
Training School 55 students in 
Avery Richardson’s class will view 
Alabama History; Mr. George Dai- 
ley’s 30 students will view Ala- 
bama History and American His- 
tory; Mrs. M. P. Jones’ 30 stu- 
dents are scheduled for Science 
and Art; 35 students will follow 
Science and Arts in Miss G. Pope’s 
class; there will be 38 students fol- 
lowing Biology; and 35 students 
will follow Advanced Science. 

The University of Alabama will 
send, without charge, a ten page 
pictorial booklet explaining of 
what in-school telecasting in Ala- 
bama consists upon request to Un- 
iversity TV Box X, University, 
Alabama.

September 17-23 Is Constitution Week 


The Constitution of the United 
States of America was adopted 
September 17, 1787, ratified June 
21, 1788, in effect March 4, 1789. 

On January 5, 1956, Senator Wil- 
liam F. Knowland introduced the 
following Senate Joint Resolution 
105: 

“Resolved by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Con- 
gress Assembled, that the Presi- 
dent of the United States is autho- 
rized and requested to designate 
the period beginning September 17 
and ending September 23 of each 
year as Constitution Week, and to 
issue annually a proclamation in- 
viting the people of the United 


. States to observe such a week in 


schools, churches and other suit- 
able places with appropriate cere- 
monies and activities.’’ 


This Kesolution was adopted 
July 23, 1956, and signed into law 
(Public Law No. 915), August 2, 
1956. 

Whereas, September 17, 1958 is 
notable as marking the one hun- 
dred. seventy-first anniversary of 
the adoption of the Constitution of 
the United States of America by 
the Constitutional Convention; and 

Whereas, To accord official re- 
cognition to this memorable anni- 
versary, and to the patriotic exer- 
cise which will form a noteworthy 
feature of the occasion, seems fit- 
ting and proper; and 

Whereas, Public Law No. 915 
guarantees the issuing of a pro- 
clamation by the President of the 
United States of America designa- 
ting September 17 through ‘23 of 
each year as Constitution Week; 

Now, therefore, I, W. M. Wyatt, 
by virtue of the authority vested 
in me as Mayor of the city of 
Montevallo in the State of Ala- 
bama do hereby proclaim the week 
of September 17-23, 1958 as Con- 
stitution Week in the City of Mon- 


tevallo; and urge all our citizens 
to pay special attention during that 
week to our Federal Constitution 
and the advantages of American 
citizenship. 

In Witness Whereof, I have here- 
unto set my hand and caused the 
Seal of our City to be affixed 9th 
day of September in the year of 
our Lord the one thousand nine 
hundred and fifty eight, and the 
independence of the United States 
of America, the one hundred and 
eighty-second.

Applying only to deaths on or 
after August 19, 1958, the increase 
was authorized by Public Law 
85-674, Harley A. Smith, Manager 
of the Montgomery VA Regional 
Office, explained. 

The VA said the allowance is 
payable for: 

1. Veterans of any war or the 
Korean Conflict; or, 2. Peacetime 
veterans who were receiving VA 
compensation at time of death, or 
who were discharged or retired for 
disabilities incurred in line of duty.

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Alabama To Receive Nearly Million 
Dollars Under New Education Law 


(By John Sparkman) 
One major accomplishment of 
the 85th Congress will mean nearly 


$1 million for Alabama’s educa- 
tional system during fiscal year 
1959, primarily for math, science 
and lab equipment purchases, for 
scholarship loans and_ student 
guidance and counseling. 

I refer to the Federal aid for 
education law which went through 
Congress earlier this year and was 
generally known as the Hill-Elliott 
bill. Representative Carl Elliott or 
the Seventh District guided the bill 
through the House, and Senator 
Hill furnished the Senate guidance. 
I was glad to assist him as a spon- 
sor and in working to get Senate 
approval. 

Under this $887 million (author- 
ized) 4-year nationwide program, 
Congress has authorized $3,376,000 
for the first year of the program 
in Alabama. However, Congress 
appropriated $834,000 of the au- 
thorization. This money will be 
used in fiscal year 1959 as follows: 

(1) loans to students in institu- 
tions of higher learning, $88,625; 
(2) acquisition of science and math 
equipment and minor remodeling, 
$484,113; (3) administration of the 
financial assistance program for 
strengthening science, math and 
modern foreign language instruc- 
tion, $28,786; (4) loans to non-prof- 
it, private schools under this same 
program, $11,067; (5) guidance, 
counseling and testing, as well as 
identification and encouragememnt 
of able students, $116,286; (6) area 
vocational education $105,000. 

Over the life of the 4year pro- 
gram the authorization for Ala- 
bama is about $13,500,000. I was 
disappointed that only about one-

fourth of the fiscal 1959 authoriza- 
tion was actually appropriated: 
Certainly, during the next sessien 
of Congress I will fight for Ala- 
bama’s full authorization. 

While this new Federal law will 
prove a substantial stimulus to 
Alabama’s educational system, 
there are no strings attached. I 
want to emphasize that this new 
law in no way encroaches upon 
the rights of the states to maintain 


complete control of their educa- 
tional systems. This legislation of- 
fers much needed Federal aid and 
without and Federal control.

Organ Builder 


To Give Lectures 


D. A. Flentrop, famous Dutch 
organ builder, will deliver lec- 
tures at Alabama College at 3:00 


p.m. and 7:30 today, Thursday, 


September 18. 


Flentrop is generally considéred 
to be Europe’s leading authority 
on organ building and organ re- 
storation. 

The afternoon lecture will be in 
Calkins Hall. The evening lec- 
ture will be in the Montevallo 
Episcopal Church, which recently 
installed an organ built by Flen- 
trop. The lectures will be open to 
the public, free of charge. 

Flentrop has just completed in- 
stallation of an organ at Harvard 
University. His instruments have 
won the Grand Prix at the Paris 
Exposition and at the last World’s 
Fair. 

He has been in the United States 
since last August setting up the 
organ at Harvard University's 
Germanic Museum. 

Flentrop’s international reputa- 
tion rests on his leadership in the 


field of organ design and in the 
revival of organ building principles 
drawn from both modern and ear- 
lier times. 

He is especially known for his 
restoration of many 18th century 
European instruments, notably the 
world famous organ in St. Mi- 
chael’s Church in Zwolle, Holland.

Reports County’s 
Assessed Values 


County Tax Assessor Ross Bob 
Mullins gives the following final 
report on the gross assessed val- 
ues of property in Shelby County 
for the tax year 1958. 

There are 14 utilities assessing 
real and personal property in 
Shelby County, and the total as- 
sessed value for the tax year 1958 
is $8,901,880. This is an increase 
of $384,420 over 1957. 

The total assessed value of reg- 
ular assessments, corporations, 
non-residents, automobiles and 
utilities for 1958 is $24,253,930, or 
a net increase of $205,230 over the 
previous year. The reason for the 
net increase being smaller than 
the amount of increase in utility 
assessments is that the corporation 
returns for 1958 were lower and 
also the fact that cattle, chickens, 
etc., were exempt from ad valorem 
tax for the first time in 1958 as 
the result of a bill passed by the 
State Legislature. 

Beginning October Ist it will be 
necessary for new property own- 
ers to assess property purchased 
during the year. All personal prop- 
erty returns will have to be filed 
by the third Monday of January 
to avoid any penalties. Any per- 
son having sold property during 
the year will have to file a new 
return beginning October Ist. Im- 
provements made or in the process 
of being made will have to be as- 
sessed beginning October Ist and 
not later than the third Monday 
of January.

Three Calera Men Travel To Alaska 


On August 20, 1958, Sid Bird, 
W. H. Crawford and J. C. Rowe 
left Calera, for Destination Alaska. 
They traveled in a 1957 Chevrolet 
station wagon with enough pro- 
visions and sleeping’ bags to spend 
at least part of the nights camp- 
ing out. However, the ‘‘camping 
out” at night did not last long 
after they reached such altitude 
and latitude that the temperature 
was too low for comfort. 


Their first places of scenic 
beauty were reached the third, 
fourth and fifth days of the trip— 
being ‘“‘Bad Lands” of South Da- 
kota, Mt. Rushmore, and Yellow- 
stone National Park, respectively. 
About 2:30 o’clock of the sixth day 


they reached the Canadian bor- 


der. They traveled on good pave- 
ment until they left Edmonton, 
Alberta, where they found severa: 
miles of really rough and dusty 
roads. 


On August 27, they left Mile 
Zero Hotel in Dawson Creek, B. C., 
which is the beginning of the Al- 
can Highway, length 1,526 miles, 
of which there are 1,191 miles of 
unpaved road. Three days later, 
and well covered with dust, they 
arrived in Fairbanks, Alaska. Af- 
ter spending oné night, part of a 
day and lots of money in Fair- 
banks, they headed for Anchorage. 
They didn’t stay long in one place 
because (they admit) they were 
looking for cheaper prices in food 


and lodging which they never 
found anywhere in Alaska. 


Anchorage appeared, to them, 
to be a well-kept city and with 
plenty of airplanes to fly people 
to the more remote places of the 
country. Hunting and fishing trips 
‘are made by plane. As they could 
not obtain hunting licenses or duck 
stamps on Sunday or the following 
Monday (being Labor Day) they 
began their journey back home. 

As they left Alaska, it was with 
a sigh, because they had had ex- 
periences and viewed sights far 
beyond any of the thrill and beauty 
ever experienced before, They 
were privileged to eat some wild 
game such as black bear and 
moose. Such wild game as moose 
and mountain sheep were along 
the highways for tourists to see. 
Even though they visited an In- 
‘dian village and played with 
tamed timber wolves and their 
huskies, they decided against stay- 
ing long enough to make close 
friends with such natives. 

Two of the highlights of their 
return home were visits to Grand 
Coulee Dam on the Columbia 
River and Pike’s Peak, just out 
of Colorado Springs. Twenty-three 
days from the time they left they 
arrived back in Calera, having 
traveled 10,475 miles. They saw 
lots of beautiful country, but the 
home town of Calera looked good, 
too, to the tired travelers.

Since our meeting in May, the 
Shelby County Medical Society 
has suffered an immeasurable loss 
in the death of one of the most 
valuable M. D.”’s ever to be a 
member of this Society. Indeed, 
the entire medical profession has 
suffered this loss. On June 9th, 
1958, Dr. E. F. Sloan was called 
by his Maker to his eternal home; 
with performance here on earth 
used as a gauge to determine eter- 
nal reward, we may rest assured 
his reward is of the highest. 

Dr. Sloan represented to us a 
truly great master in the practice 
of the art of medicine, as well as 
in the art of living. It was im- 
possible to be associated with him 
in the medical profession without 
at least knowing something of the 
beauty of the very full develop- 
ment of his entire personality. His 
great love for, and his great faith 
in his fellow man permeated and 
shone through his every word, ex- 
pression, and deed. These fine 
qualities apparently’ were the ba- 
sis from which he was able to 
build a completely successful life. 

As a physician, we have lost a 
man who represented the highest 


« principles and ideals of the medi- 


cal profession. He was eternally 
vigilant in aiding physicians indi- 
vidually and collectively in main- 
taining a high level of ethical con- 
duct. His high ideals and sense of 
ethical behavior, his understanding 
of human beings, his self-discip- 
line, his belief in following the 
principles of democracy, and his 
keen sense of humor, made his 
counsel and guidance sought and 
highly respected, not only by our 
society, but also by those at the 
state level, with its influence being 
felt nationally. 

He prepared himself well for his 
chosen profession. He received his 
M.D. degree from Emory Univer- 
sity, following which he practiced 
general medicine in both Tusca- 
loosa and Jefferson counties. Well 
over 20 years ago he became Shel- 
by County Public Health Officer, 
and Shelby County has had the 
great fortune of his having chosen 
to remain here. As he stayed on. 
he continued to improve his own 
medical knowledge and skill, mak- 
ing the benefits of his professional 
attainment vaailable to his col- 
leagues and patients and his fel- 
low citizens. 

As a member of the Shelby Coun- 
ty Medical Society, he held every 
office available to a member.. We 
looked to him to guide us. He was 
always abreast of the business at 
hand, always alert to the needs 
and the course of action necessary 
for the medical profession. He was 


a member of the Shelby County 
Board of Censors and the Shelby 
County Board of Health for many 
years, with the added honor of 
serving as chairman of both. Be- 
cause of the great work he had 
done in the field of tuberculosis, 
with the able assistance of his 
faithful wife, Mrs. Helen Sloan, he 
had the honor of becoming a mem- 


ber of the American Trydeau So- 
ciety, a society of M.D.’s special- 
izing in the care of patients suf- 
fering from tuberculosis. He was 
medical director of the Shelby 
County Tuberculosis Association. 
His accomplishments and honors 
were many. 

His was a life dedicated to the 
service of others. His achievement 
in life was that of excellence and 
happiness. We are proud and feel 
honored to have had the privilege 
of association with him, of having 
known him, loved him, and felt 
his inspiring influence. 

A vacant chair! Yes! But his 
wonderful spirit ahd our cherished 
memories of him will always be 
with us, reminding us to carry on 
in the manner in which we have 
been accustomed. Perhaps, while 
he was living, and that is our hope, 
he had some idea as to how much 
we would miss him.—Shelby Coun-

Amended Social 
Security Benefits 
Are Explained 


An important notice was enclos- 
ed with the social security checks 
delivered October 3 to the 200,000 
disabled workers who are receiving 
monthly disability insurance bene- 
fits. This notice told them about 


_a provision in the 1958 Amend- 


ments to the social security law 
under which supplementary de- 
pendent’s benefits may be paid 
to certain members of his family. 

Disability insurance benefits 
have been payable to severely dis- 
abled workers 50 to 65 years of 
age since July 1957. These disabil- 
ity payments are equal in amount. 
to the monthly old-age insurance 
benefits the worker would receive 
if he were alfeady 65 years. of 
age, but the dependents of these 
workers have not until now been 
eligible for payments. 

Under the new amendments, the 
disabled person’s dependents will 
be paid the same benefits they 
would receive if he were 65 and 
drawing benefits as a_ retired 
worker. Benefits can be paid to 
any of his children who are under 
age 18 (or who have been totally 


disabled since before their 18th 
birthdays), and-to his wife regard- 
less of her age, if she has in her 
care children who are eligible for 
these dependent’s benefits. If there 
is no child in the family. eligible 
for benefits, the wife-of a disabled 
person can qualify for benefits 
when she reaches 62. 


It is estimated that about 180,000 
dependents of disabled workers 
could start collecting benefits, be- 
ginning with a payment for the 
month of September 1958. Before 
payment can be made, however, 
an application must be filed by 
or on behalf of the eligible de- 
pendent with the nearest social 
security office.

hundredths of one per cent of the 
value of the taxable property located 
within the county. An election to de- 
termine whether or not such taxes 
shall be levied and the time during 
which such tax is to continue shall be 
called, held, and conducted in the 
manner provided by law for calling, 
holding, and conducting elections to 
determine whether district school taxcs 
shall be levied and collected under this 
Constitution. The. provisions of this 
amendment shall not limit, modify, 
abridge, or impair the power, au- 
thority, or right of municipalities or 
school districts to levy and collect 
special school taxes as provided by 
law.” 

I further direct and proclaim that no- 
tice of this election upon Tuesday the 4th 
day of November 1958, upon the above 
set forth amendment to the Constitution 
of the State of Alabama of 1901, be given 
by publishing the same once a week for 
four successive weeks next preceding Tues- 
day the 4th day of November 1958 in each 
county in the State of Alabama in a 
newspaper published in said county.

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"The Russian People Are Afraid of Cast Named 
Us,” Says Dr. Katherine Vickery 


“The Russian people are defin- 
itely afraid of us.” This is the 
opinion: of Dr. Katherine Vickery, 
chairman of Alabama College's 
psychology department. 

Dr. Vickery recently returned 
from a six-week trip to Russia 


with 74 members of the Compara- 
tive Education Society. 


“The Russian people wanted to 
know our ideas concerning peace. 
They were very interested in know- 
ing if the Americans were really 
interested in having peace. They 
are very definitely afraid of us,”’ 
she said. 


The group was made up mostly 
of Americans. Dr. Vickery was 
the only Alabamian to make the 
tour. 

“The Russian people on ‘the 
street were very curious about 
Americans. Our group went down 
to Red Square almost every eve- 
ning during the three weeks we 
spent in Moscow. We talked with 
the people there,” she said. 


Dr. Vickery said that criticism 
of the government was almost non- 
existent in Moscow, but in Lenin- 
grad a number of the members of 
the society heard Russians express 
dissatisfaction with their govern- 
ment. 

The chief dissatisfaction they 
voiced stem from the treatment 
of certain trade unions and with 
the foreign policy of the Russian 
government. 

They are fairly well satisfied 
with their. standard of living main- 
ly because they are in better con- 
dition now than they have been 
previously, and because they know 
very little of better living stan- 
dards in other parts of the world,” 
Dr. Vickery said. 

Dr. Vickery saw the average 
Russian as ‘‘just as full of vim 
and vigor as the best American.’” 
She said that he is interested in 
his job and what he is doing, and 
has a great interest in world af- 
fairs, 

She said that the Russian thinks 
for himself on small matters, but 
when questioned about the govern- 
ment or political ideas or policies 
he is apt to turn the subject or 
make no reply at all. 

‘The Russian philosophy of edu- 
cation differs greatly from our 
philosophy. We are concerned with 
the individual and depend on him 
to make his contribution to so- 
ciety. The Russians train _indi- 
viduals to contribute to their sys- 
tem of society,’’ she said. 

“Children in Russia do not have 
temper tantrums. They are sub- 
jected to a strict discipline at a 
very early age,” she said. 

“The Russian system of educa- 
tion is geared for specialization,” 
Dr. Vickery said. ‘‘Not only does a 
person specialize in a particular 
field, but he also specializes in one 
facet of the occupational field.”’ 

To change to another type of 
work even within his career field, 
he must go back to trade schoot 
and specialize in that phase ot 
tHe work.

Dr. Vickery visited in some of 
the new Russian experimental 
schools. The first year students 
are taught in the Russian lan- 
guage. They learn to read and 
write a-bit in Russian. 

From the,beginning of the sec- 
ond year they are taught in an- 
other language. Some schools are 
for English, some for German, 
some for French, etc. 

“They are taught phonetically 
so that they are able to speak 
the language almost perfectly 
without an accent,” Dr. Vickery 
said.

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In Inaugural Address 





Phillips Urges More 
Support For College 


Dr. Howard M. Phillips called on 
the people of Alabama for ‘more 
moral and financial support for 
Alabama College,’’ in his inaugural 
address today. 


Immediately preceding the ad- 
dress, Dr. Phillips was installed as 
the eighth president of Alabama 
College. He was appointed presi- 
dent in 1957. He came to the col- 
lege from Emory University where 
he was dean of the graduate 
school. 


“As great as are the challenges 
of my colleagues and me, the 
people of the State of Alabama 
have an even greater challenge. 

“To develop Alabama College as 
a truly distinctive college of arts 
and sciences on a national and 
international basis, we must have 
better moral and more financial 
support. 

“Without both we cannot even 
maintain the status quo,” he said. 

“I do not make a plea for more 
support and more financial assis- 
tance without recognizing the im- 
plied and real responsibilities in- 
volved in the request. 

“Moreover, I am keenly aware 
of the fact that Alabama College 
is only one part of a state system 
of higher education. All of our in- 
stitutions are in dire need of ad- 
ditional funds,” he said. 

“As the administrative officer 
primarily responsible for Alabama 
College, I do pledge to the people 
of this state the greatest possible 
educational return for their finan- 
cial investment in this institution,” 
he said. 

He said that probably one of the 
most important decisions affecting 
Alabama College was to change it 
from a state college for women to 
a coeducational state college. 

This change was made during 
the presidency of Dr. F. E. Lund, 
who is now president of Kenyon 
College, Gambier, Ohio. 


“Dr. Lund was also responsible 
for greatly strengthening the lib- 
eral arts aspects of the educational 
program,” said Dr. Phillips. 


Dr. Lund attended the inaugural 
ceremonies. He brought greetings 
on behalf of the former presidents 
of the college. 


Dr. Phillips outlined plans for the 
future of Alabama College. ‘‘We 
will continue to give some serious 
consideration to the preparation of 
young people for the vocational 
and professional fields. 


“At the same time, however, we 
shall insist on, for all our students, 
a basic, general education, strong- 
ly oriented in the liberal arts,”’ he 
said. 


“As important as improvements 
in the sciences and mathematics 
are to our immediate survival and 
continued educational prestige, we 
must not forget the outstanding 
contributions of the humanities and 
social sciences as we develop our 
programs for today and tomor- 
row,” he said. 


He said that the future status 
and strength of higher education 
“resides primarily in good teach- 
ing at all levels and in ali fields 
of knowledge. 

“Superior teaching, therefore, de- 
serves and will receive, independ- 
ent and adequate recognition, pro- 
fessionally and economically.” 

Dr. Phillips said that some peo- 
ple feel that progress within the 
field of education depends ‘‘more 
on evidence of scholarship as ex- 
hibited in publications, than on 
scholarship exhibited by all that 
is involved in superior teaching.” 

Dt. Phillips said “‘the students at 
Alabama College will always be 
appreciated, respected, and en- 
couraged, singly or as a group. The 
graduating students are our finish- 
ed products. They aid us in estab- 
lishing our reputation.”

The fiscal year ending Sept. 30, 
1958, culminated in the most suc- 
cessful year’s construction prog- 
ram in Shelby County to date. 

Summarizing briefly, the follow- 
ing progress was made: 29.423 
miles of newly constructed Farm 
to Market and county highways 
were paved, using Type ‘“AJO” 
bituminous treatment; 18.751 miles 
of already paved county highways 
were re-surfaced using Type “J” 
bituminous treatment in carrying 
forth a planned maintenance prog- 
ram each year to properly main- 
tain and protect the tremendous 
investment in these highways; this 
paving, plus previous paving, gives 
the county a total of 213.6 miles of 
paved roads. The location of all 
county paved highways is shown 
on a large map in the county engi- 
neer’s office. 

Two new reinforced concrete 
bridges and one quadruple rein- 
forced concrete bridge culvert 
have also been constructed on the 
Wilsonville-Fourmile and Calera- 
Spring Creek-Montevallo county 
roads, eliminating some dangerous 
structures. 


During the past fiscal year 27.2 
miles of Farm to Market and coun- 
ty roads have been graded, drain- 
ed, and foundation courses partial- 
ly applied. Numerous pressure- 
treated timber bridges have been 
constructed in the county, elimi- 
nating many dangerous structures. 
Thousands of feet of concrete pipe 
were laid under the rural roads, 
utilizing the pipe manufactured by 
the county’s pipe plant. 

Looking ahead into the new fis- 
cal year starting Oct. 1, the fol- 
lowing construction has been plan- 
ned: 29.2 miles of- pavement using 
Type “AJG" bituminous treatment 
on various county roads already 
constructed and having foundation 
courses partially applied; 19.6 
miles of resurfacing on previously 
paved county highways in the be- 
fore mentioned planned mainten- 


‘ance program. 


Five reinforced concrete culverts 
will be constructed to replace old 
timber structures. The total esti- 
mated cost of this paving and 
bridge program will be $188,500, of 
which Shelby County will disburse 
$106,000. The balance of $82,500 will 
be derived from federal aid sec- 
ondary and state aid funds appro- 
priated and accredited to Shelby 
County for highway construction. 

About 32 miles of rural roads 
will be graded, drained, and have 
foundation courses applied. The 
above mileage includes both Farm 
to Market and county only con- 
struction, i.e., Farm to Market 
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Shelby County Highway Dept. Report 


construction subsidized partially by 
federal and state aid; and county 
only construction is 190 per cent 
county expenditure. 

All construction is and has been 
done on a revolving district basis, 
i.e., each district of the four gets 
a project in turn. Comparative mil- 
eage of paved roads to date in each 
district is very close to the same 
in each district of the county. It 
is shown by tabulation in the en- 
gineer’s office. 

There are many other facets of 
the County Highway Department 
in the day-to-day maintenance of 
the more than 213 miles of paved 
highways and 500 miles of public 
rural unconstructed roads too nu- 
merous to bring out in this article. 
However, each is equally import- 
ant to the overall operation of the 
Department. 


The sound management of the 
County Board of Revenue: and Con- 
trol, the hard work and personal 
sacrifices of the county employes, 
superintendents and foremen are 
responsible for this excellent prog- 
ress. 


(Editor’s Note—It shoud be said 
that with all the other good things 
about our highway progress and 
administration in Shelby County, 
we have the best county highway 
engineer in the business, Mr. 
James L. Ray, Jr., whom we thank 
for the foregoing article about our 
county road program.)

STATE OF ALABAMA 
A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 


GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama 
at the Regular Session 1957, ordered an 
election to be held by the qualified electors 
of the State of Alabama upon a certain 
Proposed amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama which said amendment is 
herein set out, and ordered that the said 
election be held on the date of the general 
election next succeeding the final adjourn- 
ment of the 1957 Regular Session of the 
Legislature; and 

WHEREAS, the date of the general 
election next succeeding the final adjourn- 
ment of the 1957 Regular Session of the 
Legislature will be and occur on Tuesday, 
November 4, 1958; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such election, 
together with the proposed amendment is 
required by law and by the provisions of 
the act submitting the amendment, to be 
given by a proclamation of the Governor 
to be published in each county in the 
State of Alabama once a week for four 
successive weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, James EB. Fol- 
som, as Governor of the State of Ala- 
bama, do hereby give notice, direct and 
proclaim that on Tuesday the 4th day of 
November, 1958, an election will be held 
at the several polling places within the 
State of Alabama, in the manner and 
form provided by law upon the following 
proposed amendment to the Constitution 
of the State of Alabama of 1901: 

“The Legislature shall not pass a 
special, private, or local law changing 
the form of government of Lauderdale 
County or of any city, town, village, 
district, or other such political sub- 
division of the county, or abridge the 
term of any elected officer thereof, by 
the abolition of his office or other- 
wise, unless the operation of such law 
be approved by a vote of the duly 
qualified electors of such county, city, 
town, village, district, or other political 

subdivision of the county, at an elec- 
tion held for such purpose in the 
manner prescribed by such law.” 

I further direct and proclaim that no- 
tice of this election upon Tuesday the 4th 
day of November 1958, upon the above 
set forth amendment to the Constitution 
of the State of Alabama of 1901, be given 
by publishing the same once a week for 
four successive weeks next preceding Tues- 
day the 4th day of November 1958 in each 
county im the State of Alabama in a 
mewspaper published in said county.

“When authorized by a vote of a 
majority of the qualified electors vot- 
ing at an election held for such pur- 
pose, the court of county commission- 
ers, board of revenue, or like govening 
body of Montgomery County shall 
have power to levy and collect addi- 
tional taxes for school purposes on the 
taxable property located in the county 
at a rate not to exceed fifty-five one- 
hundredths of one per cent of the 
value of the taxable property located 
within the county. An election to de- 
termine whether or not such taxes 
shall be levied and the time during 
which such tax is to continue shall be 
called, held, and conducted in the 
manner provided by law for calling, 
holding, and conducting elections to 
determine whether district school taxes 
shall be levied and collected under this 
Constitution. The provisions of this 
amendment shall not limit, modify, 
abridge, or impair the power, au- 
thority, or right of municipalities or 
school districts to levy and collect 
special school taxes as provided by 
law.”

The Montevallo Study Club gave 
$100 to the Montevallo Elementary 
School for the Elementary Library 
in commemoration of its 25th an- 
niversary this week. 


This commendable action brings 
up in our recollection many of 
the benefits that the town has de- 
rived from this active group of 
women. The Study Club was or- 
ganized in 1933 by a group of . 
eight or ten women who felt the 
need for cultural, social and civic 
growth. 

The club is now composed of 20 
members. Regular monthly meet- 
ings are held in the homes of the 
members and each member serves 
her turn in presenting a program 
to the group. 

“Besides the real pleasure and 
benefit that we have derived from 
the club, we feel that we have been 
of some real benefit to others— 
‘That man may last, but never 
lives who much receives but noth- 
ing gives’,’’ spoke one of the long- 
time members in reminiscing the 
activities of the club throughout 
the years. 


In the early years they gave 
money to the P.T.A. for the milk 
fund for undernourished children 
and provided some children with 
eye-glasses. Through the Welfare 
Department they made and con- 
tributed baby layettes and gave 
caereaes baskets to needy fami- 


The first big project the club un- 
dertook was the Christmas lighting 
for the town. After several years 
this project was relinquished to the 
Chamber of Commerce, but the 
club continues to light a large 
Christmas tree in a conspicuous 
place in town each year. 


They have contributed toward 
the school lighting, band uniforms 
and during the past year sponsor- 
ed the Red Cross drive in Monte- 
vallo. They provided scholarships 
to high school seniors, contributed 
to the Fourth District Edyth Say- 
lor Scholarship, helped sponsor a 
girl to Girl's State, contributed to 
F.F.A., assisted with the Blood 
Bank, and during the war years 
spent many days sewing and knit- 
ting for the Red Cross. 

The beautiful red roses that 
bloom alng the viaduct entering 
Montevallo were planted by the 
Study Club. 

Money for the many projects

G. C. Harris, Regional Operations - 


Director, Memphis Region, Post 
Office Department, speaking for 
Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield, announced sweeping 
improvements in the mail service 
to provide next-day delivery of 
first class letter mail throughout 
the 16,972 squar2 mile Birmingham 
Metropolitan and Postal district 
area. This area embraces the City 
of Birmingham, 24 nearby counties 
in Central Alabama and the State 
Capitol of Montgomery. 


“Barring the human error fea- 
ture which cannot be completely 
eliminated first class letters mail- 
ed before 5:00 p.m. on a business 
day would be delivered to their 
destinations anywhere within the 
area,” Harris declared in a press 
conference in the office of Post- 
master’ Roy Moncus at Birming- 
ham.

Harris said,“‘The improvement is 
the result of more than two months 
intensive study and planning by 
Regional Postal officials in coop- 
eration with the postmasters at the 
275 post offices located in the 24- 
county area. The changes involve 
a revision of mail processing pro- 
cedures in a number of post of- 
fices, as well as some changes in 
the transportation patterns for the 
area.”’ 


In explaining the changes, Har- 
ris said, ‘‘Formerly Alabama mail 
was distributed in the Birmingham 
Post Office, the Birmingham PTS 
(Terminal and the Birmingham 
PTS Truck Terminal. Now, much 
of the distribution is being per- 
formed in the twelve sectional cen- 
ter post offices located in Annis- 
ton, Attalla, Bessemer, Cullman, 
Decatur, Fayette, Gadsden, Haley- 
ville, Jasper, Montevallo, Tusca- 
loosa and Sulligent. Final distribu- 
tion and interchange of mails for 
the entire area are made at the 
Birmingham PTS Truck Termi- 
nal.” 


“During the two month period 
of study the new service has been 
thoroughly tested and the results 
have been very pleasing.”

Quail Season ~ 


Opens Early 


The bobwhite quail hunting sea- 
son will open throughout Alabama 
November 15 rather than Nov. 20 
and the wild turkey season will 
open Nov. 10 rather than Nov. 20, 
according to regulations issued 
here today by the Alabama De- 
partment of Conservation. 


In addition, raccoon and oppus- 
sum hunters in Washington and 
Morgan Countries are now permit- 
ted to use lights and shotguns, with 
shot not larger than No. 8, between 
sunset and daylight. 


Robert Folsom, Director of the 
Conservation Department, said that 
quail and turkey reproduction were 
exceptionally good this spring ana 
summer, giving populations which 
he feels will support five addition- 
al days of quail shooting and 10 
extra days of turkey hunting. 


The use of lights and shotguns 
by opossum and raccoon hunters 
in Washington County is being per- 
mitted because these aids in night- 
hunting are now legal in surround- 
ing counties and were requested 
by hunters in Washington County. 

Use of lights and shotguns in 
Morgan County was granted in re- 
sponse to requests by coon and 
possum hunters, Folsom said.

Much For Bulldogs 


Known for their speed and drive, 
West Blocton’s Tigers blanked 
Montevallo 15-0 at Blocton Fri- 
day night. Excessive penalties, 
early fumbles, and too much 
Broadhead were the forces that 
snapped the Bulldogs’ winning 
streak at six games. 

A fumble, which went into the 
end zone, gave the Tigers their 
first touchdown in the opening mo- 
ments of the game. But the score 
didn’t come until after both teams 
had fumbled twice. 


First, Montevallo lost the ball 
on the 25 and Blocton then push- 
ed to the three and fumbled. 
Montevallo edged the ball back to 
the six but lost it there, and Bloc- 
ton recovered a second’ time. The 
Tigers, suffering a little from but- 
tered-fingers themselves, dropped 
the pigskin again on the five. On 
the first play, the Bulldogs made 
the fatal miscue, and Blocton 
covered the ball in the end zone.

Electronic Range Is Demonstrated 
At Home Economics Open House 


Home economics open house visi- 
tors saw a demonstration at Ala- 
bama College last Wednesday on 
the new electronic “‘speed-o-light”’ 
range that cuts cooking time by 
more than half. 


The demonstration by Mrs. 
Frances Harding, Birmingham, 
‘and Carolyn Sansing, Montevallo, 
both of the Aabama Power Com- 
pany, was a part of the home eco- 
nomics week celebration. 

According to Miss Sansing, the 
process is much cheaper than con- 
ventional cooking, but the big. ad- 
vantage is the time saved. For 
example, you can bake a potato 
in the “‘speed-o-light” range in four 
minutes. 

Concentional cooking methods re- 
quire about one hour to bake a 
potatoe. Cooking in the electronic 
range is done by time rather than 
temperature. 

‘‘Another wonderful thing about 
a range of this type is that you 
cook the food on the same utensils 
on which you serve it,’’ Mrs. 
Harding said. 

“The range is never hot inside, 
and does not heat the utensils. It 
heats only the food. You fry ba- 
con on paper, and you may cook 
your food on china plates or paper 
plates,” she said. 

Metal ware is not used as it re- 
flects the microwaves. Glass and 
paper are preferred. |

Patsy Carden 


Avoids Pitfalls of 
Foods Project

A 4H Club foods project can 
haVe its pitfalls for\a healthy and 
growing young girl. She could put 
on too much weight from sampling 
the rolls and other goodies she pre- 
pares. 


However, Patsy Carden, the 1958 
state individual dairy foods win- 
ner, found a way to take care of 
this problem. 
County clubster had been carrying 
her foods projects for three years, 
she began to take on a few pounds 
too many. So she started a health 
and personal improvement project 
and learned how to stay slim. 

Of course, Patsy didn’t let any- 
thing stand in the way of her 4-H 
foods work. She started the project 
when she became a club member 
at Calera over six years ago and 
has continued to make progress in 
each year. 


This summer she was named the 
first place individual dairy foods 
winner at the annual 4-H camp in 
Auburn. One of the awards for this 
honor is an expense-paid trip to 
the National 4-H Club Congress in 
Chicago for the week of Nov. 30 to 
Dec. 4. There Patsy will compete 
with other state winners .for one 


. of the six $400 college scholarships 


to be given by the Carnation Milk 
Company. 

In winning the state award, Pat- 
sy prepared 3,200 dishes, 341 com- 
plete meals, and 254 dairy foods 
dishes during the six years she has 
been a 4-H Club member. Although

Unheralded in football circles in 
recent years, Montevallo High 
School came through this year with 
a winner. The Bulldogs closed their 
season here last Friday night with 
a 7-1-2 record as they ran riot 
over Vincent, 52-0.

In that last-quarter scoring spree 
George Underwood, a ninth grader, 
intercepted a Vincent pass on his 
own 28 and scrambled past the 
entire team to race 72 yards for 
a touchdown.

Science Grant 


A $59,100 grant has been awara- 
ed to Alabama College by the 
National Science Foundation with 
which to conduct a summer insti- 
tute for high school science teach- 
ers beginning June 8. 

Dr. Paul C. Bailey, chairman of 
the college's biology department, 
will direct the institute. According 
to Dr. Bailey, about 60 stipends 
will be awarded to high school 
and junior high school science 
teachers.

“These stipends will pay $450 for 
‘the six-week institute, plus $90 for 
each dependent, plus tuition,” Dr. 
Bailey said. ‘‘Application blanks 
may be obtained by writing our 
biology department,”’ he said. 

Objectives of the’ institute, as 
stated by the National Science 
Foundation, include: ‘‘To improve 
the subject-matter competence of 
the participating teachers. 

“To strengthen the capacity of

One of Shelby County’s youngest 
dairymen, 4-H’er Carey Kendrick, 
is the winner of District IV’s 4-H 
dairy production efficiency award, 
A.P.I. Extension Dairy Specialist 
John R. Parrish announced in Au- 
burn. 


Carey, 17-year-old son of Mr, 
and Mrs. F. C. Kendrick of Mon- 
tevallo has been in dairy business 
almost five years. Lillian, a sleek 
little Guernsey heifer with style 
and lines to spare, started him on 
his dairy career. At the Bessemer 
show that first year, Lillian won a 
prize, ribbons, and a trophy. 

According to Carey, that was 
enough to make him decide on a 
dairy career. Another calf and 
another year of shows and Carey 
found himself enroute to Chicago 
to the International Dairy Exposi- 
tion. ° 

When Carey got to six heifers, 
he decided it was time t ild a 
barn. “‘In the project of building 
a dairy barn, I really found out 
about work,” he told Assistant 
County Agent John E. Jones. 


Carey now has a herd of seven 
cows and 10 calves and he is work- 
ing to bring his grazing up to the 
required amount. After he finishes 
school, he plans to continue in the 
dairy business end further en- 


large his herd. Right now, it’s 
enough of a job to get up at 3:30 
a.m. every day to milk the cows 
he has before going to school. A 
senior at Montevallo High: School, 
Carey plans to go to college to 
study dairying. 

Dairying has paid off for this 
4-H’er. He has won approximately 
$700 in prize money from the shows 
and has received another $428 
from the sale of dairy animals. 
The sale of milk helps pay for 
feed. 

Carey started his 4-H Club work 
with a one-acre cotton project. 
The next year he expanded into a 
poultry chain. He also planted 
some seedlings from which he 
hopes to net some profit in a few 
more years. But dairying is his 
first love.

“The conquest of tuberculosis is 
possible only by discovering all 
cases of the disease in the early 
stage,” said Conrad M. Fowler, 
chairman of Shelby County’s 1958 
Christmas Seal Sale, when speak- 
ing of the annual seal sale which 
is now under way. ‘‘Funds for the 
treatment so necessary in all stag- 
es of the malady are distributed 
in all states through their health 
departments. 

“Why are we asking you to buy 
seals again this year?” he asked. 
“Because tuberculosis is still act- 
ive in Shelby County. According to 
reports in the county health office, 
there are more than 120 known 
cases in the county, considered as 
arrested, since they are, at this 


time, inactive. In 1957 there were | 


thirty new cases in the county. 

“The purchase of Christmas 
Seals in the past has helped find 
many cases of tuberculosis and 
get them under medical care. We 
can not afford to stop now half 
way in the battle. Your Christmas 
Seal dollars will help continue the 
humanitarian work.’ 

Christmas Seals have been mail- 
ed to 4090 citizens of Shelby Coun- 
ty who are known to be concerned 
in the fight against tuberculosis. 
During the busy Christmas season 
it is easy to overlook the answer- 
ing of mail, but all recipients of 
the stamps are urged to send do- 
nations promptly and to use the 
seals on letters and packages dur- 
ing the season.

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Committee Plans 
Free Polio Shots 


Free polio shots for everyone 
under 40 in Shelby County is the 
goal of the Shelby County Rural 
Ilealth Committee this year. 

The committee is a volunteer or- 
ganization whose purpose is ‘‘to 
raise the general health standards 
of the people of Shelby County 
through the use of preventative 
vaccines, promotion of safety, and 
promotion of sanitation.” 

Dr. W. C. Browne of Vincent, 
representative of the Shelby Coun- 
ty Medical Association, is the 
chairman of the committee. 

“Our project this year is to 
make polio shots available for 
everyone in Shelby County who is 
under the age of 40,’’ Dr. Browne 
said. 

“Everyone is familiar with the 
potenital dangers of polio, We want 
to assist parents in protecting 
themselves and their children from 
this dreaded disease,”’ he said. 

Vaccine will be supplied free of 
charge by the Shelby County 
March of Dimes Association. The 
series of three shots will be made 
available for all who want them. 

“Our target. date for the first 
shot is sometime during the latter 
part of January. The exact. date 
will be announced soon,” Dr. 
Browne said. 

The Sheby County Medical as- 
sociation is assisting in the pro- 
ject. Shelby County doctors will 
donate one day of their time, and 
will give the shots at their of- 
fices, free of charge. 

“This will enable everyone to 
get the shots. This committee sin- 
cerely hopes that everyone will 
avail themselves of this service, 
and take this opportunity to guard 
against polio,” Dr. Browne said. 

Young adults and children of 
pre-school age will receive the 
shot on the one day set aside by 
the committee. The free shot will 
be available only one day for each 
of the three-shot series. 

“Taking advantage of these shots 
may mean the difference in staying 
normal and healthy, and becoming 
crippled for life. It deserves seri- 
ous consideration,’’ Dr. Browne 
said, 

The polio shot drive is being co- 
sponsored by the Shelby County 
Rural Health Committee, the 
Shelby County March of Dimes As- 
sociation, and civic, professional, 
fraternal and service clubs.

Postmaster Urges 
Early Mailing 


Postmaster Morris’ Watson. said 
today, “Early mailing of all 
Christmas cards and gifts is the 
biggest single factor in getting all 
of the mail delivered before Christ- 
mas. Extra help will be available, 
and everything is geared up to 
handle a record Christmas mail in 
Montevallo this year.” 


The postmaster suggested that 
you take special care in prepara- 
tion of gift packages for the mails. 
Make sure that all addresses are 
legible and complete. 


“If you have any articles of un- 
usual size or bulk, better check 
with the Post Office before at- 
tempting to mail them,” the post- 
master warns. The limits on size 
and weight of packages varies, de- 
pending on where’ you mail your 
package. 

When wrapping gifts for mail- 
ing, it is always best to use cor- 
rugated cartons, especially where 
there are a number of various size 
objects in the shipment. Use plen- 
ty of wadded tissue or newspaper 
for extra protection against shock, 
and securely wrap each package 
or carton in heavy paper and tie 
it with a strong cord. Be sure to 
include an extra label with your 
return address and the recipient’s 
address inside of the carton before 
it is wrapped. 

Postmaster Watson says that if 
you will follow these three simple 
rules, you are certain to have your 
gifts delivered before Christmas 
Day: Wrap them securely, ad- 
dress them se a and mail 
them early. 

When mailing your Christmas 
cards, use the free labels from the 
Post Office reading ‘‘All for Out- 
of-Town Delivery” and “All for 
Local Delivery”. By sorting your 
Christmas cards and tying them in 
two separate bundles, with the ad- 
dresses all facing one way, you're 
sure to speed their arrival.

HELPING DEVELOP ALABAMA 
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Free Polio Shots To Miss Clithero, 


Be Given Jan. 20 


The first free polio shot of the 
series will be given Tuesday, Jan. 
20. The Shelby ‘County Rural 
Health Committee is sponsoring 
the drive to have everyone in the 
county under the age of 40 vacci- 
nated. 

Vaccine will be supplied free by 
the Shelby County March of Dimes 
Association. All county doctors 
have agreed to donate their facil- 
ities and one day of time for each 
of the shots of the series. 

“More than 65 million people 
have taken advantage of the Salk 
vaccine, and it has proved to be 
one of the safest vaccines we have 
today,” said Dr. W. C. Browne, of 
Vincent, chairman of the rural 
health committee. 

“Some people have not taken 
the shots because they are afraid 
of them. We urge people to use 
the shots. They are 90 per cent ef- 
fective in preventing paralytic po- 
lio when all three shots are tak- 
en,” he said. 

Civic, professional, fraternal and 
service clubs are being asked to 
assist in the drive. 

Mr. Elvin Hill, Shelby County 
superintendent of education, is as- 
sisting the committee in making 
the shots available to school chil- 
dren who have not yet had them. 

“We want to emphasize that the 
first shot will be available free 
cnly on January 20. We urge ev- 
eryone to remember this date and 
get their shot. 

“It is important that everyone 
get all three shots so as to have 
maximum protection against par- 
alytic polio,” Dr. Browne said. 

In Montevallo the shots will be 
given at the office of Dr. Lewis 
Kirkland and Dr. Leslie Hubbard.

Quite a few American families wouldn't be serving fruit cake as 
a Christmas day dessert if it had not been for the British sailors 


of several centuries ago. 


Those British sailors must have 
been as shrewd as they were ob-, 
servant. In the Orient they ate 
cakes made with fruit. They liked 



















them and asked for the recipes. 
They got them, and with an eye 
out for a few extra shillings and 
pounds, they also returned to 
their homeland with the ingredi- 
ents necessary to the baking of 
a fruit cake. Recipes were jeal- 
ously guarded by the sailors. 
According to information gath- 
ered by the American Institute of 
Baking, Chicago, the sailors ob- 
tained currants and raisins from 
Greece and Turkey. Citrus peel 
preserved in honey came from 
Italy. Almonds came from Spain. 
Strange seeds—and even the bark

of trees—came from the Far 
East. 

Although fruit cake was made 
available to the western world 
by British sailors, the first fruit 
cake, as we know it, probably 
was baked in Egypt several cen- 
turies ago. It consisted of several 
kinds of tropical fruits, sugar, 
wheat meal, spices, oil and hon- 
ey, all collected by the Egyptian 
housewife.

Rep. Selden Speaks to Alabama 
College International Relations Club 


“In order to preserve our free- 
dom and the freedom of our al- 
lies, this nation must remain both 
strong and vigilant,” Representa- 
tive Armisted Selden told the Ala- 
bama College International Rela- 
tions Club Tuesday night. 

“While our foreigh policy must 
be elastic enough to meet the con- 
tinuing communist threat, sight 
should not be lost of the fact that 
the forces of international com- 
munism respect strength — not 
weakness,”’ Selden said. 

He told the club of his recent 
trip as an official delegate of the 
United States to the NATO parlia- 
mentarian’s Conference \in Paris. 

Selden said that communism has 
as its basis philosophy, the ulti- 
mate conquest of the world, ‘* and 
no leader of the Soviet Union, past 
or present, has denounced that ob- 
jective.” . 

He said that the “probing opera- 
tions’’ by the Soviet Union such as 
are currently going on in the Ber- 
lin crisis, will continue ‘for years 
to come, if, indeed all-out war 
can be avoided. 

“The NATO structure has been 
built at a large cost to the Ameri- 
can taxpayer. Yet the European 
NATO nations have also devoted 
large sums and great efforts to 
creating this defensive capability. 

“In effect, we have been and are 


_ still gambling American dollars 


in an effort to save American 
lives,”’ he said. 


Selden spoke of two advantages 
the United States receives from the 
military assistance .portion of the 
foreign aids program. They are 
(1) manpower, and (2) the ring of 
bases the United States controls or 
has access to. 

Selden told the club that all the 
taxpayer’s money spent for the 
mutual security program does not 
go overseas.

Tractor Clinic at Montevallo High 


A tractor clinic was held today 
in the Montevallo High School with 
Mr. M. Thornton teacher of voca- 
tional agriculture, in charge.

All dottors in 
the county will give the shots in 
their offices.

Jeter originated the plan for the 
free polio shot campaign. 

“The first shot of the series will 
be given Jan 20, the second Feb.

“We want to stress the fact that 
the free shots will be available 
only on these three dates. The vac- 
cine has been used by more than 
65 million people, and it is one of 
the safest in use,’’ Dr. Browne 
said.

“There have been cases when a 
class or a group has furnished 
a complete dinner, including the 
turkey,” she said.

Roads Were Not Paved Ve Pepuar 
For First Yule Trap 


HERE were no modern high- 

ways leading from Nazareth to 
Bethlehem when Mary and Joseph 
undertook their memorable journey 
nearly 2,000 years ago. 


\The way was rough and hard and 
dangerous. 


As far as routes were concerned, 
there were three. The western 
route led along the sea-coast and 
through the plain of Sharon. This 
route was unpopular with pious 
folk like Mary and Joseph who 
Shunned the heathen cities rowdy 
travelers and the ungodly as much 
as possible. 

The shortest route via the fruit- 
ful plains of Esdraelon into the 
mountains of Samaria and through 
Shechem and Bethel, was not very 
popular either: The road was toler- 
able, but steep; however, the Jews 
had little use for the Samaritans, 
and vice versa. 


The Jordon route, which de- 
scended into the Jordon valley and 
followed the river’s east bank 
around Jericho, was favored by the 
majority of Galilean travelers who 
for the Passover and other relig- 
ious events went down to Jeru- 
salem at regular intervals and 
knew their way around as well as 
suburbanites know their way 
around modern metropolitan areas. 

If the Jordon route was a little 
round-about, it was fairly level— 
and steeped in Jewish history, from 
the shadow of Mount Tabor where 


Saul in desperation sought his 
“witch” of Endor, to the tomb a 
little before Bethlehem where the 
first Joseph buried his beloved 
Rachel. 

It is fairly certain that Mary and 


Joseph did not choose the western 
route when they planned their very 
special journey. Whether they 
chose to go by way of Shechem and 
Bethel, or. around the walled ¢ity 
of Jericho may never be determined 
definitely.

73 Yule Flower 


Growing in popularity, the 
‘Christmas rose has become a seri- 
ous compe‘itor of holly, mistletoe, 
poinsettias and other plants that 
decorate our homes at Christmas 
time. 

The dimunitive plant puts forth 
seven or eight white roselike 
blooms tinged with pink. It has 
lustrous dark green foliage and @ 
mature plant is no more than a foot 
high. 

A cold-weather plant, the Christ- 
mas rose flowers naturally in De- 
cember or January. It withstands 
snow and low temperatures. It 
does not propagate well in the 
United States. Most of them are 
imported to florists from Belgium 
and the Nethérlands. They de- 


velop best in soil peculiar to the 
western parts of those countries. 


Grows In Low Countries 


Gardeners in the Low Countries 
grow the plant from slips taken 
from the parent plant after it has 
finished blooming in January. The 
shoots are grown under glass. 

In incubation a Christmas rose’s 
leaves are pruned regularly to give 
it added strength for blooming. 
After three years of care the plant 
is mature and ready to put forth 
its famous winter blossoms. 

Ancient Romans were familiar 
with the Christmas rose and eager- 
ly ‘sought it for medicinal use. 
They believed that eating the roots 
would “clear the brain, cure stu- 
pidity, and relieve insanity.” 


A Christmas Legend 


Like many flowers, the Christmas 
rose has its own special legend. 
According to the story, a poor 
shepherd girl watched the Wise 
Men come with rich gifts to present 
to the newborn Christ Child, and 
she wept because she had no pres- 
ent to offer. An angel suddenly ap- 
peared. 

Learning the cause of the girl’s 
distress, the angel waved:a wand. 
Instantly, glistening white flowers 
carpeted the ground. The young 
shepherdess gathered blooms. 
When she presented her gift, the 
Infant smiled. As His fingers touch- 
ed the delicate white flowers, they 
became tinged with pink. 

The plant's legendary association 
with Christ carries to regions 
where it blooms in early spring. 
Thére it is often called the Lenten 
rose.

5. Add dry ingredients and mix 
into dough. 

6. Divide dough into two parts 
and chill in refrigerator. 

7. Roll out to %” thickness. 
Bake on ungreased cookie sheet 
in 375 degrees for 8-10 minutes or
